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Poland—and Elsewhere. 


THE remarkable Demonstration which took place on Thursday 
week in the metropolis and througheut the country, in every nook 
and cranny where there are congregations of Jews, was certainly 
an unique manifestation of a feeling there could be no mistaking. 
The outrages from which our brothers and sisters in Poland have 
suffered, the orgy of murder to which they have been subjected, were 
sufficient in any circumstances to arouse the indignant protest of 
British Jewry. But our heafts weretouched all the more deeply 
because of the surrounding conditions in which this dreadful 
calamity fell upon the unhappy people who are its victims. Released, 
after generations, from a persecution which reached the classic in its 
bitter violence and ruthless persistency, our unhappy kinsfolk saw in 
the downfall of Tsardom the bursting of a great light in an horizon 
that throughont generations had been laden withadeep and apparently 
impenetrable cloud. Scarcely realising that a new régime had arisen, 
and these hapless people were again the victims of mob violence 
and hooligan outrage. 
linked themselves for centuries, was at last about to be redeemed. 
The crime that sought to suppress its ancient nationality was to be 
undone. Polish Jews, like their fellow-citizens; rejoiced that the 
foul infamy which crushed the fine spirit of the Pole was to be 
wiped away, and that a new Poland was to take its place amid the 
family of nations. It was that gladsome moment, the moment 
to which these Jews in Poland in common with their fellow- 
citizens there had looked forward for so long, that was chosen for 
such doings by these very fellow citizens as, alas, have had to be 
reported in our columns week by week. We observe that the 
Under Secretary for Foreign Affairs (Mr. Ceci. HARMSWORTH), 
replying on Wednesday to a question in the House of Commons, 
gave the welcome news that “the information” received by the 
Government “ with regard to the Jewish pogroms is much more 
favourable to the Polish authorities than the Press reports have 
given the public to understand,” If these later reports prove to be 
correct, their implication will necessarily afford us Jews the greatest 
satisfaction. ‘We are afraid, however, that at best—or at least 
bad—the full ‘story of the Pogroms will form, as we show, a 
tragically incongruous chapter in Poland’s re-birth. And the 
incongruity could scarcely be more glaring. These outrages were 
commited not alone in the circumstances we have recalled, but 
also to the accompaniment of a great victory—in attaining which 
Poland assuredly did its full share—for Right and Justice and 
Mercy and loving-kindness as national guiding principles—the 
great victory over the doctrine of Might and Materialism harvested 
in the now crushed Militarism of which Prussia was the most fertile 
field.: Even while the representatives of the peoples who had accom- 


plished this triumph of Right over Wrong were assembled in Paris, | 


and before the veryeyes of the delegates who were bringing tobirth 
the new Poland, this infamous treatment was dealt out by Poles 
to the Polish Jews. It would have been wonderful indeed, if

fellow-Jews in this- land of Freedom—a land built upon the 
unassailable rock of Justice and of Right—should not bave been 
deeply moved by the horrors to which their brethren in. Poland had 
fallen yiclims. “From the very depths of its soul, British Jewry 
consecrated a day to mourning and protest, to pity and sympathy, 
a manifestation which the Times acknowledged had “ made a deep 
impression on public opinion.” 

The impressicn was keenly tested in the metropolis by the 
huge procession which moved from the meetings held in the East 
End to the Memorial Service in the West End. when thousands of 
our people marched through the busy streets, holding up and 
diverting the early afternoon traffic, and though inevitably causing 
no slight inconvenience to the general public, yet receiving on all 
hands greetings of sympathy from those who watched the striking 
demonstration, a demonstration, in itself, of no mean moment, tothe 
capacity of the Jew for organisation and for order. It was a heavy 
and an anxious task which those responsible for this procession 
undertook. They were justified in the confidence they must have 
felt in the sense of duty in such a matter, which animates the 
Jew. And the demonstration gave tongue to some notable 
expressicn of opinion upon the subject. In the addresses, such 
as those of the CHIEF RABBI at the Queen’s Hall, of Haham Dr, 
GASTER, at Manchester, and of Mr. ISRAEL ZANGWILL, at one of 
the East End meetings, to name the three chief efforts, and which 
we are happy to be able to report in full in this present issue, there 
was one underlying demand, as there was throughout the whole of 
the demonstration. It was given voice to by the CHIEF RABBI: 
“ the Allied nations have resurrected the Polish State. It is for 
them to say to this wanton disregard of the elementary duties of 
government, one loud, final and imperative—Stop.”’ 

As if in response to the appeal which this demonstration of 
British Jews constituted, the Peace Conference in Paris, to whom 
much of the responsibility for the pogroms in Eastern Europe will, 
we believe, be generally accorded, issued this week the text of the 
Treaty which is being entered into by Poland with the Allied and 
Associated Powers, together with a covering letter from M. 
CLEMENCEAU. We reprint in another part of this issue the text of 
the articles in the Treaty which affect our people in Poland, and 
that part of the letter from M. CLEMENCEAU having reference io 
Jewish interests there. They will be read with thankful satisfaction 
by all Jews, for so far as such can be done by code, the Peace Con- 
ference has, it appears to us, done what is possible to safeguard the 
future of the Jews in Poland, in the provisions which it has insert 
into the Polish Treaty. It will be noted that they do not contain 
any recognition of minority national rights; and for reasons we 
have more than once advanced we believe the omission is in 
the best interests of our Polish coreligionists. It is an open 
secret that the provisions to which we direct attention have 
been secured by the. untiring efforts of the International 
Committee of Jews, which was set up in Paris for the purpose of 
safeguarding the cause of our People as it might be affected in 
any settlement of affairs made by the Conference. hey are 
heartily to be congratulated upon the result of their work in the Polish 
treaty ; and so, we would addin passing, is Mr. LUCIEN WOLF, 
who has brought his remarkable knowledge and experience to the 
service of the Committee. We say no more upon this point at the 
moment, because we jmagine that when the proper occasion arises 
formal notice will be taken, both by the Deputies of 
British Jews and by the Council of the Anglo-Jewish 
Association, “of the Committee’s and Mr. LUCIEN WOLF'’s work, 
But we feel it the merest due to all concerned to mention it here, 
and, so far as Mr. WOLF is concerned, the more bound to do so, 
because upon general questions of Jewish politics we are strenncuipty 


So far, so good! But donot let us be under illusion. Poland 
unhappily is not the only centre of disaffection at this moment 
against the Jews. Reports reach us regarding an appalling 
massacre of our people alleged to have taken place in the Ukraine 
The number of victims is put at the incredible figure of 100,000, a 
figure which we doubt not is vastly exaggerated, but which 
we give because it will -serve as an index of the 
local impression that the terrible occurrences have made. 
Even this holocaust does not stand alone, and the country traversed 
by the troops of KOLTCHAK and DENIKIN is said to be sodden. 
with the blood of “ pogrommed”” Jews. Upwards of four years of 


‘carnage and slaughter unbaralleled in the history of the world, has 


naturally blunted our sense of revulsion and horror. Dut it will be 
a strange thing, assuming there be anything like truth about these 
crimes told of the Ukraine and elsewhere in Russia, and the record of 
which comes on the top of unhappily too-well authenticated crimes 
in Poland, if the conscience of the civilised world does not 
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‘had a formidable task to accomplish. 


revolt. Against this doing to death in this fashion of hapless 
people, whose fault, when brought down to its essence, is that they 
are Jews, and whose sin, when reduced to sheer truth, is that they 
have been loyal and true to exactly those great principles which the 
Allied nations in this hour of their victory are proclaiming’ 
nerved them to triumph in face of terrible odds in the ghastly 
struggle that is now ended, humanity will surely pfotest. All kinds 
of offences we know, are alleged against Jews to excuse the 
murderous violence which they have suffered. But we have heard 
of none of these offences which any indictment formulated upon 
principles that are just, can bring home, as offences specifically 


confined to Jews. Yet it is practically only Jews who are the 
victims. 


This brings us to say that, deeply thankful as we are for the 
provisions that have been inserted into the Polish Treaty, and for 
the evident determination of the Allied and Associated Powers to 
do what they can in future to prevent further pogroms in Eastern 
Europe—appreciative as we are of all the sympathy which the great 
Demonstration, evinced on the part of our non-Jewish neighbours— 
every day, every hour, every event, every grim tragedy that falls 
upon our People, but accentuates the all-governing fact that 
the Jew’s salvation must come from within. The very fact 
that these provisions for the protection of our people 
have had to be inserted in the Treaty, is the strongest 
proof of what we say. It is the old lesson. She dream 
of Pharaoh is one! The cause of our trouble in Eastern Europe, 
to-day, as yesterday in Isarist Russia, as generations ago wherever 
you care; of the pin-prick taunts of anti-Semitism which sometimes 
make us Jews uncomfortable in the West, as of the brutal hacking 
to death of our people in the East—all, so far as they are specially 
Jewish troubles, are traceable to the world-position of the Jew. 
The provisions in the Polish Treaty appear to be good, sound, 
comprehensive. [hey are certainly a notable advanee on like 
provisions inserted in the Berlin Treaty. But who believes that 
they will in themselves prove effectual, particularly in times of 
stress, to restrain a mob incited against J ews,infused with anti-Jewish 
prejudice, and smarting under some wrong, in expiation of which 
the Jew is pointed to as the most-convenient scape-goat? From 
within must come Salvation, and only, as we point out in a Note 
below in reference to the Zionist position, when the Jewish People 
can take its place among the nations of the world, only when the 
Jew, standing erect as a man, is endowed with his rights as 
a jew, will he be able to guard against his wrongs as a 
Jew. In the hackneyed phrase, it is the status of our people 
that has to be raised; and in face of these doings which 
evoke our horror and destestation in Eastern Europe, no less 
than of the provisions which the Peace Conference has inserted 
into the Polish Treaty, and which are likely to make some of us 
forget our People’s rightful goal, is it necessary to accentuate the 
fact, and to repeat—it is from within that the Jew must find salva- 
tion. Until he does he can but go on repeating, with endless varia- 
tion perhaps, but always the same theme. The path of safety for 
our. people is the path which every self-respecting people~ has 
chesen, and which every people must choose if it would be self- 
respecting. It is the way that leads to national recognition for our 
national being. 


The Peace Treaty. 


THE signature of the Peace Treaty with Germany at Versailles last 
Saturday has been welcomed with profound satisfaction, for it puts a 
formal end to the war which the Armistice had already suspended. Human 
optimism has no eyes for the defects which the Treaty contains—or, per- 
baps, it would be truer to say that it ignores the dangers in the eager desire 
to reach at last the joy of Peace. Yet the perils which lurk in the Treaty 
are very real, and we cannot think that mankind will be the better for 
disregarding them. It is a peace treaty that we are acclaiming, but assuredly 
not the peace treaty. That—the real and permanent adjustment—the 
rolling away of enmity and hatred and ill-will between man and man, and 
the sterilising of the seeds that have hitherto produced War—remains to 
be accomplished when passions have died down, and sanity and humanity 
regain their sway over men’s minds. The architects of the new world 
If the old world was made in six 
‘days, it was beyond the power of the greatest of living men to remake 
it in six months; and the result is that only the most sanguine will think 
that the Paris Conference has given us peace with permanence. That is, 
however, a task that must be achieved if civilisation is to endure, and we 
believe that the Allied statesmen realised this fact when they tashioned the 

League of Nations, and included the covenant of the League in the text 
of the Peace Treaty, If we have one regret above any other in respect 
to the conduct of matters at the Peace Conference, it is that the League 
-was not built first, and the whole task of world-reconstruction and re-settle- 
ment with the terms of Peace between all contending nations left to its 
members, including the representativesof the Allies’ former enemies, That, 


however, was not done; and it is now for men of goodwill, of all creeds and 
races, to join hands in making the League a real and efficient body, capable 
of settling the tremendous problems which will inevitably confront us ind¢he 
near future, and of adjusting them without the accursed recourse to arms, 
In the fortifying of the League, the Jew, above all men, if he would play 
truly the Jew’s part, must.take a tireless part. It is, to be sure, 
intimately bound up with the Jew's practical personal interests, But it is, 
too, a sacred purpose, and in its accomplishment, side by side with the men 
of other faiths, may be found something of that mission of the Jew to 
the world which is so frequently spoken about by our people, but so 
rarely given concrete or practical form, 


The Jewish National Settlement. 

WHILE the Peace Treaty with Germany is now an accomplished fact, 
the terms to Turkey and other enemies are still to be settled. The Turkish 
delegates to the Paris Conference have been informed that they are at 
liberty to depart, since the treaty to be submitted to them will not be 


ready for a considerable time. This is perhaps inevitable, but it does, at 
the same time, leave in suspense the Palestinian problem, in which we 
Jews are naturally so keenly because so vitally interested. It has to be 
remembered that it is some twenty months since the British Declaration was 
issued. Since then no official explanation has been offered concerning the 
manner of its practical application, and it now appears as though months 
may pass before any light is thrown upon the matter. We can only 
express the hope that Jewish interests in Palestine will not suffer asa 
consequence of the delay now imposed. The Powers cannot too clearly 
understand that, as we point out in the leading article above, no stipula- 
tions for Jewish rights they may insist upon in their reconstitution of 
Central and Eastern Europe will really settle the Jewish question. It Is 
out of a National Jewry that must come the moral regeneration of the 
Jewish people; and until that is accomplished and the Jew is able to 
stand in his proper place among the nations of the world, the Jewish 
position is bound to remain a source of unrest and disquietude, the 
terms of treaties and even the protection of the League of Nations 
notwithstanding, The full solution of the Jewish question will come 
when the Jew has reconquered his moral strength; and that will only 


be when the British Declaration is translated into a real and true Jewish | 


National settlement. 


Sir Philip Magnus’s Defence. 

WHATEVER impression the defence of his conduct in reference to 
the proposed protest meeting at the Mansion House, which Sir PHiLipe 
MAGNUS ventured at the meeting of the Council of the Anglo-Jewish 
Association last Sunday, may have produced on the mind of Mr. CLAUDE 
MONTEFIORE—who rushed in with a hasty benediction, in forgetfulness 
of the fact that he was thereby inferentially endorsing Sir PHILip's 
unmannerly attack upon the CuIiger Rasst, also a Vice-President of the 
Association——we must confess that it leaves us unconvinced. Sir PHILIP 
is welcome to his own standards of controversy, however much we 
may regret his performance from the point of view of the dignity of the 
body which acclaimed him. But we do not think that the heat and the 
very bad temper which he displayed, and which led him into at least one 
glaring inaccuracy, are calculated either to better his own position or to 
smooth the path of communal administration. Take the following 
egregious example, for instance. In a leading Note in our last issue, 
in the course of which we took exception to the action of the Board 
of Deputies in refusing a vote of thanks to Sir Pui tip for his services, we 
tried to explain the feelings of the Deputies on the ground that they were 
“smarting under a sense of resentment at the part Sir PHILIP played inthe 
issuing of the anti- Zionist manifesto in 1917,in the sending (or compiling) 
of the pernicious Morning Post letter, and, finally, in his reported 
intervention against the Pogroms Protest Demonstration.” This 
sentence, says Sir PHILIP, “was put in in order to create a sort 
of hostile atmosphere before the vote of thanks came to be pro- 
posed.” And ‘he goes on to compare it with the German use of 
poison gas. \Willit be believed that those words of ours, so far from 
being intended to influence the decision on the vote of thanks, 
were actually written after the decision on the vote had been 
reached, and occurred in the course of some observations which we 
made strongly dissenting from the rejection of the vote? Itis really very 
difficult to account for such palpable and almost childish absurdities on 
the part of Sir PHILIP, and we are driven to conclude, either that he did 
not read the Note upon which he was commenting—which would be a 
serious reflection on his controversial methods—or that he so lost com- 
mand of himself as to become hopelessly confused on the subject matter 
of the dispute—an inference equally little flattering to one who desires 
to be recognised as acommunalleader, Mr. CLAUDE MONTEFIORE, howe 
ever, was apparently. not troubled by this or any other unfairness (such 
as we shall presently call attention to) into which his friend was led. He 
therefore, promptly endorsed the speech, “' poison gas" and all.

Yet for this Dr. Hertz 

is assailed by Sir PuiLip in terms of such a character that we would not 

think of printing them in our columns, and which he, we think it only fair 

to him to add, has asked us to omit from our report, 


The Crux of the Matter.

Now it 
will be seen, from the report of his speech, that Sir PHitip himself admits 
having approached the UNDER-SECRETARY FOR FOREIGN AFFAIRS, and 
the unsophisticated looker-on may well ask in perplexity what dis- 
crepancy there is in the statement that he approached the 
Foreign Office, when, in fact, he approached the representa- 
tive of the Foreign Office in the House of Commons in that 
gentleman's official capacity. Sir Puittp’s distinction is really such 
an obvious splitting of hairs that we find it difficult evento discuss it. We 
have Sir PHILip’s version of what he said on that occasion. But, 
innocent though it appears to have been, it had the effect of eliciting, 
with highly unofficial speed, a formal objection to the convening of the 
Meeting, which was as promptly withdrawn when the Foreign Office was 
made acquainted with the fact that the proposed meeting was being 
organised by the Joint Foreign Committee of the Deputies of British 
Jews and the Anglo-Jewish Association. Sir PHILIP may object to the 
word “ procuring,” but the fact remains that the letter was sent entirely 
as a result of his intervention, tlrat his intervention procured it, and that 
it had a most disconcerting effect on those who had the meeting in hand. 
We said, and we say now, that this action of Sir PH!Lip’s was unfortunate. 
He had been, a member both of the Conjoint Foreign Committee 
and of the Joint Foreign Committee, and he is a member of the Council 
of the Anglo-Jewish Association, of which the Joint Foreign Committee 
is a sub—or at least subsidiary—Committee. He must have known 
that the proper course to take was to leave the matter in the hands of the 
official body, and not to take an independent personal course without 
informing the Committee beforehand of his desire and obtaining its 
consent to his suggestion. We cannot follow Sir PHiILip when he charac- 
terises as“ untrue” our assertion that he was nuaotil recently a member 
of the Joint Foreign Committee. As Vice-President of the Deputies, he 
held, ipso facto, a, seat on the Committee. But, even if he means to 
assert that he had ceased to be on the Committee at the time he spoke to 
Mr. HARMSWORTH, we repeat that, as he was still a member of the 
Council of the Anglo- Jewish Association, he was in honour bound not to 
interfere in the work of the Joint Committee. Sir PHILIP is angry because, 
in a footnote which we appended to his letters to the CHIEF RABBI, we 
mentioned that he remained silent at the Council on the subject of his 
interview with Mr. HARMSWORTH, whereas he now tells us that interview 
occurred after the meeting of the Council. But his correction of our 
error does not mitigate his own—it rather aggravates it, for it shows 
that Sir PuiLip took independent action after becoming acquainted with 
the plans of the Committee. Let us say finally that we regret the whole 
of this controversy profoundly. The speeches that have been made and 
the articles that have appeared may have some advantage, at all events, 
in tending to clear up an unpleasant incident. But the Community will 
assuredly not be sorry if the present one turns out to be the last of its kind. 


The Divorce Law. 


MANY members of our Community will have read with sympathy the 
letter in which Col. Jostanh WeDGwoob, M.P., sets forth the truth about 
the divorce action brought against him. They have known Col. WEDG- 
WOOD as an ardent and gallant defender of the weak, and they have 
read with pleasure the very different aspect he put upon an incident 
which others have hastened to turn to account against him. But we 
draw attention to Col. WEDGWOoOD's narrative on other than personal 
grounds, and because it illustrates with peculiar force the cruelty and 
positive immorality of the Divorce Law of this country. It is 
almost unbelievable that, as Col. WEDGWwoopD shows, there should 
at this hour of day in this country be no escape from domestic misery 
except at a price which honourable people would hesitate to pay, or with 
the help of a deception which many even courageous persons would 
hesitate to invoke. .Some time ago, a Divorce Commission was appointed, 
but its recommendations ‘seem to have been pigeon-holed and forgotten. 
The fact is eloquent of the inertia which exists on a question that is of 
far-reaching national importance. If ever it can be overcome, we hope 
that‘a more human and natural view will prevail—a view which leans 
rather to the saner Jewish practice than to the unyielding methods that 
past conditions have imposed.

_ IN THE COMMUNAL ARMCHAIR. 
ABOUT SCHEMES AND PLANS. 


‘By Mentor. 


HE following letter, it oecurs to the present writer, is one that 
not only deals with a subject of much topical interest, but also 
makes one Or two suggestions regarding it, which may be 
useful. It comes from a correspondent, to the value and 

importance of whose opinion the letter itself gives no small clue. He 
writes as follows :— ' 


It is not surprising that the air is full of schemes and p'ans. 
For nearly five years, the Community bas been forced to stand still 
and sée what I suppose we must believe was the salvation of the 
Lord—at least we can agree that in its result the war was a 
salvation, During its bitter progress, while the Commonity was 
standing still, it had the opportunity of thinking and of pondering 
over many things. No wonder it concluded that there were 
deficiencies at many points, and no wonder that there are schemes 
and plans galore, and that there seems to be a quickening of the dry 
bones with which the communal valley for so long was strewn. 
Chief among these, of course, is that which a few weeks ago you 
termed “A Great Scheme,” and as an old member of Anglo- 
Jewry, as an old British Jew, I hope you will let me say a 
word or two upon the subject. And I am addressing to you my 
observations, because I have been led into making them through the 
article which you wrote in the JEWISH CHRONICLE of the 6th June. 

I quite agree that there is a desire and an anxiety to be ata 
parting of the ways—‘'a parting from the ways in which British 
Jewry has in recent times been treading, the way of laissez faire, 
the way of helpless indolence, the way of not caring,” and so forth. 
And perhaps not the least value of the scheme is that t# is, and that 
it shows in itself a desire to part from the ways in which fer so long 
the Community has been treading. 

But I am afraid that the gratification which we all feel in seeing 
our leading Jews thus endeavouring to make the Community worthier 
of Judaism and better for Jews, is likely to induce in us a spirit very 
foreign to our usual habit. We are likely to be unduly uncritical, to 
accept any scheme merely because itis a scheme, and to be led away 
into believing that all the good things which the scheme seeks to accom- 
plish can be done with pen and ink and paper—whether it be in the 
mere drawing up of rules, or in the mere drawing out of the substantial 
sum needed to finance it. I am afraid that we are likely to overlook 
the personal element, and to forget that our future as a Community 
will be made or marred by the personality of those who comprise it. 
Personality will not be gained by the mere fixing in Oxford or ia 
Cambridge of a centre of Jewish learning. Nor will it be gained, 
as sO many seem to suppose, because—as they fondly think—a 
better-class person, as the phrase goes, may adopt the ministry as 
a profession. A poor man with personality will make an infinit 
better minister than arich man without, This I admit is a lit 
dificult to prove, so far as the Jewish Community is concerne 

° because we have never had the opportunity of trying rich men, eve 
with or without personality. But we have had more than on 
minister with strong personality, men like A. L. Green, D. M. Isaacs 
Simeon Singer, George Emanuel, and Hermann Adler; and if we 
go further back, men like M. J. Raphall, Chief Rabbi Herschel, and 
Professor D. W. Marks. (1 have just added haphazard to the list 
which the Rev. A. A. Green made in the course of his excellent letter 
that appeared in the JEWISH CHRONICLE a week or two ago.) 
Yet none of these men, so far as I am aware, ever saw the 
inside of Oxford or Cambridge. Now, one point is this: that

Railway Company refused to allow to continue at their hotel in the 
Scottish capital. Some question we believe arose about the business 
‘occupation of the plaintiff, and with this we are not concerned, although 
the Court was obviously right in deciding that the plaintiff could not be 
excluded on the ground that he was a money-lender, seeing, as the Court 
put it, that money-lending is a lawful occupation. But the question of 
Jewish birth appesrs also to have entered into the Company’s action, and 
it is about this point that we feel someconcern. In granting the plaintiff's 
application for a declaration that he was entitled to be received asa guest, 
Lord ANDERSON laid it down explicitly that the Company had no power 
to exclude the plaintiff as a Jew, not even, added the Judge, if he had been 
(what he was not, although the suggestion that he was seems to have 
been made), a German Jew. The ruling is an important one, and our 
only regret is that it should have been found necessary to obtain it in 
this year of grace and in a city like Edinburgh. It may be that the pub- 
lished reports do not do full justice to the Railway Company’s action, and 
that the real ground for the gentleman's exclusion was not either that he 
was a Jew or a money-lender. It is quite possible that these pleas were 
set up in order to seek to justify an exclusion from their premises which 
-the defenders discover was otherwise indefensible. But if the facts are 
as from the reports they appear to be, then we can only hope that we shall 
not have to deplore any similar action upon the part either of this or any 
other hotel. Such behaviour towards Jews at hotels is, we fear, general as 
part of the manifestation of continental and even, we are sorry to say, 
American anti-Jewish prejudice. But in an English atmosphere it is 

exotic and to Englishmen intolerable.

we must not be misled into supposing that merely the trans- 
ference of the College to one of the seats of Brit’) learning 
will necessarily produce the sort of ministry we all desire, or that it 
will supply us with the renaissance of Judaism about which we all 
talk so much. Nor would that end be gained if, as has so frequently 
been suggested, some of what I have called better-class among us 
adopted the ministry as a profession, I believe we have to seek 
elsewhere, with personality as our searchlight, for the solution to the 
problem which we have set ourselvés. .. . 

. . « [happened to see a good deal of the Demonstration against 
the Pogroms in Poland last week. When I found men strictly fasting in 
sympathy with the poor victims; when I found them yielding up a 
whole day's earnings in their refusal to work or trade in order to 

_ protest against the outrageous treatment which had _ been 
accorded their fellow-Jews; when I found men and women 
marching in silent and orderly procession for miles through 
the streets of London to call attention to the wrongs of their 
fellow-Jews, I fell to asking myself: Is there really and truly the lack 
of Jewish spirit about which we hear so much. just now, and which is 
held to be the justification for, or, 1 should say, to justify the demand 
for the schemes and plans, great and little, that are before the 
Community? Perhaps, after all, it is mot the- Jewish spirit 
that is deficient, but another spirit intervowen with the 
dominant faith but alien to- Judaism, the lack of which 
some of those responsible for these schemes and plans so 
earnestly deplore, and so erroneously or at least loosely, call 
spirituality. Or, perhaps, the spirituality is there but lies dormant 
under the chilling influence of our people’s surroundings, and finds 
no education in its “ Anglo" environment. I do not see how it is 
possible to square all the talk we hear about the necessity for 
missions tothe East End, with that wonderful mission from the East 
to the West End. I will not believe that a people that could 
produce such a demonstration of Jewish sympathy, of Jewish senti- 
ment, of Jewish endeavour as that which London Jewry—West as 
well as East, North as well as South—supplied last week, can be io 
the bad way—from the Jewish point of view, mark you—which some 
of the very superior persons among us; wouldhaveusbelieve. .. . 


What my correspondent says raises the question—it is inevitable— 
whether there is not a tendency at the moment to miss the wood because 
of the trees, and without prejudice, be it said, to all the best of intentions 
in the world, doubtless to ignore the real nexus for our people which is

THANKSGIVING SERVICES. 


SPECIAL Services of praise and thanksgiving for the restoration of Peace will 
be held next Sunday in various Synagogues throughout the country. 

The Chief Rabbi has prepared an Order of Service for the Synagogues 
under his spiritual charge. The Order of Service, appropriate excerpts from 
several Psalms, a special prayer, the Prayer for the King and the Royal 
Family, Sermon, the Memorial Prayer for those who have fallen in battle, 
the Mourners’ Kadish, Psalm 150, Yigdal, and the National Anthem. 

The following is the translation of the special prayer referred to above :— 

Our Father, our King, joyfully we enter Thy gates to-day and bow down before 
Thee in prayer and thanksgiving. Thou makest us glad according to the days Thou 


hast.afflicted us, and the years wherein we have seen evil. Thou hast chastised 
us sorely, but Thou hast not given us over unto destruction. ~ When the 


spirit of perverseness rent asunder the bonds of peace—alarm and desolation came | 


upon us; and through weary years the nations drank deep of the cup of confusion, 
In our darkness we turned unto Thee that Thou have compassion upon us, and make 
the justice of our cause to shine as the light. We waited for Thy salvation more than 
watchmen wait for the morning ; and lo, Thou didst make the hosts of Freedom and 
Justice to triumph, and didst shatter the sceptre of oppression. Thise arm hath 
helped us to glorious victory; and all men see that there is a God who judgeth the 
peoples in equity and leadeth the nations in paths of righteousness.

Steadfast- 
mess and unity of purpose, he said, had brought them victory, and only equal 
steadfastness and unity of purpose would bring them ihe full enjoyment af the 
blessing of peace. International war must not give place to class war; social 
mequalities and injustice must be sweptaway. He dwelt with price on the con- 
tribution made by the Anglo-Jewish Community to the attainment of the victory 
of freedom, and asked his hearers to complete this work by supporting the 
great Liberty Loan. The Jewish war memorial was to consist of a fund for 
religious and educational reconstruction, and he relied on their enthusiastic 
support. One load still remained on their hearts—the lot of their brethren in 
Poland—and he appealed to the conscience of liberty-loving England to 
remove that loa’, which was a blot on the Allies’ escutcheon. 


On Sabbath afternoon the signing of the Peace Treaty was celebrated in the 
Central Synagogue, Roxburgh Place, Edinburgh, by the recital of appropriate 
psalms.

The Treaty and the Jews. 


“THE GREAT PRINCIPLE OF RELIGIOUS LIBERTY.” 


THE Treaty to be signed by Poland under Article 93 of the Treaty 
of Peace with Germany has now been published, together with a covering 
letter addressed to M. Paderewski, signed on behalf of the Supreme 
Council of the Principal Allied and Assocjated Powers by M. Clemenceau, 
The Clauses of the Treaty, which specially safeguard Religious Liberty in 
general in the new State, and particularly refer to Jews, are as follows: 

ARTICLE 6, 

All persons bora in Polish territory who are not born nationals of another 

State shall ipso facto become Polish nationals, 


ARTICLE 7. 

All Polish nationals shall be equal before the law and shall enjoy the same 
civil and political rights without distinction as to race, language or religion. 

Differences of religion, creed or confession shall not prejudice any Polish 
national in matters relating to the enjoyment of civil or political righis, as for 
instance, admission to public employments, functions and honours, or the 
exercise of professiong and industries. 

No restriction shall be imposed on the free use by any Polish national of 
any language in peivate intercourse, in commerce, in religion, in the press or in 
publications of ary kind, or at public meetings. 

Notwithstanding any establishment by the Polish Government of an officiay 
language, adequate facilities shall be given to Polish nationals of non-Polish 
speech for the use of their language, either orally or in writing, before the 
courts. 

ARTICLE 8, 

Polish nationals who belong to racial, religious or linguistic minorities 
shall enjoy the same treatment and security in law and in fact as the other 
Polish nationals. In particular they shall have an equal right to establish, 
manage and control at their own expense charitable, religious and social inst:- 
tutions, schools and other educational establishments, with the right to use their 
own language and to exercise their religion freely therein. 

ARTICLE 9. 


Poland will provide in the public educational system in towns and districts 
in which a considerable proportion of Polish nationals of cther than Polish 
speech are residents adequate facilities for ensuring that in the pr.mary schools 
the instruction shall be given to the children of such Polis): nationals through 
the medium of their own language. This provision shall not prevent the Polish 
Government from making the teaching of the Polish language obligatory in the 
said schools, 

In towns and districts where there is a considerable proportion of Polish 
nationals belonging to racial, religious or linguistic minorities, these minorities 
shall be assured an equitable share in the enjoyment and application of the 
sums which may be provided out of public funds under the State, municipal or 
other budget, for educational, religious or charitable purposes. 

The provisions of this Article shall apply to Polish citizens of German 
speech onlyin that part of Poland which was German teritory on August, 1914. 
ARTICLE 10, 

Educational Committees appointed locally by the\,wish Communities of 
Poland will, subject to the general control of the State, provide for the 
distribution of the proportioual share of public funds allocated to Jewish 
schools in accordance with Article 9, and for the organisation and management 
of these schools, 

The provisions of Article 9 concerning the use of languages in schools shall 
apply to these schools, 
ARTICLE ll. 

Jews shall not be compelled to perform any act which constitutes a violation 
of their Sabbath, nor shall they be placed under any disability by reason of 
their refusal to attend courts of law or to perform any legal business on their 
Sibbath. This provision, however, shall not exempt Jews from such obligation’ 
as shall be imposed upon all! other Polish citizens for the necessary purposes of 
military service, national defence or the preservation of public order. 

Poland declares her intention to refrain from ordering or permitting 
elections, whether general or local, to be held on a Saturday, nor will 


registration for electoral or other purposes be compelled to be performed on a 


Saturday 
ARTICLE 12. 

Poland agrees that the stipulations in the foregoing Articles, so far as they 
affect persons belonging to racial], religious or linguistic minorities, constitute 
obligations of international concern and shall be placed under the guarantee of 
the League of Nations. They shall not be modified without the assent of a 
majority of the Council of the League of Nations. The United States, the 
British Empire, France, Italy and Japan, hereby agree not to withhold their 
assent from any modification in these Articles which is in due form assented to 
by a majority of the Council of the League of Nations, 

Poland agrees that any Member of the Council of the League of Nations 
shall have the right to bring to the attention of the Council any infraction, or 
any danger of infraction, of any of these obligations, and that the Council may 
thereupon take such action and give such direction as it may deem proper and 
effective in the circumstances. 

Poland further agrees that any difference of opinion as to questions of law or 
fact arising out of these Articles between the Polish Government and any ona 
of the Principal Allied and Associated Powers or any other Power, a Member 
of the Council of the League of Nations, shall be held to be a dispute of an 
international character under Article 14 of the Covenant of the League of 
Nations. The Polish Government hereby consents that any such dispute sha!l, 
if the other party thereto demands, be referred tothe Permanent Court of Inter- 
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national Justice. The decision of the Permanent Court shall be final and shall 
bave the same force and effect as an award under Article 13 of the Covenant. 


THE COVERING LETTER. 
In the course of the Covering Letter which M. Clemenceau. 
addressed to M. Paderewski transmitting to him the terms of the Treaty 
the French Premier wrote :— 


I would point out that this Treaty does not constitute any fresh departure, 
It has for long been the established procedure of the public law of Europe that 
when a State is created, or even when large accessions of territory are made to 
an established State, the joint and formal recognition by the Great Powers 
should be accompanied by the requirement that such State should, in the form 
_ of a binding international convention, undertake to comply with certain prin- 
ciples of government. This principle, for which there are numerous other 
precedents, received the most explicit sanction when, at the last great assembly 
of European Powers—the Congress of Berlin—the sovereignty and independence 
of Serbia, Montenegro, and Rumania were recognised. It is desirable to recall 
the words used on this occasion by the British, French, Italian, and German 
Plenipotentiaries, as recorded in the Protocol of the 28th June, 1878 :— 

Lord Salisbury recognises the independence of Serbia, but is of opinion that 
it would be desirable to stipulate in the Principality the great principle of religious 
liberty. 

M. Waddington believes that it is important to take advantage of this solemn 


opportunity to cause the principles of religious liberty to be affirmed by the repre- 

sentatives of Europe. His Excellency adds that Serbia, who claims to enter the 

European family on the same basis as other States, must previously recognise the 

principles which are the basis of social organisation in all States of Europe and 
accept them as a necessary condition of the favour which she asks for, 

Prince Bismarck, associating himself with the French proposal, declares that 
= assent of Germany is always assured to any motion favourable to religious 

iberty. 

Count de Launay says that, in the name of Italy, he desires to adhere to the 
principle of religious liberty, which forms one of the essential bases of the insti- 
tutions in his country, and that he associates himself with the declarations made 
on this subject by Germany, France, and Great Britain. 


Count Andrassy expresses himself to the same effect, and the Ottoman 
Plenipotentiaries raise no Objection. ., 

Prince Bismarck, after having summed up the results of the vote, declares 
that Germany admits the independence of Serbia, but on condition that religious 
liberty will be recognised in the Principality. His Serene Highness adds that the 
Drafting Committee, when they formulate this decision, will affirm the connection 
established by the Conference between the proclamation of Serbiattindependence 
and the recognition of religious liberty. 


The Principal Allied and Associated Powers are of opinion that they would 
be false to the responsibility which rests upon them if on this occa\ion they 
departed from what has become an established tradition. In this connection I 
must also recall to your consideration the fact that it is to the endeavours and 
sacrifices of the Powers in whose name I am addressing you that the Poksh 
mation owes the recovery of its independence. It is by their decision that 
Polish sovereignty is being re-established over the territories in question and 
that the inhabitants of these territories are being incorporated in the Polish 
nation. Itis.on the support which the resources of these Powers will afford to 
the League of Nations that for the future Poland will to a large extent depend 
for the secure possession of these territories. There rests, therefore, upon these 
Powers an obligation, which they cannot evade, to secure in the most permanent 
and solemn form guarantees for certain essential rights which will afford to the 
inhabitants the necessary protection whatever changes may take place in the 
internal constitution of the Polish State. 

It is in accordance with this obligation that Clause 93* was inserted in the 
Treaty of Peace with Germany. This clause relates only to Poland, but a 
similar clause applies the same principles to Czecho-Slovakia, and other clauses 
have been inserted in the Treaty of Peace with Austria, and will be inserted in 
those with Hungary and with Bulgaria, under which similar obligations will 
be undertaken by other States, which under those Treaties receive large acces- 
sions of territory. 

The consideration of these facts will be sufficient to show that by the 
cequirement addressed to Poland at the time when it receives in the most 
solemn manner the joint recognition of the re-establishment of its sovereignty 
and independence, and when large accessions of territory are being assigned to 
it, no doubt is thrown upon the sincerity of the desire of the Polish Govern- 

_ment and the Polish nation to maintain the general principles of justice and 
liberty. Any such doubt would be far from the intention of the Principal Allied 
and Associated Powers. 

Clauses 10 and 12 (sic) deal specifically with the Jewish citizens of Poland, 
Theinformation at the disposal of the Principal Allied and Associated Powers as 
to the existing relations between the Jews and the other Polish citizens has led 
them to the conclusion that, ia view of the historical development of the Jewish 
question and the great animosity aroused by it, special protection is necessary 
for the Jews in Poland. These clauses have been limited to the minimum 
which seems necessary under the circumstances of the present day, viz., the 
maintenance of Jewish schools and the protection of the Jews in the religious 
“observance of their Sabbath. It is believed that these stipulations will not 
create any obstacle to the political unity of Poland. They donot constitute any 
recognition of the Jews as a separate political community within the Polish 
State. The educational provisions contain nothing beyond what is in fact 
provided in the educational institutions of many highly organised modern States. 
There is nothing inconsistent with the sovereignty of the State in recognisin 
and supporting schools in which children shall be brought up in the religious 
influences to which they are accustomed in their home. Ample safeguards 
against any use of non-Polish languages to encourage a spirit of national 
separation have been provided in the express acknowledgment that the 
provisions of this Treaty do not prevent the Polish State from making the 
Polish language obligatory in all its schools and educational institutions. 

It will be noted that M. Clemenceau (not accidentally itis quite obvious) 
has, in this Covering Letter, employed with remarkable fidelity the argu- 
ment and references used by Mr. Lucien Wolf in his “ Diplomatic History 
of the Jewish Question,” which was reviewed in the JewisH CHRONICLE 
of January 3rd last.

New Grand Rabbin of France. 


The Central Consistory of France has lost no time in electing a successor to 
M. Alfred Lévy, who, as we announced in our last issue, had resigned the 
office of Grand Rabbin of France, owing to 
a serious illness. A meeting convened by 
the Central Consistory was held on Monday 
last, and the choice of the electors fell on 
M. Israel Lévi, one of the Rabbis of Paris. 


M. Israel Lévi was born in Paris on 
uly 7, 1856. He received the degres of 
ab, from the Paris Seminary in 1879, and 
was appointed Assistant Rabbi to the Graad 
Rabbio of Paris in 1882. Ten years later 
he was appointed Professor of Jewish 
History at. the Rabbinical Seminary, aad 
in 1896 he received the appointment of 
Lecturer on Talmudic and Rabbinic Litera- 
ture, at the Ecole Pratique des Hautes 
Etudes, Paris. M. Lévi is one of the fore- 
most Jewish scholars of the day. Me 
actively identified himself with the organisa- 
tion of the Société des Etudes Juives. On 
its foundation in 1880, he was elected secse- 
M. Israel Lévi, tary and general manager of the “ Revue 
des Etudes Juives,” and in 1892 he took 
charge of its biographical section. He has contributed td the “Revue” 
papers on the Haggadah, the Talmudic and Midrashic legends, Jewish folk-lore, 
the religious controversies between Jews and Christians and on the his- 
tory of the Jewsin France, He is the author of several important works, some 
of them dealing with Alexander, as also of “ L’ Ecclésiastique, ou la Sagesse de 
Jésus Fils de Sira,” giving the original Hebrew text with notes and translations 
(the Académie des Inscriptions et Belles-Lettres awarded to this work, in 1902, 
one-half of the Prix Delalande), and ” Ecclesiasticus,” a classroonfedition of 
the Hebrew text, with English notes and English-Hebrew vocabulary, in the 
“Semitic Studies Series,” edited by Drs. Richard Gottheil and Jastrow. 
M. Lévi married a daughter of the late Grand Rabbin of France, M. Zadoc 
Kahn. 


A Jew in Italian Cabinet. 


Once more has a Jew been given a seat in the Italian Cabinet. Ino the 
Ministry just formed by Signor Nitti, the portfolio of Justice has been accepted 
by Signor Ludovico Mortara, President of the Court of Cassation in Rome, 
He is the son of the late Chief Rabbi of Mantua. 


Retirement of Chief Rabbi of Salonika. 
CONSTANTINOPLE [F.O.C.] 
Rabbi Jacob Meir, Chief Rabbi of Salonika, has decided, in view of his 
advanced age, to resign his post and to pass the remaining years of his life ia 
Jerusalem, his native town. His decision has created a painful impression ia 
Salonika, and at the soljcitation of the leading members of the Community he 
has postponed his depeltare for a few weeks until his successor is appointed, 


The New Regime in Czecho-Slovakia. 
PraGcvue [F.O.C.] 


The tiversal conflagration from the ashes of which, among others, the 
Czecho-Slovak republic arose, was pregnant with evil for numerous Jewish 
families of thi¢country, and more particularly of this city. Asa matter of fact, 
Jews were prammes in performing their patriotic duty, and a disproportionately 
great number of Jewish soldiers, in the bloom of life, breathed their last on the 
field of honour, «The political overthrow of October last brought new 
difficulties for the BO&emian and Moravian Jews to grapple with. At the head 
of the State, it is tru®, stands a man, who, like Zola in the Dreyfus case, 
did not hesitate to ah against the tide of racial prejudice, and 


who, owing to his tenagity and firmness of argument in favour of 
Hilsner, was long boycot by not a few of his cultured country- 
men, not to speak of the uneddwated masses. If President Masaryk’'s liberal- 
mindedness were perceptible in alfadministrative departments, there would be, 
from a Jewish point of view, no son to complain. Unfortunately, the 
popular tendency now prevailing is, aXis generally the case at a time of high- 
strung national feeling, to look upon JewWsas strangers to, if not as antagonists 
of, the Slav race. No wonder that non-jowah shopkeepers turn this national 
disposition to account by adopting and propag@ting the watchword: “ Side with 
your own people,” the meaning of which is, “ Don't purchase of Jews.” Even 
in some official circles, merchants and manufacturers who are Jews are passed 
over when Government contracts are given out. . 

As regards the political conduct of Bohemian Jewry, it cannot be denied 
that the great majority have adapted themselves to the new régime. Jewish 
State officials still hold the offices they filled under the Ausiriaa Government, 
and so far there is no probability of things changing for the worse, Something 
novel, or rather a revival of by-gone official statistics is the division of the 
population of Bohemia, Moravia, and Silesia into three groups: Cuze¢hs, Ger- 
mans, and—Jews. There is, indeed, a very considerable number of JewS({mer- 
chants, professional men, authors) whose platform is their Jewish nationahty, 
They do not seek to meddle in disputes between Czechs and Germans bul® 
throwing off all disguise, they only advocate their own Jewish interests. They 
also strive after the establishment of Jewish Secondary Schools. This Jewish 
National Party stands high in the opinion of the leading men of the Republic. 
Besides the Zionists, there is a Jewish Social Democrat Party, a Jewish Czech 
Democrat Party, and a smaller nuiaber of Jews who still adhere to the German 
party. The forthcoming elections are likely to result in bringing to the front 
more than one Jewish member of the Czecho-Slovak Parliament. 


Deputatioa to Polish Minister of Education, 


; Warsaw [F.0.C,] 
_ A deputation of Jewish students from Lemberg arrived here, and succeeded 
in securing a hearing at the Ministry of Education. The deputation was 
introduced to the Minister of Education, M. Supinsky, by the Jewish deputy 
Dr. Shipper. The Minister was informed that a recent Government order to 
the effect that only students who had discharged their duty to the Polish State 
should be admitted to the higher educational institutions, was interpreted at 
Lemberg to mean that candidates who had served in the Polish army or who 
had presented themselves for service and were found unfit could be admitted to 
the University. The regulation obviously excluded the Jews from admission 
to higher educational institutions, in view of the position of neutrality adopted by 
the Jews during the local struggle between the Ukrainian and Polish forces. The 
deputation explained thgt it was utterly impossible for the Jews to side with 
eitber nation in the initial stages of the campaign for ascendancy of power, in 
view of the enormous risks to the millions of Jews in Poland and in Ukraine. 
After the definite occupation of Lemberg by the Poles many Jews volunteered 
for service, but their offer was declined. Large numbers of Jews were, how- 
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ever, compulsorily drafted into “forced labour battalions,” and are serving 
in the front trenches. Jews are thus doing their duty in the Army, and the 
fact that casualties in the Jewish labour battalions are heavy confirms this. The 
deputation finally ap led to the Minister to satisfy the thirst of Jews for 
education, and to give the Jewish students the same facilities as are offered to 
other students. The delegates also emphasised the fact that among the 
sufferers by the Lemberg educational restriction were many young men who had 
been invalided and incapacitated during the war. 

The Minister pointed out to the delegates, with whom he conversed very 
cordially, that at Warsaw large numbers of Jews were studying at the Uni- 
versity. That fact, he maintained, was sufficient proof that theré was no desire 
on the part of the Government to exclude Jews from the higher educational 
institutions. As regards Lemberg, too, the intentions of the Government in 
issuing the decree concerning the adntission of students to the University was 
misinterpreted, but before making any promises he desired to communicate on 
the subject with the educational authorities at Lemberg. 


Jewish Loyalty Officially Testified in Poland. 


Warsaw [F.O.C.) 

' The Polish Government has issued a statement denying the allegations of 
the anti-Semites that the Jews had failed to answer the mobilisation call in 
adequate numbers. The Government also repudiated the libel that Jews 
generally avoided military service by describing. most recruits as Rabbis. The 
Government further assured the nation that Jews were not permitted to break 
the service laws.

Chinese Honours for Shanghai Jews. 


SuHanouar [F.O.C.] 
Mrs. S: A. Hardoon, of Shanghai, enjoys the distinction of being the first 


woman to receive a decoration from the accredited head of the Chinese nation, 


the only other occasions on which such a distinction was conferred having been 
those when three Empresses of the Tsing (Manchu) Dynasty were awarded 
decorations with similar characters engraved on them. The decoration, which 
was presented to Mrs. Hardoon, has four characters engraved on it extolling 
her virtue and charity. At the same time that the investiture of Mrs. Hardoon 
took place, the 3rd Class Chia-Ho Order was conferred on Mr. Hardoon. Both 
decorations were brought, in handsome cases specially made for the purpose, 
from Pekin in charge of specially appointed deputies of high rank selected by 
the President of China, one an ex-Minister of War, and the other a General. 
The investiture was accompanied with considerable pomp and ceremony. All 
around the courtyard of Mr. Hardoon’s residence and Overhead were hung 
scrolls sent by high Chinese civil and military officials, including the President 
and the boy ex-Emperor. 


Reparation for Jews in Dardanelles. & 


CONSTANTINOPLE [F.O.C.] 

By virtue of the clauses of the Armistice, the Ottoman Government 
pledged itself to restore to their owners the houses and property which had 
been fercibly requisitioned during the war, and which belonged to Christians. 
It is for this reason that hitherto the Jews who had been expelled from 
Dardanelles had not been able to re-enter into possession of their houses. Ina 
recent letter, the Chief Rabbi of Turkey drew the attention of the English High 
Commissioner to the distinction made by the insertion of the word “ Christian ” 
in the terms of the Armistice, thereby excluding the Jewish element, which 
certainly could not have been the intention of the Allies. In a-very cordial

Occupation of Smyrna by the Greeks. 


CONSTANTINOPLE [F.O.C.] 
The occupation of the city of Smyrna by Greek troops has produced in all 
circles of our community a profound and painful impression. Should the 
Peace Conference decide on the defir’'e annexation of that city by Greece, it is 
incontestable that the Jewish population there will emigrate en masse to other 
countries. During recent decades, Greece bas been considered as one of the 
most tolerant of countries towards its subjects of the Jewish faith. Some attribute 
this favourable state of affairs to the fact that there are not sufficiently large bodies 
of Jews in Greece to arouse anti-Semitism. Be this as it may, since the Balkan 
War, urider the impression of the good reputation which Greece enjoyed through- 
out Jewry, our coreligionists ia Salonika received their new masters with open 
arms. There is no need to draw a comparison between the situation of Salonika 


™ during the Ottoman régime, and what it is to-day, under Greek domination. The 
= unfavourable economic position of the Jews in Salonika is undoubtedly due to 

» thé incapacity of certain governing persons and to their lack of forethought and 
‘tact. The fears of our coreligionists here, and of our brethren in Smyrna 


are thus well-founded, for they dread the latter experiencing the same lot as 
The Jewish organisations in the West should 


obtain from him an assurance that the rights of the Jews in Smyrna will be 
maintained to the fullest extent. 


Organising the Jewish Youth in Holland. 


[F.A.C.]} 

A Conference of delegates from all parts of Holland met at Zwolle on the 
Sth June, with the object of furthering the movement to organise the young 
Jews of the kingdom for the strengthening of orthodoxy. Chief Rabbi Hirsch 
of Zwolle, Chief Rabbi Tal of Utrecht, and Rabbi van Gelderen of 
Groningen, were among the guests at a luncheon, where, what to English Jews 
must seem bizarre, the privilege of reciting the Grace was put up to auction. 
The purchaser was Chief Rabbi Hirsch, and the amount realised, 130 f1., was 
presented to the War Orphans’ Fund of the Agudas Yisroel. 

At the Conference addresses were delivered by the Rabbis already named, 
and various proposals were discussed, and in the end the Young Jews’ 
Oftganisation was formally constituted. Hebrew and Talmudical studies, 
sports, games, excursions, a monthly organ, a travelling library, social gather- 
ings, and official relations with similar bodies in foreign countries are among 
the means devised to make the organisation successful. 


Large Gift for New York Hospital.

Yiddish Banned. 


Reports from Vilna and Bialystock state that the Jews there have been 
strictly forbidden to use Yiddish, not only in public offices but even in the street, 
In Bialystock the Polish authorities have forbidden Yiddish placards to be 
posted up in the streets. Even the official notices of the rabbinate and of the 
Jewish community must be printed in Polish, 


*“ Aliens” in Poland. 


The brothers Joseph and David Kirman have been sentenced to two 
months’ imprisonment for living in Warsaw without a permit. Both were 
born in Warsaw. Their father was born in Lubiin. About eighteen months 
ago, being without employment, they went to Germany and found work ina 
village near Kénigsberg. A fortnight before Passover they returned to Warsaw. 
They desired to report at the same house where they had previously lodged, 
but the portress declared that she could not register them until they had 
obtained the permit of the registration office. They immediately applied to 
that office, but received a permit valid for a fortnight only. They were 
told that for a longer permit they could apply to the Extraordinary Com- 
missioner. They did so, but received no reply whatsoever. As soon as the 
fourteen days had expired they were arrested in the middle of the night. 


The Conflagration at Salonika. 


The Central Relief Committee for the Relief of the Sufferers by the 
Conflagration at Salonika have issued a report on their operations for the period 
between the 22nd August, 1917 and 3lst December, 1918. Opening witha 
narrative of the cause of the disaster and the material damage -which it 
occasioned, the report states that while all communities—Jewish, Greek and 
Mussulman—bad to deplore heavy losses, the Jewish community suffered the 
most, both from the point of view of the number of individuals affected 
(exceeding 55,000) and of material damage, the premises of the Chief Rabbinate, 
with allits archives, sixteen synagogues, and elevenschools having been destroyed. 
The relief measures adopted are then fully described. In regard to donations, 
besides 816,110 drachmas (a drachma is equivalent to a franc) received by the 


Central Committee and utilised for the benefit of the sufferers generally, the 


Jewish Relief Committee received from various sources donations amounting 
to 626.600 drachmas, which were dispensed by it direct. Important sums were 
collected among the Greek and Jewish communities in Alexandria and Cairo. 
Relief in kind, purchased with the subscriptions from Egypt and London 
(Mansion House Fund) was distributed among the three communities. The 
Jewish Committee organised a large warehouse at the Allatini School, where 
clothing and bedding, to the value of 850,000 drachmas, were allocated. 


Jew in Lettish Cabinet. 


A Reuter's telegram from Copenhagen, dated July 2nd, says :—The Lettish 
Press Bureau here issues a telegram which it has received from Libau, to the 
effect that the Cabinet is being re-organised on a coalition basis. M. Ullmanis 
remains Premier, the Progressive Letts receive six seats, the German-Balts 
three, and the Jews one seat. The Social Democrats will not join 
the Government. The official appointment of the new Ministry will take 
place at Riga, to which town the Cabinet will remove within the next 
few days, if an armistice is concluded between the Esthonian and North Lettish 
troops, and the German Landeswehr. The chief of the French Military 
Mission has gone to Riga to assist with the negotiations. 
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THE JEWS IN SPAIN. 


DR. YAHUDA’S LECTURE. 


THE SPANISH AMBASSADOR'S TRIBUTE. 


On Monday, at King's College, Prof. Dr. A. S. YAHUDA, of Madrid 
University, delivered a lecture on “ Medieval Spain: Monuments and 
Remains of the Moorish and Jewish Epochs.” Sir Israel Gollancz pre- 
sided over a large audience, which included the Spanish Ambassador, 
General Sir John Monash, Lady Monash, Dr. Ronald Burrows (Principal 
of King’s College), Dr. Maclean (of the American University Union), Dr. 
Duggan (of the Carnegie International Institutions), Sir Philip Magnus, 
M.P., and Mrs. Flora Sassoon, 

Sir ISRAEL GOLLANCZ said that it gave him very special pleasure to be 
accorded the privilege of welcoming Dr. Yahuda in the name of the University 
of London and King’s College, and in the name of all those who had been 
associated in furthering, within the University, the study of Spanish language, 
history, and literature. He was glad, too, to speak in the presence of the 
Spanish Ambassador, than whom no one had done greater and more effective 
work in furthering the objects that were symbolised by the establishment of the 
Cervantes Chair of Spanish, held by Professor Fitzmaurice Kelly. Dr, Yahuda 
was an eminent scholar, and called for a special meed of recognition, for not 
only was he a representative of the distinguished and eminent University of 
Madrid, not only was he going to speak to them on a fascinating theme, not 
only was he one of the greatest authorities on the Arabic and Hebraic languages, 
but they would be delighted that he came before them proud of the privilege of 
being a British subject. (Cheers.) His position as a member of the dis- 
tinguished staff of the University of Madrid was significant of the cordial feeling 
felt on the part of the Spanish authorities for those who were representatives of 
scholarship and at the same time citizens of the British Empire, to which they 
were proud to belong. Dr. Yahuda represented that goodwill and kindliness 
and enthusiasm for learning evinced by his august Majesty, the King of Spain, 
for it was through his Majesty that Dr. Yabuda received the privilege of! the 
call to the Chair he now occupied. During the past years of stress and strain 
and tribulation, it was something to know that, although this country had many 
good friends among the intellectuals in Spain, yet there was one discharging bis 
high office who could speak as a British subject for the British cause, That, 
therefore, was an occasion on which to emphasise their feelings of grati- 
fication that the University should bave had among the members 
of its staff during those years one who evidenced all the good 
feeling felt for our own country. They also knew that among those 
great persovages, who, in their individual capacity, did their best in the 
cause of humanity to soften the hardships and horrors of war, no-one held a 
higher and nobler place than the august King of Spain, who was the head and 
patron of the University represented by Dr. Yahuda. The lecturer was to 
speak of the monuments and remains of the Moorish and Jewish periods in Spain. 
They would see pictures of some of these monuments, but there were nobler 
monuments and remains than could be shown on the screen. For when the 
Moorish and Jewish periods came to a close towards the end of the fifteenth 
century, when the Moors and Jews left the Peninsula to be spread far and 
wide, they carried with them their own intellectual aims and forces. And they 
could say this of the ancient race of which Dr. Yahuda was a distinguished 
representative, that while they were in Spain, stimulated probably by 
the intellectual glories of the Arabic scholars and thinkers, they 
produced a noble body of scholars, statesmen, and scientists, 
dreamers and philosophers. And when they were driven far and wide, to 
Salonika, to Italy, to Turkey, then up to the more northern parts of Europe, 
they carried with them the memory of all that had fascinated them in Spain, 
so that the memory of Spain haunied the Jewish people through centuries. 
They carried away the language, the literature, even the folk-songs and ballads, 
In the position which Dr. Yahuda held in the University of Madrid, they saw 
not only a clear cut with the past which was forgiven, but evidence that that 
noble nation and great people intended to invite the Jews to share in a great 
new intellectual and philosophical epoch. (Cheers.) 

Dr. YAHUDA then delivered his lecture, which was illustrated with beautiful 
slides, and was followed with the keenest interest and attention by the large 
audience. Dr. Yabuda is to re-deliver his lecture in Liverpool, after which, 
we hope to publish it in full in the JEwisu CHRONICLE. 


The SPANISH AMBASSADOR, in proposing a vote of thanks to Dr. Yahuda, 
said that under that very roof and from that very platform it had been hig 
pleasure and honour on more than one occasion to bring them a message from 
his country. He bad reiterated the spirit of goodwill towards Britain over and 
over again in such terms as were at his disposal. He had described to them 
the desire which all Spain had of cementing and drawing closer and closer 
the ties of friendship that united that great empire of Britain toSpain. Dr. 
Yahuda was in himself an example and symbol of the truth of his words. He 
was a British subject, but a Spanish Professor. He did not seek entrance into 


Spain. It was Spain that asked him to come to her. (Cheers.) Dr. Yahuda 
in coming to that College, had brought with him another message from Spain, 
a confirmation of his own humble words in a form inspired by the highest tenets of 
science, No-onein Spaincould have, as Dr. Yahudahad just done, unfolded before 
their minds and their eyes the objects and memories of one of the most glorious 
periods of Spanish history. No-one certainly could have translated them into 
their language with the authority of Dr. Yahuda. He thought they all owed 


him a debt of deep gratitude. (Cheers.) He felt that in moving a vote of 


thanks he was expressing the wish of every person present. He wished further 
to lay stress on two points, First of all the very intimate support which Dr. 
Yahuda had in his lecture from the Spanish Government, from the King, who 
was at the head of every progress in their country, and in coming there Dr. 
Yabuda only expressed the hearty wish of the whole Spanish people. (Cheers.) 
He desired also to express heartfelt thanks to Sir Israel Gollancz. He could 
not tell them how moved he felt at what he said about Spain, her Goveriment 
and her Sovereign. He, therefore, wished to associate the name of Sir Israel 
Gollancz with the vote of thanks to Dr. Yahuda for his splendid lecture. 
(Cheers.) 

General Sir JOHN MONASH, in seconding the vote, said that Dr, Yahuda 
had given them a peep into a period of history which was both one of the most 
interesting and least understood and known. For that they were most grateful 
to him and not least for the literary quality of his treatment of the subject, 
which reached a most admirable and high standard of poetic beauty. They 
thanked him too for the preparation of the beautiful slides he presented to 
them, and expressed appreciation of the deep learning which inspired and 
enriched the treatment of bis subject.

The Great Communal Scheme: 


“A Hypocritical Position.” 
From Mr. H. J. KISCH, 24, Chepstow Villas, W. 11. 
{To tHe Epitror.] 

SiR, — While sympathising fully with the Jewish Peace Memorial Scheme, 
as described by Dr. Redcliffe Salaman in your last issue, I feel impelled to 
impress upon the promoters and on all interested in the scheme that there is no 
prospect of its attaining its purpose, especially in regard to the improvement of 
the supply of teachers and ministers, unless another most important subject is 
dealt with at the same time as those already set forth. 

It is quite clear, and indeed self-evident, that there is one all-sufficient cause 
for the fact that none of the sons of laymen in a good social position are found 
to aspire to become ministers or rabbis, even where money need be no considera- 
tion. The same cause probably accounts for the fact that sons of actual 
ministers, with very rare exceptions, abstain from following the profession of 
their fathers ; and it is also doubtless the reason why many of the students of 
Jews’ College have not proved eventually altogether successful as ministers. 

The circumstance to which I allude is as follows: Altered conditions in our 
Community, as well as in the world in general, have caused much of the present 
ritual to be unsuited for modern times. This places the Ministers and Readers 
in a hypocritical position, and the synagogue is made to harbour an atmosphere 
of make-believe. The entiré ritual, gradually accumulated during several 
centuries long past, may have been well suited for bygone ages, when general ideas 
But for modern 
times it is not only far too lengthy, but much of it is actually anachronistic, 
especially all relating to the sacrifices and their restoration. By omission of 
those parts and other redundant portions, the ritual might beso reduced in 
length that the present inevitable gabbling by the individual Reader might be 
avoided, and sincere meditative attention maintained throughout the beautiful 
ritual that would remain. 

I would appeal to the Chief Rabbi and all the promoters of the present 
movement to give prompt and earnest consideration to this subject. 

It might be objected that such alteration of the ritual as suggested, while 
acceptable to one portion of the Community, would be objectionable to another 
and perhaps far larger portion. But this objection would disappear if a further 
proposal, which is in any case essential, is carried out, namely, that far more 
autonomy than exists at present should be allowed to every synagogue. This 
will involve amendment of the constitution of the United Synagogue, a subjec;, 
which is, I believe, under consideration at the present time: It should be 
pressed forward with promptitude, and be devised to include also such altera- 
tions as are necessary for removing the fetters which are at present a hiadrance 
to all real improvements in the ritual. 

Beyond the foregoing, a broader view of Judaism than has hitherto 
prevailed should be inculcated in our schools and in the College, such as might 
enlist the acquiescence of all thinking Jews whatever their shade of belief, and 
to whatever section of the Cammunity they belong. There should be nothing 
in the atmosphere of the College or its regulations to prevent such earnest men 
as the promoters of the present movement from encouraging their sons to follow 
the course of instruction. 

Judaism must cease to be viewed by its own adherents as absolutely rigid 
and fossilised. It must be avowedly considered as progressive ; not actually 
changing in essence and principles, but able to adjust itself in some respects 
to the progress of the world, so as to maintain a continual vitality. Bibie 
history shows this to have been the case in early times,

I am not given to offering predictions, but I venture to hold out the hope 
to all those affected, as well as to all those interested, that before the coming 
High Festival season is over (D.V.) there will be a visible and, I trust, palpable 
and satisfactory result of the endeavour I am proud to have initiated, and in 
which I have the concurrence and co-gperation of men who are among the best 
elements in South Wales, Monmonthshire, and Bristol Jewry. We trust that, 
before long, we shall have enlisted the active support of all who, by virtue of 
their standing in their own congregations, can help to assure the Scheme the 
success it deserves. 

Speaking for myself, as well, I am sure, for all my co-workers and 
sympathisers in this district, I would say that we have learnt with great satis- 
faction of the “Great Communal Scheme” which will endow District 
Rabbinates and help in so many ways to introduce and strenghten solidarity in 
and among congregations, and system and co-operation in the various branches 
of communal activity.

Day Nursery for Jewish Infants. 


A CHRISTIAN LADY'S TRIBUTE. 
[OFFICIALLY COMMUNICATED. } 

THE annual meeting was held at the Nursery, 23, New Road, Whitechapel, 
on Wednesday week. The President, Lady ROTHSCHILD, was in the Chair. 

Mrs. MODEL extended a hearty welcome to Lady Rothschild. Owing to 
various circumstances, several years had gone by since they had been so for- 
tunate as to have their President with them. Mrs. Model proceeded to give a 
short review of the work that had been accomplished during the past year. The 
total attendances made were 9,114, and these were 545 in excess of the previous 
year’s figures. The littl ones who came to the Nursery daily were healthy, 
happy children. She knew from her experience at the Jewish Maternity Home 
near by, that the majority of babies were born healthy. It was very often 
because they were neglected or wrongly brought up that they became weak and 


ailing. The children at the Nursery owed much of their well-being to 
the excellent supervision of the Medical Officer, Dr. B. Morris, 
their splendid Matron, Miss Davis, the out-door Visitor, Mrs. 


Marchant, and all the members of the staff. In the words of the 
report, during the past year, “It had been well with the chiid.” But the 
financial side of the Nursery had caused the Treasurer much anxiety. The 
parents of the children and some kind friends had helped them to weather 
the storm. The previous evening a dance had been held in aid of the funds 
which would bring in a net sum of at least £500,.and thus the work could be 
carried on during this and next year. Their gratitude was due to Capt. H. 
Walford and to Mrs. Donald Van Den Bergh, the Hon. Secretaries, and to all 
the members of the Committee for their splendid efforts. 


Mrs. PAGET, in proposing the adoption of the report and balance-sheet, 


said that she came to the Nursery that afternoon as as outsider, for she was of. 
a different race and religion, but as an insider, too, because of her love for. 


women and children, and her friendship for Mrs. Model. She wished to say 
how the Jewish people struck a Christian working in the East End. She had 
been very impressed by the beauty of the Jewish home life, and she thought 
the Jews were very fortunate that their creed possessed so many religious 
observances that were carried out within the home. Jf one passed through 
the streets of East London on a Jewish Fast Day or Festival, one was full of 
sympathy when one noticed how the whole lives of the Jews were touched by 
their religion. She would like to be permitted to compliment them on the 
greater sense of parental responsibility that they possessed, and if it sometimes 
went with spoiling the child, those present would know this as well as she. 
The Rev. A. A. GREEN, in seconding the motion, said that Lady Roth- 
schild's heart was always with good work. He expressed a iation of 
Mrs. Model's splendid servicesin East London. It was.a matter for satisfaction 
that she was training up a band of workers, who would later give her and her 
work an immortality that any man or womap could desire. As for the part 
played by the Nursery itself, he did not know what would.become of many of 
their people if it did not exist. The great value that it possessed was that it 
helped people to help themselves. He asked Mrs, Paget to convey their con- 
gratulations to the Bishop of Stepney on his translation to the see of Chester. 
Dr. HAROLD SINGTON, in moving the re-election of the committee, with 
the addition of Mrs. Donald Van Den Bergh, Miss Phoebe Davis, and Mrs. 
Nicholson (the mother.of a child attending the Nursery), considered that one 
sentence contained in the report should be printed very large when they were 
in need of funds. He thought it wasa splendid achievement that the Nursery 
had not to be closed for a single day throyghout the year, and for the fourth 
year in succession, on account of illness. He proposed a vote of thanks to 
Lady Rothschild for taking the chair, to the Medical Officer and Matron, to the 
Outdoor Visitor, and to all the Members of the Staff. ,

OBITUARY. 


MRS. JOHN CHAPMAN. 


Mrs. John Chapman, widow of the late Rev. John Chapman, died on 
Tuesday, at the age of seventy-six, at 368, Finchley Road, The burial took 
place yesterday at Willesden Cemetery. 


A TRIBUTE. 


I cannot allow the death of my honoured friend, Mrs, John Chapman, to 
pass without a word of tribute to her memory. My acquaintance with her 
goes back over twenty years when I was a pupil at Great Ealing School, which 
was conducted by the late Rev. John Chapman with conspicuous ability. 
Physically, Mrs. Chapman was never robust, but her sympathies 
always were with wus, and she tended her seventy odd charges with a 
motherly care that they all appreciated, even if, with the tnsouciance 
of youth, they sometimes thought it erred on the side of excessive 
solicitude. She had a vast experience of the genus boy, and her own 
motherly instincts caused her to be deeply sensible of the responsibility of 
looking after the health and minor domestic affairs of so many children of other 
mothers. When the school finally closed, and Mr. and Mrs. Chapman went 
into well-earned retirement, she stil! retained the affection of hundreds of old 
pupils, who had passed into the world of affairs and profited by the instruction 
they had received at the hands of Mr. Chapman and his staff. ‘The old school 
atmosphere was not entirely lost, for Miss Lucy Chapman, in her spacious 
house in the Finchley Road, provided a home for a number of lads from abroad 
who visited the day-schools in the neighbourhood or attended London 
University. Mr. Chapman's death, a few years ago, severed a life-partnership 
that had been fraught with much happiness, if sorrows bad now and then 
obtruded. But Mrs. Chapman's circle of young friends exrended all over the 
world, and when the news of her passing reaches the Dominions and 
Dependencies of these isles there will be found many to mourn the death of 
a real Mother in Israel.—From MAURICE MYERS. 


MR. E. ARAKIE COHEN. 


Information has reached this country of the unexpected death, from heart 
failure, of Mr. E. Arakie Cohen, a well known Winnipeg lawyer. Mr. Cohen 
was born at Rangoon, Burmah, in 1877, and studied at Calcutta University, 
where he graduated M.A. He was called to the Bar at Lincoln's Inn, London, 
He practised there until 1906, when he went out to Manitoba and joined a 
leading local firm, with whom he remained until 1916, when he entered legal 
practice on his own account. He married in 1908 Ruth Jacobs, daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. I. W. Jacobs (formerly of London), now resident in Detroit, and 
a granddaughter of the late Rev. M. Hast. In legal circles at Winnipeg none 
was better known or more highly respected than Mr, Coben. He had been 
Lecturer in Manitoba Law Schools since their inception, on Torts and Con- 
tracts. Even before coming to Canada he was recognised as an authority ino 
his particular profession, being the author of “London Building Acts,” a 
standard work, and also contributing to Halsbary’s “ Laws of England.” He 
was executive officer of both Dominion and Provincial Liberal Associations and 
was a leader in the formation of the UnionGovernment. Mr, Cohentockanactive 
interest in the affairs of the Jewish Community, He was one of the first gatrons 
of the Menorah Society of Manitoba University and gave several courses of 
lectures on Jewish history. He was also Rector of the Hebrew Free School, 
and Vice-President of the Order of Bnei Brith. 

Speaking in referenge to the death of Mr. Cohen, Chief Justice Perdue, of 
the Court of Appeals, said: “It was with the deepest regret I heard of the 
death of Mr. E. A, Cohen. He was a lawyer of great learning and ability, and 
bad as a counsel a singularly happy manner of expressing his arguments. Mr. 
Cohen was a man of high culture, and always showed bimself to be true to the 
best traditions of the English bar. He was greatly respected by the members 
of this court, and I feel that the legal profession and the Community have, ia 
his death, sustained a great loss.” 


News has been received from Lodz of the death, at the age of seventy-eight 
years, of Rabbi Chayam Solomon Haltrecht, the great communal! worker in 
that city.

The funeral was 
attended by thousands of people from all the towns around Lodz. he shops 
in the streets which the procession traversed on the way to the cemetery were 
closed, and the tramway service was suspended. Rabbi Haltrecht leaves three 
sons, two of whom are in London, viz., Mr. N. Haltrecht, and the Rev. N 
Halter, Chazan of the Notting Hill Synagogue. : 


M. Gabriel Valensi, formerly interpreter to the French Consulate-General 


at Tunis (a post in which he succeeded his fataer), has died at the great age of 


one hundred and four. He belonged to a family which, long before the estab- 
lishment of the protectorate in Tunis, had rendered services to France. One 
of his ancestors devoted himself, between the years 1800 and 1812, to the 


repatriation of thousands of prisoners of the French war.

Mr. KLETZ, in moving. the adoption of the report, reviewed several of the 
items.. He said that the report conclusively showed that the Council was doing 
good and imporiant work and ought to be congratulated on its success so far, 
especially with regard to the assistance it had rendered to soldiers in obtaining 
atoralisation. 
proved that it was capable of accomplishing so vast an amount of work was 
surely worthy of more financial support than it had so far received from the 
Community. 

The motion was seconded by Mr. Levy Davis and carried. 

A Special Committee, consisting of the Executive, with Messrs. Marks, 
Rosenberg, Williamson and Gouldman, was appointed to revise the Constitution. 


The sixth annual report has been issued. The report states :—“Good work has con- 
timued to be done, and each of the balance-sheets shows a large increase on the pre- 
ceding one. But still more help is needed and increased sub- 
scriptions and donations, and beyond these, personal interest in 
the work. The Society has endeavoured to put people in the 
way of helping themselves, and of seeking and relieving such 
ople who would otherwise suffer wretched poverty in silence, because they could not 
ring themselves to ask for charity. The balance-sheet for the period, November, 
1917, to April, 1919, shows :—Subscriptions, £499; donations, 458; and proceeds of 
entertainments, £192.

The Chief Rabbi at Hull. 


Tne Chief Rabbi visited Hull last week end. On Sabbath morning he 
preached in the Western Synagogue, In the courseof his sermon he said that large 
numbers of the Jewish people were in mortal danger in Eastern Europe, the 
horrors to which they were subjected being much greater than were reported. 
Entire communities were being wiped out, and they were helpless even if the 
Western Powers were willing to take action. History had taught them that the 
nations which had dealt fairly by Israel had prospered. They must emancipate 
themselves from self-contempt, and realise what they were, what thew had been, 
and what again they might be. In the afternoon Dr. Hertz atiended service at 
the Central Synagogue. 


On Sanday afternoon, an impressive ceremony took place in the Osborne 
Street Synagogue, when a roll of honour in memory of those who have served 
in the naval or military forces during the war was unveiled by Councillor Derino 
Pearlman. While the synagogue membership at the beginning of the war was 
181, the roll of honour includes the names of 140 members of their respective 
families, including sixteen who have made the supreme sacrilice. 

The service was conducted by the Rev. H. M. Bendas, and an address was 
delivered by the Chief Rabbi. Hecalled attention to the appropriateness of the 
occasion for that ceremony, coming as it did on the first day after the signing 
of peace. After alluding to the noble sacrifices made by members of the 
Jewish Community during the war, and their loyalty to the British Empire, 
the preacher contrasted the state of affairs with that of Poland, and strongly 
deprecated the tortufes being inflicted on the Jews by the Poles, who, he said, 
having been given the banner of liberty by the Allies, had besmirched it by 
almost their first act as a free State. 

The ceremony was attended by the Sheriff of Hull and the Lady Sheriff, 
the Vicar of Hull, the Chief Constable, and other prominent Christian citizens, 

In the evening, a reception in honour of Dr. Heriz was held at the 
Metropole by the three synagogues. Mr. B. Franks, President of the Linnwus 
Street Synagogue, welcomed the Chief Rabbi. The Rev. S. Gross, B.A., also 
spoke. In reply, Dr. Hertz said he had enjoyed his first visitto Hull. He had 
been unable to come before owing to the increased amount of work. Comment- 
ing upon the fact that there are three synagogues in Hull, he said he hoped 
they would work barmoniously together for mutual benefit. He would like to

SABBATH AND FESTIVAL EVE SERVICES. 


A SPECIAL meeting of the members was beld on Monday to consider certain 
amendments in the Laws of the Synagogue that bad been recommended by the 
Council, Mr. H. S. QO. HENRIQUES, Chairman of the Council, presided. For 
the most part the alterations were merely verbal. One of interest, however, was 
a new law, which makes retirement compulsory upon any mrnister on bis attain- 
ing the age of sixty-five, leaving it, however, to the option of the Council to 
retain his services for a further period. A proposal (not included in the amend- 
ments brought forward by the Council), that the services on the evenings of 
Sabbath and Festivals should be ata fixed uniform time throughout the year, 
received considerable support at the meeting, but in view of the opposition to 
the alteration made by the Rev. Morris Joseph—although the other ministers, 
the Rev. Isidore Harris and the Rev. Vivian Simmons, had expressed them- 
selves favourable to the change—tbe proposal, as submitted, was. withdrawn. 
An alteration of the law referring to these services was, however, agreed to in the 
emendation of the words which compel the holding of these services at varying 
times, according to season, during the year, the exact times for holding them 
being instead left to the Cozncil, 


WEST LONDON SYNAGOGUE ASSOCIATION.

Mr. C. G. MONTEFIORE presided over a largely attended meeting of this 
Association at the house of Mrs. Leopold Seligman, in Queen's Gate, last 
Sunday afternoon, when Miss ANNIE E. LANDAU, Headniistress of the Evelina 
de Rothschild School in Jerusalem, delivered an address on her war-time 
experiences in Palestine and Egypt. Miss Landau described how she left 
Jérusalem under Turkish pressure, the only condition on which she could have 
stayed being her acceptance of Ottoman nationality. Arriving in Egypt, she 
organised, under. great difficulties, a school for the children of the refugees 
from Palestine. She gave an account of general Jewish conditions in Egypt. 
Returning to Palestirie behind the British Army, she found Jerusalem suffering 
most severely from the effects of the war. The physical condition of the 
children then surviving was heartrending. She re-opened her school, in spite 
of the great scarcity of teachers, but with diminished numbers. At the close 
of an interesting address, Miss Landau described the work of the school, which 
is carried on under the direction of the Anglo-Jewish Association, and pleaded 
on its behalf for the sympathy and support of the Community at large.

To Counter Gas Attacks. 
MRS. AYKTON’S INVENTION. 

Tue working of the fans or beaters devised by Mrs. Ayrton for driving off 
poison gases was shown by her at the Royal Society on Thursday last week, 
smoke from burning brown paper being used in place of gas for the purposes of 
the demonstration. From near the end of 1916 large numbers of these fans 


and dug-outs. 


Mrs. Ayrton first showed a miniature experimental fan having an area 
equivalent to less than three postage stamps. When beaten half-a-dozen times 
in rapid succession on what represented the parapet of a trench, this apparently 
futile instrument was seen to drive upwards and check the flow of smoke being 
emitted from an orifice &8f{t. or so distant from it, the effect also spreading out 
wedge-wise for a considerable distance on either side. A still smaller fan, having 
about half the area of the first, was shown clearing a model dug-out with a depth 
equivalent to 20[t. Made of canvas and cane, the fans constructed for service use 
weighed not more than 1lb., including the wooden handle, and were arranged 


. $0 that they could be folded up. They measured 15:n, across, and were made 


with two transverse hinges, one quite ficxibie and the other stiffer, the edges 
also having some degree of flexibility. 

The action of these fans [explains the Timtes}, depends on the vortex rings 
which are formed as they are bronght down flat on the parapet or ground, the 
rings travelling forward and coalescing into each other with the formation of | 
Yarger and more rapidly rolling rings. A curious feature is the comparatively 
long interval that elapses between the beating of the fans and tbe production 
of an effect at a distance ; in one experiment it was found that the effect was ‘g 
noticeable at a distance of 18ft. only after about haifa minute. When employ- 
ing two fans bea‘ea alternately Mrs. Ayrion found it possible to drive away “yr 
smoke at a distance of GOf[t. and send it up over trees 10 or 12 feet high. After 
it has started, the effect is not only remarkably. persistent, but also increases in 
strength, Another important po:nt is that the fans not only drive off gas at a 
distance, but also draw in fresh air tothe user. The fin when lifted from the ' 
ground produces very little disturbance in the air in front of it, but when it is 
brought smartly down to the ground the air which is forced forward in the form 
of vortex rings comes in from behind it and from the sides. Mrs. Ayrton ack- 
nowledged the help she bad received from Captain Greenslade in developing 
the use of her device. ;

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ISRAEL: THE LIGHT OF THE WORLD* 


By THe Rev. EPHRAIM LEVINE, M.A. 


Our Bible reading of to-day commences with the injunction to Aaron to 
light the seven lamps of the candlestick in the sanctuary. The commandment 
is symbolical of the light which should ethanate from Israel to illumine the 
paths of mankind. “Does God require a light?” is the question put by the 
Midrash—" with Him the light dwells.” God led Israel through the trials and 
perils of the wilderness, guiding them with a pillar of cloud by day and a pillat 
of fire by night. Not for the sake of God did they kindle the lamp, but to le‘ 
the world see that they were prepared to hold aloft the torch that would light 
up the world. If the world looked to them there would always be visible a 
light that would radiate far and wide—for darkness may cover the earth and 
thick darkness the peoples, but upon thee shall the Lord shine. This has been 
the work Israel hastried to do, and Israel has not been false to the charge. 
There is another Midrash that bears on this section. The commandment to 
kindle the lamps follows immediately upon the recital of the offerings brought 
to the consecration of the sanctuary. Twelve princes as heads of the tribes 
brought their offsring, but the tribe of Levi, whose representative head was 
Aaron, did not find itself included in the number of contributing tribes. Aaron 
felt that a slight was upon him, and thought that God was displeased with him. 
But a greater work was designed for him. All the twelve princes—the aristocracy 
of Israel brought their offerings—without variety or imagination. One waited to 
see what the other gave, and all brought the same. It is not without a purpose 
that we read with wearisome monotony the account of the offerings of the 
twelve. The world is peopled with the unimaginative and the unoriginal, and 
very often with all their generosity and @H their readiness to give they just 
escape nonentity. The warmtb of enthusiasm and the kindling of the lamp 
have been the potent factors in progress. Israel, as typified by the tribe of 
Levi, bas had the greatest work to do. 


This truth is finely illustrated in the posthumous work of Dr. Joseph 
Jacobs—“ Jewish Contributions to Civilisation "—which has recently been pub- 
lished. Dr. Jacobs was one of the greatest literary stars of the Anglo-Jewish 
Community many years ago, and in America he maintained his reputation for 
sound scholarship.combined with enormous industry. His researches covered 
a wide ground, and he touched upon many aspects of literature, all with a 
master hand, like Goldsmith, touching nothing which he did not adorn. Men 
who write upon many subjects are liable to the charge of superficiality, but 
Jacobs can fairly be exonerated from any such imputation, for he remained a 
student all his days and was always prepared to admit an error of statement or 
to correct a conclusion based upon insufficient data. 


This new book is Jacobs at his best. It is a statement of the contributions 
made by Jews to the civilisation of the world. It is a résumé, it is concise. and 
itis clear. Inthe few chapters we see the part the Bible has played among 
men, the influence of the holy book upon thought, tbe influence upon language 
and current speech; we see how the church owes so many of its customs and 
institutions to the synagogue; we see the effect of the scattering of the Jews 
among the nations, and their gradual absorption in Europe; we see the large 
part they played in the Middle Ages, and how every movement that tended to 
broaden the mind and advance the interest of men came almost directly from 
them ; we see the part they took in commerce and finance, driven to such walks 
of life often because the avenues to other callings were closed to them. We get 
@ panorama view unfolded before us of the activities of Israel in Europe for 
centuries. The book is not written as an apologia for the Jew. It is not the 
wail of a suppliant at the gate crying to be recognised. It is not the plaintive 
cry of a people unappreciated, that begs for reward or applause. It is the con- 
fident assertion of a record of work and zeal for good causes that only bigotry 
or ignorance will attempt to gainsay. We need not to cringe and ask for 
crumbs—we have onr credentials. 


But perhaps the part of the book which has the greatest interest for us 
to-day, is the introduction that deals with the question of anti-Semitism, its 
rise and development. This introduction is written with the fluency character- 
istic of Jacobs. He shows how empires, which are supposed to be tolerant of 
all nationalities and creeds, have refused to recognise Israel's right to enjoy 
freedom and to live. In Roman times, it was a question of the Jew's religion 
that brought him into contact with the State and the Imperial Powers; it was 
Israel's dogged “unbelief” which brought down upon him the vials of the 
Church's wrath. But in more modern times, the tendencies which promote 
anti-Semitism are not so much the result of religious differences, as the 


inevitable outcome of jzalousy of what the world calls the success of the Jew. | 


The higher anti-Semitism, that is, to say, anti-Semitism, worked from the top 
of the social classes, emanated from Germany, was fostered by the State and 
encouraged by the State, and so in other countries. 


And to-day we see this anti-Jew hatred at its worst. No-one who read 
the JEWIsH CHRONICLF yesterday could have put it down without his eyes 
suffused with tears, for seldom has one read so heart-rending, so pathetic a 
story as the recital of these terrible horrors which have been perpetrated in 
Poland. From day to day there have been wholesale massacres of men, 
women and children on a scale only paralleled by the bloodstained annals o, 
Russian and Polish butchery. Is it not awful to contemplate such happenings 
at a time like this, when there are gathered together in Paris the representatives 
of the Power's to settle for once the peace of the world? Does not one hesitate 
for the future when outrages like these are allowed to go on, and there is 
no cry of sympathy and no move to bring: safety and immunity to our 
brethren? Where is the conscience of the Christian world? There were 
days when a Cardinal Manning or a _ Bishop Boyd Carpenter 
raised their voices in horror and indignation at Jewish persecutions and 
massacres, when there were protest meetings held in London and elsewhere, at 
which the chief speakers, representative of the religious denominations of this 
country, protested in the name of God and humanity, and to-day the outrages 
go on and the world is too basy to hear the cry of oppressed Israel. The 
famous words of Zuoz, written in 1855, are pathetically true to-day. “If there 
are degrees of suffering, then Israel has reached the highest rung of the ladder ;

if Capacity for endurance and the ability to bear suffering confer nobility upon 
a people, then Israel can vie with the aristocracy of the world ; if a literature is 
reckoned great, which contains four or five classical tragedies, then what shall 
be said of the literature of Israel which for 1,500 years has been one long 
tragedy, of which the poets and the authors themselves have been the victims 
and the martyrs?” The fifty-third chapter of Isaiah with the suffering servant 
might well be read as an expression of the state of Polish Jewry to-day— 
despised and rejected of men, a man of sorrows and acquainted with grief, 
wounded ard bearing stripes, and we esteemed him lightly. 

Our appeal to-day is for more brotherly sympathy, more of that Jewish 
enthusiasm which can inspire the heart and enlighten the mind of Western 
Jewry. Many of you attended the meeting held the other evening to launch 
the great scheme which aims at setting Judaism in this country on a satisfactory 
basis and at safeguarding the future of the religious work of the Community. It 
is a scherce which might well appeal to the imagination and which, if successful 
as we trust it will be, should open up a new era in Anglo-Jewry. What struck 
one at the meeting—and this seemed to be the general impression—was that the 
whole proceedings were characterised by a coldness and an indifference and an 
absence ofenthusiasm. Just think fora moment—a meeting to revive ] udaism— 
and the utter lack of enthusiasm! Could you picture seven or eight hundred 
so-called “foreign” Jews gathered together at a great demonstration, the 
object of which was to keep alive the flame of Judaism, and could you not 
picture the excitement and the enthusiasm? There is a difference, and I doubt 
whether the advantage does not lie on the side of enthusiasm. All the great 
moving forces of the world are generated by heat; electricity, the steam engine, 
two moving forces that drive men along are the result of heat. So it is in 
intellectual and other movements. There must be enthusiasm. There must be 
keenness, There must be a burning desire, not merely a callous indifference, 
if we are to succeed. Do we not hear too much in our community of the 
difference between sections? Afterall, Jewry is one. If we heard a little less 
of the differentiating points and saw something more of the real enthusiasm, 
we should be in a safer position. If at the meeting the other evening, some 
sympathetic notice had been taken of the plight of Polish Jewry and a sense of 
horror and pity had been expressed, would not the effect of the meeting have 
been greater and would not this have been one step in maintaining traditional 
Judaism? For after all, it is the epithet of the Jews that they are ‘23 ODN 

So our last thought is of the lamp which burned in the Sanctuary. It has 
burned right through the ages, in times of persecution, in times of stress and 
suffering. It is ours to feed the flame and we can do it best by preserving and 
maintaining the brotherhood of Israel. For the anti-Semite discriminates not 
between native-born and foreign-born. To him, a Jew is a Jew and Israel 
stands better by solidarity. An army is mightier by far than its various units 
acting singly.

SIR PHILIP MAGNUS ‘EXPLAINS. 


ATTACKS ON THE CHIEF RABBI AND THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


A SPECIAL meeting of the Council of the Anglo-Jewish Association 
was held on Sunday at the Great Western Hotel. There were present : 

Mr. CLAUDE G. MONTEFIORE, the President, in the Chair, Lady Tuck, Mrs. 
Leopold de Rothschild, Miss Nettie Adler, L.C.C., Haham Dr. M: Gaster, Sir Philip 
Magnus, Bart., M.P., Sir Adolph Tuck, Bart.; Sir Edward Stern, Capt. E. Royalton 
Kisch, M.C., Messrs. E. N. Adler, M. Albury (representative of the. Birmingham 
Branch), Leonard L. Cohen, H. S. ©. Henriques, H. M. Kisch,'C.S.1. (President of 
the Bristol Branch), Harry R. Lewis, L:one! Lowy, Edward Michaelia (representative 
of the Melbourne, Branch), }. Prag, '.P., 1. Seligman, Oswald John Simon, M. A. 
Spielman. Mrs. A. E. Franklin, Mrs. F. S. Franklin, and Miss K. Ha!ford, members 
of the Ladies’ Committee, who are not also members of the Council, were present 
by invitation. 

The meeting was called primarily to hear a confidential statement 
by Miss Annie E. Landau, Headmistress of the Evelina: de Rothschild 
School, Jerusalem, but advantage was taken of the gathering to enable 
Sir Philip Magnus, M.P., to make a statement .coneerning: his action in 
feference to the protest demonstration against the pogroms in Poland 
which bad aroused so much feeling in the Community. 

The PRESIDENT, in opening the proceedings, said that they were meeting 
on the day after the signing of the peace, and they trusted it would inaugurate 
an era of peace and prosperity for the whole world, and especially to their own 
race and faith. They trusted, too, that the Polish Treaty would also do much, 
‘with the League of Nations, to establish the rights of their coreligionists in 
that new country. LBefore they proceeded with the agenda, Sir Philip Magnus 
had asked permission to make a personal statement relative to certain matters 
which bad been mentioned to the Association. | 

Sir PHiLip MaGnus said: I am obliged to you for giving me permission 
to say a few words in regard to a matter which is of considerable interest and 
some concern to me personally. I would saythat I nétice im the recentissue of 
the JEwistt CHRONICLE, which is the only text on which I.base my remarks, a 
statement to this efiect: “ We understand that Sir Philip Magnus proposes to 
make a statement in self-defence at the meeting of the Council of the Anglo- 
Jewish Association next Sunday.” I have no statement to make in self-defence. 
I bave nothing to defend. In any circumstances I bad intended to makea 
Statement on such action, on behalf of the Polish Jews, as I had. taken, 
thinking it might be mseful and perbaps of some ixterest to the Anglo-Jewish 
Association, of the Council of which I have been a member since 
its foundation. Before proceeding to refer to the very little I 
have done in this matter, I may perhaps be allowed to note 
another statement which appears on the same page of the JEWISH CHRONICLE 
with reference to a meeting that was beld last Sunday at the Board of Deputies. 
It there says, with reference to a vote of thanks which the President kindly 
Suggested should be passed to me for such services as I had rendered to the Board 
of Deputies before I felt compelled to resign my membership: “ The suggestion 
was shouted down by the meeting, smarting, doubtless, under a sense of resent- 
ment at the part Sir Philip played in the issuing of the anti-Zionist Manifesto, 
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in 1917, in the sending (or compiling) of the pernicious Morning Post \etter, 
and, finally, in his reported intervention against the Pogroms Pro:est Demong- 
stration.” It would be very difffeult to have compressed three more 
unfortunate errors into one sentence, but this sentence, I fear, was put iD 
in order to create a sort of hostile .aimosphere before the vote of 
thanks came to be proposed. It is very much like the poison gas 


_which our present friends, but late enemies, were in the.habit of issuing before 


they made their frontal attacks. As regards the “ sense of resentment ” aroused 
by “the part Sir Philip Magnus played in the issuing of the anti-Zionist 
Manifesto,” 1 do not remember any anti-:omst Manifesto. If n 
refers to a manifesto signed by the late (President of the Board of Deputies 
and your President here, 1 do not know bow that statement; which was not 
signed by me, could be used as a means of creating a “ smarting feeling in the 
meeting. As regards the “pernicious Morning Jost letter,” I.can only say 
this: that the only action that is pernicious and disgraceful has been the action 
of the Jewish CuronrcLe, for one fteally cannot imagine any journal, 
any self-respecting journal, applying ‘these words "pernicious and 
disgraceful” to a letter signed.among others by your President, by another 
gentleman whom I see. here to-day (Mr. Leonard Cohen), by that gallant 
soldier to whom this country owes so much, Sir John Monash, recently honoured 
by the University of Oxford, to say nothing of the six other gentlemen ; and I 
can only say as regards myself, I have felt ever since very much honoured that 
my name should have appeared among'those of the distinguished men who 
affixed their signature to that letter. Having said that much, 1 will now 
proceed to consider some other statements which appear in this week's JEWISH 
CHRONICLE. The JEWISH CHRONICLE. frequently quotes from the Jewish: 
World. In the. latter journal appeared these words: “In our 
issue of June 11th we first told, . . . the story of Sir Philip Magnus's action. 
The word “story was an appropriate one to have used. We generally under- 
stand by the word—" fiction.” In our youthful days when we wanted to use a 
much stronger word we used to say it was a “story.” The comments of this 
paper are something much more than astory, something worse. I would remind 
you of the words of Tennyson placed in the mouth of a priest: 

The lie which is all a lie may be met and fought outright, 

But the lie which is part)FRruth is a harder matter to fight. 
Now the lie which is covered by this word “story” is one which ! 
own it is hard to fight,. because. there is just a substratum | of 
truth in it. But even if it is bard to fight, you will see I have no 
difficulty in refuting it. This article then goes on to say, after narrating certaip 
circumstances: “A former member of the Joint Foreign Committee, without 
any kind of right to represent that body in respect to the matter . . 
approached the Foreign Office, and after interviewing the Under-Secretary, 
procured a letter from that gentleman deprecating the holding of any meeting.” 
The words “approached” and “procured” are those to which I object as 
incorrect. “A former member of the Joint Foreign Commiuttee.... . ” This is 
untrue. I was not a member of that Committee. I never approached the 
Foreign Office. With regard to the phrase, “procured a letter,” that is one of 
those balf-truths that are reproduced in various forms inthe JEWisit CHRONICLE 
articles. The article goes on to say, “A similar intimation was conveyed to the 
Lord Mayor. Sir Horace Marshall, of course, refused facilities for holding 
any civic demonstration.” What are we to understand by that’? Does it imply 
that lam the gentleman who madea similar intimation to the Lord Mayor? 
If so, itis untrue. The article proceeds :— 
What the gentleman, who thus took it upon himself to go behind the back of the 
Joint Committee and “queer their pitch,” told Mr, Cecil Harmsworth, may be 
imagined, but cannot be to!d (at present). As an example of loyalty to colleagues and 
espre de corps, the conduct of the gentleman, who, by the way, is a Member of Parlia- 
ment, is vaivable. 
I cannot have gone behind the Joint Committee, because I was prevented by 
the action of the Board of Deputies from being a member of it. You cannot 
go behind a Committee if you do not happen to be a member of it. “ What he 
told Mr. Cecil. Harmsworth may be imagined. .” No one can fathom the 
depths of the imagination of the JeEwisti CHRONICLE. “ But cannot 
be told”"—1l am going to tell it. Then I am challenged for a denial. 
I stand here to deny every single word substantially of these articles 
in the JEwisH CHRONICLE and the Jewish The Jewish article 
goes on to say: “ Now the whole point of our allegation consisted in our state- 
ment that Sir Philip approached the Foreign Othce without reference to the 
Joint Committee.” I never approached the Foreign Office, nor had I ever 
any intention of doing so. That is my first denial. “ But we refuse to believe, 
until we have proof to the contrary, that Sir Philip is venturing to base bis 
denial of the charge made against bim upon the fact that he wrote 
and did not call at the Foreign Office. .” | neither wrote 
to the Foreign Office, nor have I called there. Now comes a 
challenge: “Now there is an easy way to test on which side the truth, 
the whole truth, and nothing but the truth of this matter rests,” says the Jewis/s 
World in conclusion. “ Will Sit Philip send for publication a copy of the com. 
munication he addressed to the Foreign Office, or a précis of what he said 
to the person he there interviewed?” Just think of the lie implied 
there! I did -not address any communication to the Foreign 
Office; I did not approach the Office, and wmnever interviewed 
anyone “there.” “Will he send a copy of the letter he received 
in reply from the’ Foreign Office?” Certainly. -Having obtained permission 
from Mr. Harmsworth, you shall bear whai 1 did. “ Will he send a 
copy of the letters be addressed to a member of the sub committee on the 
matter?” Ido not know what sub-committee is referred to. The only person 
to whom I have written on the subject is Dr. Heriz, and that better I will read 
to you. “And will he (we presume it to be possible) ."——Why will the 
JEWISH CHRONICLE presume so much?—" . . . obtain fromthe Lord 
Mayor a copy of the intimation that was conveyed to Sir Horace Marshal! of the 
views of the Government upon the proposal to hold a Mansion House meeting ?” 
How can I obtain from the Lord Mayor a letter which I had not seen, which I 
never knew was written, with the writing of which I had nothing to do—a letter 
from the Lord Mayor with whom I have had’ no communication. “This is 
surely fair and openchallenge. . . .” 1 am perfectly willing to meet that challenge 
by a substantial denial of nearly everything that has been said. I propose now to 
tell you exactly what has happened— the truth of the incident that gaverise to these 
unfortunate statements. On May 23rd I received a letter from Dr. Hertz and 
Mr. Goldberg informing me that “in view of the increasing gravity of the situation 
in Poland they had felt it necessary to form a Committee for the purpose of 
arousing public opinion on the question of Polish atrocities,” and requesting my 
presence at a meeting om May 26th, atethe Zionist Bureau, with the 
object of forming such a. Committee .and considering the question of 
holding a Mansion House meeting. I had Saturday on which to consider this 
letter, I must own that I did not think that in existing circumstances a’ meeting 
of that kind was desirable. I will tell you my reasons. I knew that facts were 
being collected for obtaining accurate information as regards what was happen- 
ing in Poland. In the House of Commons one has an opportunity of hearing a 
good many opinions that one cannot hear outside. I came to the conclusion, 
from remarks made by members of the House, that any meeting at that time 
and in those circumstances would not be attended by influential members of the 
Christian world whom it was most important to interest in this question, and I 
was not quite certain whether the Foreign Office would think it was advisable that 
such a meeting should be held, \ Accordingly I wrote a letter to the Chief Rabbi 
in these terms. (Sir Philiphere read the first of his two letters to the Chief 
Rabbi published in our last issue). Well, ladies and gentlemen, I think that 
was a friendly letter, It contained a word of warning from an old member of 
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this Association, one who had means of ascertaining what was the general feel- 
ing in the House of Commons—acourteous word of warning to Dr. Hertz, upon 
whom had fallen the mantle of one whom everyone loved and revered, and who 
always acted in the best and truest interests of the Jews of this country. I 
wrote him that letter. That letter was never answered, and the receipt of it 
was never acknowledged. The matter passed out of my hands. I thought the 
Chief Rabbi had possibly not received the letter. I am’a busy man. I had 
many other matters to consider during that week. On the following Sun¢a our 
friend, Mr. Montefiore, made a statement here, and it was reported that I inter- 

sed and:asked whether it was suggested that.a Mansion House meeting should 

held. And be replied in the affirmative. Remember, I neither wrote to the 
Lord Mayor nor had I any intention of approaching the Foreign Office. On 
the following day, on the Monday, being in the House of Commons, and 
sitting there, as I generally do, behind the Under-Secretary for Foreign 
Affairs, I asked him (without any previous intention), “May I speak 
to yOu as soon as you are disengaged?” He replied: “Come out of the 
House with me now.” I walked with him to the end of the lobby at the 
entrance where members come in andout of the Chamber. And there, with 
members passing to and fro, I said, “I want toask you aquestion. I understand 
that it is proposed by a large number of my coreligionists to hold a public meet- 
ing to protest against the pogroms and the outrages on the Jews of Poland. I 
should like to know from you whether you think it advisable in our 
interests, and whether the Foreign Office would have any objection toit.” That 
was the whole of my conversation; and I said it, knowing what I had in my miad 
when I wrote the first letter to Dr. Hertz. Mr. Harmsworth replied: “I am 
afraid I cannot answer your question, but I will consult Lord Curzon and let you 
know this afternoon.” That was. the whole of my “approach to the Foreign 
Office.” I waited in the House of Commons till six o'clock, when, having 
other business, I left the House after inquiring whether Mr. Harmsworth had 
left any message for me. On the following day, sitting again immediately 
behind him, he handed mea letter, which I read; and'thanked him. That is al! 
the correspondence I have had with the Foreign’ Office. That letter I 
intended te read to this meeting, after having obtained Mr. Harmsworth's 
permission to do so, which I had on Thursday. It is as follows: 

Foreign Office, 30th June. 

DEAR SiR PHILIP MAGNUS,—You inquired of me yesterday whether the Foreign 
Office would bave any objection to the holding of a Mansion House Meeting to protest 
against the alleged massaere of Jews in Poland. 

In the opinion of the authorities whom I have consulted here it would be un- 
desirable at present that any such public meeting should be held. We are still 
awaiting the receipt of a detailed report on the alleged massacres which we called for 
from His Majesty's representative in Warsaw, and it would be better that no public 


campaign should be started before it has been possible to obtain reliable reports of the 
situation. 


We understand that the Polish Government are fully alive to the necessity of 
curbing any torm of outrage or even demonstration against the Jews, and mixed 
commissions, on which Jews are represented, have been despatched to localities where 
excesses are stated to have been committed in order to investigate and report to the 
Pol#®h Government.

I am replying in similar terms toa letter received this morning from the Lord 
Mayor of London felating to the same subject. 

_I was anxious to put the question I did because there was a sort of doubt 
in my mind, having received no.reply to my letter to the Chief Rabbi, whether 
the advice | had given was good.or bad. And if this. letter from Mr. 
Harmsworth had said: “We have no objection to a meeting, and we 
think: outside action would strengthen our hands in resisting these 
massacres,” I should have writtgn at once to Dr. Hertz that I hoped sucha 
meeting would be held, and I shoh!d have the pleasure of attending it. This, 
however, is the letter whith I wrote to Dr. Hertz. I will now read it. 
i bave no means of testing its verbal accuraty. I kept no copies. 
(Sir Philip read his second letter to Dr. Hertz, published in our last 
issue.) The only reply which I received to that letter was the false state- 
ments which appeared in the JewisnH CHRONICLE. The letter was neither 
acknowledged nor answered. How the JEWISH CHRONICLE became aware 
of the facts I cannot say.: I must +say that in the whole of my 
long connection with: public matters I have never known two letters, 
neither of which was acknowledged, having been delivered to the 
Press without my permission, or without my having received any 
intimation that they were to be published. I absolve the Press, because 
they probably thought that Dr. Hertz had informed me he was going to publish 
these letters or had asked my permission. If he had written to me, I might 
bave asked permission to see them first, I might have corrected two small 
errors. I must own, and I say it with great regret, that such action on the part 
of anyone holding a high, dignified position, is absolutely indefensible. Sir 
Philip, after a further reference to the Chief Rabbi, proceeded: Even my last 
letter was not published by the JEWIisH CHRONICLE. without a statement which 
isagain unfounded. “Sir Philip . did not think it worth while to acquaint 
the Council concerning his action on the subject at the Foreign Office, as 
explained in his second letter to the Chief Rabbi, and which must have been 
taken prior to the date on which the Council met.” Such action as I took was 
taken on the day after the meeting of the Council. Ladies and gentle- 
men, I have no more to say. Only yesterday, as our Chairman has said, Peace 
was signed by the civilised nations of the world. We all hope that the 
document then signed may be the means of preventing war in the future, and of 
causing all nations to dwell together in peace and amity. I hope the reflection 
of that peace may fall on the Jewish Community. (Cheers.) 

The PRESIDENT said he thought it was desirable that there should be no 
debate on the statement made by Sir Philip Magnus, partly because it would be 
unusual for such a course to be adopted, and partly because they were anxious 
to proceed with the agenda. But he wished to say that in his opinion Sir Philip 
Magnus had entirely done away with the imputations which had been made 
apon his conduct, and he thought the members of the Council, by their 
applause, had indicated that they viewed his statement with the utmost pleasure 
and approval. If another body had dishonoured itself by refusing to show 
honour to Sir Philip Magnus, they, on the contrary, desired to do him honour, 
and respected him cordially as one of the oldest, best, and most worthy oi 
their colleagues. 


To our mind [says the Jewis): World) the protest that was made on Thurs- 
day was a far more striking. demonstration from many points of view than would 
have been any meeting, even one at the Mansion House. So that Sir Philip did 
not succeed after all in preventing, as he evidently wished to, in obedience 
to the persistent behest of his oracle, the Morning Post, what the Times says, 
“‘ made a deep impression on public opinion,” in regard to the ill-treatment of 
our people in Poland. Thus the whole matter is from the aspect of the Demonstra- 
tion now somewhat academic. ... The point is that Sir Philip is now owt of his 
own mouth convicted of going behind the back of the Joint Committee tothe Foreign 
Office “on his own "—a little exercise in communal Bolshevism which, it is to 
be hoped, will not spread:by his bad-example. . . . Sir Philip Magnus's 
own statement/at Sunday's meeting, when taken together with the published 
letters to the Chief Rabbi, show .. . that the facts as told, of his action, in 
the Jewish World were substantially and in all essentialstrue. Altogether, the 
incident, we regret to have to repeat it, reflects much discredit upon the loyalty 
and the esprit de corps of Sir Philip.

A Sermon for the Week.

THE LAW OF THE RED HEIFER. 


“ This is the statute of the law.—Numbers, xix., 2. 


Tuts week's portion treats of the statuteofthe Red Heifer, The statute 
embodies two distinct principles —the defiling effect of contact with the body of 
a dead person, and that of purification by the waters of sprinkling on the third 
and seventh day. The defilement and purification treated of cannot be regarded 
as purely physical, inasmuch as it is contact with the body of a dead person 
which causes defilement, and not that of a dead animal; while purification is 
not—as in ordinary cases*-effected by ordinary water, but only by the waters 
of the Red Heifer. Oa the other hand, the purifization which is ordained in 


this 19th chapter of Numbers cannot be regarded as wholly spiritual. 
inasmuch as defilement is caused by contact with a body and is 
removed by physical moans. Therefore we must regard the law of 


the Red Heifer as combining both ideas—the physical aspect of purity and 
impurity and their spiritual aspect. In other words, as setting forth the rela- 
tion, in the sphere of religion, of the body of man to his soul, of the outward 
and physical to the inward and spiritual. And this leads to the consideration 
of the symbolical character of the Levitical ritual. From the Rabbinical writ- 
imzs it is to be inferred that the meaning of the law of the Red Heifer had 
become lost to the teachers of the Talmudical age. While they sought to 
discover the reasons underlying the various commandments of the Pentateuch, 
they could see no reason for this particular law. They said, it is truly calleda 
“statute,” for it is a decree which has to be obeyed, although we can1ot under- 
stand it. 


A DISTINCTION IS THUS DRAWN 


between that free obedience that we render to laws, like those in the 


sphere of morality, which we fully understand, and our constrained 
obedience to precepts the purpose of which is not clear to us. 
However, the majority of the Divine laws claim our obedience 


because they maké a direct appeal to our religious and moral nature. 
They reflect the nature of God who gave them to us, and we cheerfully follow 
their direction. The laws of physical nature command, “Thou must,” but 
these laws proclaim, “Thou shalt.” God has created us free agents so that 
we are free to accept or reject the path which religion and morality marks 
out for us. But afree choice between right and wrong intplies that we have made 
a careful study of the difference between them, and convinced ourselves that 
certain courses of action are to be followed and others avoidel. Judaismis not 
a religion of blind belief; it takes its stand tpon reasoned knowledge— 
Avs? FART AMS, and is opposed to all: forms of superstition, all 
mysteries. We may cure our bodies by the observance of laws whose working 
we do not understand, but the salvation of our souls we can only effect by the 
intelligent freedom with which God has endowed our moral nature. “The 
commandms.nt of the Lord is clear and enlighteneth ‘the eyes, the testimonies 
of the Lord are based on sure conviction, and they make wise the simple.” 
Guided by these words of the Psalmist, let us endeavour to elucidate the 
symbolic meaning of the law of the Red Heifer and its underlying moral 
purpose. Wonderfully has the Almighty consitracted man of body and soul, mind 
and matter. His earthly and dwine elements are blended to form a united whole. 
And so long as the human body is bound up with the divine spirit it preserves 
the character of a temple, which must be kept free from defilement. In this 
temple dweils God, and in the language of Scriptureit is profaned by indulgence 
in unholy desires AN. The scriptural laws have for their object 
the purification of the hanansoul, which should strive to be holy as God is 
holy. The entire Levitical legislation rests on the idea of 


SPIRITUAL HOLINESS. 


Man has to attain to this condition notwithstanding that he is compounded of 
body and soul and is beset by earthly desires and tempted by sensual passions. 
If he does not strive after holiness, if his actions and intentions are material 
and debased, he is no better than a bodily corpse from which the spirit has fled. 
He becomes a source of defilement to everything he touches. The dead body 
defiles—that is the teaching of Scripture; and it is only the dead body of a 
man which defiles. The corpse of an animal has no such effect in Jewish law, 
because the living animal is not endowed with a divine soul; it was always 
soulless.* How striking is the moral significance of this ancient regulation ! 
The man who becomes a slave to brutish passions, who voluntarily forfeits 
his spiritual endowment, sinks lower even than the brute, which is not so 
endowed.+ As the righteous are said to be living even in death, the man who 
lives a godless life may be said to be no better than a human corpse. He isa 
source of contamination to his surroundings, for the soul within him is dead. 
The unclean person was to be 


PURIFIED BY LIVING WATERS, 


This, too, has a symbolic significance. Movement is life, stagnation is 
death. In contrast to living waters, the stable earth sym)olises death. Before 
God called creation into existence the earth was a dead void, but the divine 
spirit brooded over the living waters. And man is created in the image of that 
divine spirit. It is the spiritua! principle which breathes life into his organism. 
The absence of this principle signifies death, whdse impurity can only be 
washed away by “living waters.” Various other details in this chapter lend 
themselves to a homiletical ex*gesis. We can onlv touch upon them very 
briefly : (1), According to the Sages, the red heifer atoned for the sin of the 
golden calf, as parents are answerable for the faultsof theirchildren.; (2), Why 
was the heifer to be red? it has been asked. Because red is an indication of 
guilt; it is seen in the blush of shame which mantles the cheek of one who is 
conscious or accused of wrong-doing. (3), And it was not to have borne a yoke, 
the idea being that its atoning efficacy would rid man of the yoke of sin. (4), 
That the purification was to take place on the third and seventh day is also 
significant. It has been suggested by homilists that the third day represents 
the third decade of the seventy years’ span of human life. Thisis the period 
when the passions are most powerful to rule men's actions, and sins are 
accumulated which haveto be atoned for. But then comes the seventh day, 
the last decade of human life, when man thinks of making his peace with 
Heaven, whose claims have been too oftem forgotten amid tue tumult of desires 
by which his life has been beset. The rush of existence is now past, man con- 
templates his approaching end, and if he believes in a hereafter he will surely 
desire to purify himself that he may enter the presence of his Maker undefiled ; 
3°W3 17), let him be cleansed of his sin in the evening of life. Such are some of 
the thoughts suggested by the’ancient levitical law. The law itself is obsolete 
to-day, but the lessons it enshrines have an everlasting value. They are the 
kernel of the fruit by which our moral life is sustained after we have discarded 
the shell in which they have been preserved for many centuries.

A STRIKING PROCESSION. 


Addresses by the CHIEF RABBI, HAHAM Dr. GASTER, and 
Mr. ISRAEL ZANGWILL. 


Throughout British Jewry, from end to end of the country, Thursday | of the murders and 


in last week was observed as a day of protest against the pogroms from 
which our brethren have suffered in Poland, and of mourning for the 
victims. The Chief Rabbi had issued the following order :— 

MEMORIAL SERVICE FOR THE VICTIMS OF POLISH POGROMS. 

The Chief Rabbi and the Beth Dn request that the full (70? V> 9%) 
Yom Kippur Katon service will be held in the synagogues on Thursday, 
the 26th inst., at 1.30 p.m. Whérever such cannot possibly be held, 
the Selichoth of ‘W’tmn:rn are to be introduced into the Morning 
Service on that day. : 

Our brethren throughout the United Kingdom are requested to 
refrain from business and work on that afternoon, and such as are willing 
and able will keep the day as a fast, at least till after the Yom Kippur 
Katon Service. 

The sitting of the Beth Din will be suspended on that day. 

In every congregation throughout the country, as will be seen from 
our reports, demonstrations of sympathy and of sorrow, of pity and of 
protest, took place. Business and industry, as carried on by Jews, to a 
large extent ceased, and many abstained from fcod or drink during the 
whole of the day. 


The most remarkable demonstration was that held in London, which 
consisted in the first place of two great meetings held in the morning— 
one at the People’s Palace at Mile End, and the other at the Pavilion 
Theatre in Whitechapel Road, the former being addressed by Haham 
Dr. Gaster (who immediately after left for Manchester, where he addressed 
a great meeting in the evening, his speech being given in full below) and, 
among others, by Commander Kenworthy, M.P. The other gathering 


was addressed by Mr. Israel Zangwill, whose speech is also printed 
elsewbere in full. 


outrages committed against the Jews in 
Poland, that evoked many a sob trom the audience. Murder, he 
declared, should not be hushed up. Their brothers’ blood cried 
to thei from the ground. “ What is the cause of these persecutions,” 
he asked. “ The excuse given for these murders is profiteering as one, 
and Bolshevism another. It is because the Jews in Poland refuse to 
accept Bolshevism that they are being persecuted. Of all peoples in 
the world, none appreciate Polish liberty more than do Jews. If the 
Poles refuse our friendship they must have our hatred.” The meeting 
passed a resolution caliing on the Government to take immediate steps 
at the Peace Conference to put a stop to the massacres. 
Simultaneously, a meeting, over which Haham Dr. GASTER presided, 


and which brought together an audience of some 6,000, was held at the

After the meetings, a great procession marched through the streets | 


from the East End to the O.een’s Hall, in the centre of the West End, 
where there was held a solemn Memorial Service, at which the Chief 
Rabbi delivered an address (reprinted below), the service being conducted 
by the Rev. A. Katz, assisted by the choir of Hazzanim, and the Revs. 
Morris Joseph and S. J. Roco. There was also a great open-air meeting 
at Hyde Park, which was improvised in view of the fact that by the time 
that the procession reached the Queen's Hall that building was packed 
fram floor to ceiling. | 

The Jewish World of Wednesday last, which contained a striking 
page of pictures of the procession at various points upon the route, pub- 
lished a descriptien of the London demonstration, and particularly the 
(Queen's Hall Memorial Meeting, from which we excerpt the following : 

The demonstration that took place in London has seldom. been 
surpassed by any manifestation of the kind. Certainly no more striking 
mark of burning indignation such as that which pervades all Jews at the 


treatment that has been accorded to their kith and kin in Poland bas ever 
been made by the Jews of this country. 


Thursday was observed as a great day of mourning in London. 
Throughout the Jewish quarters of thetown, North, South, East,and West, 
most shops were closed and work ceased in many of the busy hives of 
industry. Manythousandsregarded the day as a Fast Day, tasting neither 
food nor drink for many hours, and in all the synagogues, in accordance 
with the order of the Chief Rabbi and the Beth Din, the Fast Day 
ritual was read. At hundreds upon hundre’*s of Jewish homes, a token 
of mourning was noticeable by the blinds of the houses being closely 
drawn throughout the day. | 

The Pavilion Theatre in Mile End Road was crowded in the morning 
with a huge audience (several thousands outside were unable to gain 
admission), when a meeting over which Mr. Zangwill presided, took place.

A GREAT PROCESSION 
was formed, to march to the “ueen’s Hal’, where a solemn service 
The procession was variously estimated at 
between 30,000 and 40,000, and extended to upwards of three-quarters of 
a mile. Notable among those who marched with it were Mr.and Mrs. 
Zavgwill and Rabbi Dr. Daiches, Dr. Schmarya Levin and Dr. Jacobson. 
There were no bands and only a few banners, one of them proclaiming the 
contingent that carried it: * National Union of ex-Service men—we fought 
for the Freedom of all Nationalities. We Protest against the Murder of 
Jews.”’ Throughout the long march the procession was a pattern of order 
andrestraint. Atseveral points, notably in Oxford Street, the traffic had 
to be diverted so as to allow the procession to pass. but there was 
not, throughout, the least disorder, and with the exception of some 
mounted police who headed the procession, those who organised it, 
themselves regulated it throughout. There were to be heard undoubted 
expressions of deep sympathy from the public who witnessed the pro- 


‘cession, as soon as they were made aware of the reason of the, to them, 


strange sight of thousands of men and women, not infrequently with 
their little children in arms, evidently Jews and Jewesses, marching in 
a vast body to the West End. Perbaps one of the most notable remarks 
came from a sturdy British workman, who, watching the procession in 
the West End, exclaimed: “Thank God, we English have shown these 
Jews how to stand up for themselves!"’ Another striking observation 
was that made by a lady, who remarked: “ Why, these poor people could 
not be more aff-cted if the pogroms had been in England instead of in 
Poland!" Yet another observation, perhaps more remarkable than the 
other two recorded, formed the best justification of this unique demon- 
stration. It-was made by a gentleman who evidently seldom travelled 
further East than Oxford Circus. “ The war,” he said, “ ought to have 
left no cause for a protest against the murder of men by men.” 


HYDE PARK MEETING. 


As the procession swung round from Oxford Street into Langham 
Pace, a vast concourse was seen round the Queen's Hall at every 
entrance. The doors were closed, and the police on duty announced 
that the hall was packed full. The procession, therefore, re-formed in 
perfect'order and marched to Hyde Park, where some fifty thousand, 
it is estimated, gathered and passed resolutions asking the Government 
to use its influence in protecting the Jews in Poland. 


AT THE QUEEN'S HALL. 

The Queen's Hall was crowded from floor to ceiling with a vast 
audience, when at four o'clock the special service of mourning and 
prayer was held. The service had been arranged by the Chief Rabbi, 
and was conducted by the Rev. A. Katz, with the choir of Hazzanim 
and boy choristers, the ‘Rev. Morris Joseph, of the West London Syna- 
gogue, and the Rev. S. J. Roco, of Bevis Marks Synagogue, also assisting. 
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Among those who were present on the platform and in the hall in 
addition to the celebrarts, there were noticed Lord Rothschild and his 
cousin, Mr. Lionel de Rothschild, M.P., O.B.E.. Sir Stuart Samuel, Bart., 
Sir Adolph Tuck, Bart., the “ Polish Jew” (Mr. Hermann Landau, 
O.B.E.), Mr. and Mrs. Israel Zangwill, Dr. Weizmann, Dr. Jochelman, 
Dayan Feldman, the Rev. I. Livingstone, Mr. Leonard L. Coben, Mr. 
Robert Waley Cohen, Mr. Isaac Seligman, Mr. Paul Goodman, Mr. 
Zeitlyo, and Mr. Elkan Adler, The service bad been arranged by 
a Special Committee appointed by the Joint Committee for Foreign 
Affairs of the Deputies of British Jews and the Anglo- Jewish Association, 
to which (in addition to the members of the Joint Committee), were 
appointed in an executive capacity, the Chief Rabbi, Mr. Morris Myer, 
and Mr. L. J. Greenberg, who were on the platform, and Mr. Israel 
Cuhen, who was unable to be present at-the service through his having 
to attend a meeting of protest at Leeds. . 

The service opened with the recital of Psalm cxxx. by the Rev. S. J. 
Roco, followed by the rendering of a prayer by the Rev. A. Katz and the 
choir. The Rev. Morris Joseph then read in English some adapted verses, 
and he was followed by the Chief Rabbi, whose address was based upon 
the words of the Prophet Jeremiah—“ We looked for peace but no good 
came, and for a time of healing and behold terror. Though I would com- 
fort against sorrow, my heart is faint within me. Behold the voice of 
the cry of the daughter of my people from a land far off! The harvest 
is past, the summer is ended, and we are not saved. For the burt of the 
daughter of my people -am I seized with anguish . . . appalment 
hath taken hold on me. Is there no balm in Gilead? Is there no 
physician there? Why, then, is not the health of the daughter of my 
people recovered?" Dr. Hertz’ address was f

of the Polish outrages. “Is there no balm in Gilead? Is there no 
physician who can heal the hurt of our people?” exclaimed the Chief 
Rabbi at one point of his address. “If the Peace Treaty secures liberty 
of person and conscience to Central African savages, shall Polish Jews 
alone remain outside the pale of humanity?" And Dr. Hertz proceeded 
to declare that the Allied Nations could not shake off a portion of the 
guilt for these massacres in Poland. “ They resurrected the Polish State! 
It is for them to say to this wanton disregard of the elementary duties of 
government one loud, final and imperative stop! "’ 

At these words, the pent-up feelings of the audience burst out with 
round upon round of cheers, the whole audience standing to manifest 
their support of the Chief Rabbi's claim. It was a demonstration which 
manifested the true sentiment that had brought togetber this vast con- 
course who had undergone sacrifice and privation that day, so that they 
could by this mark of sympathy do something to help their brethren in 
Eastern Europe. 

At the conclusion of the Chief Rabbi's address, the Rev. A. Katz 
recited the 0 ‘ON ND ON prayer and the Kaddish, after which he, with 
the choir, intoned Yigdal to the traditional New Year and Atonement 
melody. The vast audience then rose and spontaneously, for it was not 


arranged in the service, sang “God Save the King,” after which Hatikvah 
was also sung. 


THE CHIEF RABBIS ADDRESS. 
Dr. HERTZ spoke as follows :—

am I seized with anguish; I go in mourning, appalment hath 
taken hold on me. Is there no balm in Gilead? Is there no physician 
there? Why, then, is not the health of the daughter of my people 
recovered ?—Jeremiah viit., 15, 18-22. 

These words from the 8th Chapter of Jeremiah have not often in modern 
times received a commentary such as is furnished by the vast and continuous 
tragedy we are mourning to-day. 

Let me state at once that it is not our purpose to frame an indictment 
against a whole nation: nor, as M. Paderewski complains, are we animated by 
any hostility towards Poland and the Polish people. For centuries Poland had 
no more loyal friends than the Jews. Even two years ago, a prominent 
English Jew publicly—and rightly—declared : “ There is not a Jew among all 
the Allied peoples who does not wish the new Poland the maximum possible of 
autonomy, territory, and prosperity.” As for the Polish Jew, his love and 
devotion to Poland is surpassed by none of her children. And the reason is not 
far to seek. Poland has been the mother-country of Polish Jewry for over 900 
years. The history of the Polish Jews is inextricably bound up with the story 
of Poland, and the rise and decline of Polish Jewry are due to the identical 
forces as caused the rise and decline of Poland. So long as Poland was 
powerful, 

POLISH JEWRY 

was prosperous and free, and enjoyed an inner autonomy equalled by no other 
contemporary Jewry. As far back as the year 1264—650 years ago—King 
Boleslav of Poland gave to all the Jews of his Kingdom, not only to individua| 
Jews, a Charter of general privileges. This Charter guaranteed to every Jew 
inviolability of life, limb, and possessions; shielded him from annoyance, 
insult, and every infringement of the rights of a free citizen; and this Charter, 
confirmed and enlarged by King Casomir the Great, remained in full force for 
over 400 years. When in the fateful year 1572, the hereditary monarchy 
was abolished, and with it all central authority in Poland disappeared ; when 
the anarchy and selfishness of the nobility gradually but inevitably led 
to the extinction of Polish independence—none suffered more from the general 
misery and weakness than Polish Jewry. In the Polish wars of liberation the 
Jews and Poles fought side by side, and io 1863 the Revolutionary Government 
issued the following proclamation to the Jews :— 


And it shall come to pass when, with God's help, we shall free our country from 
the tyranny of Muscovy, we shall enjoy in common the fruits of peace. You and 
your children shal! be in unrestricted possession of al! civil rights. For the Govern- 
ewe 8 of the peesie will not inquire into faith and religion, but solely into place of 

irth. 


Alas! that this promise of brotherhood and liberty to the Jews of Poland 
on its re-birth into freedom, hasso far proved a bitter mockery. Because some 
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years ago the Jews of Warsaw refused to return an avowed anti-Semite to the 
Russian Duma, the leaders of 


THE POLISH NATIONALIST PARTY 


started a pitiless boycott against the Jewish population. They have succeeded 
in creating an unbelievable tension between Jews and non-Jews. During this 
boycott, physicians refused to attend to Jewish patients who were in 
mortal danger, and Polish firemen watched Jewish families perish in the flames, 
and refused to fight the fire. By ceaselessly spreading the vilest libels against 
Jews, by publishing the Blood Accusation even in children's newspapers—they 
have inoculated the ignorant masses with their “tooth-and-nail” policy of 
exterminating the three millions of Jews in Poland. 

Then came the world-war, with Poland as its fiercest battleground, and 
always, on the part of both belligerents, a double share of calculated inhumanity 
towards the Jewish population. The Jewish Poles thought that the sacrifice 
and suffering in this war against militarism and oppression would close the 
boycott with its race-batred, and that in the new Poland there would be 
democracy, liberty, and righteousness. But in the words of the anc ent Prophet: 
“We looked for peace, but no good came; and fora time of healing, and bebold 
terror!” From the time of the cessation of hostilities, there has come from 
Poland an unending tale of revolting excesses committed in yarying measure 
in over 130 towns. These include hideous massacres, violation of 
women, defilement and desecration of synagogues and cemeteries, mili 
tary exactions, savage floggings, organised pillage, and wanton destruction 
of property. This is what happened at 

LEMBERG 
on November 221d and 23rd last. Though both Poles and Ukrainians agreed 
to the neutra'ity of the Jewish population in their civil war for Lemberg, the 
Polish military drew a cordon round the Jewish quarter, and systematic looting 
began. All who resisted were brutally assaulted or shot, and many women and 
girls were outraged. Fire was then set to several blocks of houses and some 
synagogues. Those who tried to escape from the burning houses were burled 
back again into the flames or shot. The Polish authorities then successively 
denied that anything out of the ordinary had taken place; put the blame 
for all the trouble on escaped convicts; and wondered why there was all this 
fuss, as on/y seventy-three Jews were killed and 450 wounded. In regard to the 
Pinsk pogrom, we have the testimony of Mr. Brailsford in the Times that the 
Military Commander of Pinsk said in his presence: “ We propose to make an 
example. We shall burn down some villages and shoot one in ten of the 
population.” Mr. Brailsford hastened to inform General Pilsudski, the head 
of the Polish State, of this; but he tells us, nothing was done to restrain the 
homicidal maniac, who very soon afterwards shot thirty-six Jews, without 
cause, trial or examination. The Polish Government has since lamely 
acknowledged that this wanton massacre was due toa “ misunderstanding ™; but 
its apologists, even in this country, shamelessly continue to speak of the victims 
as Bolshevists. Still more harrowing is the 
VILNA 

pogrom in April last. This pogrom, with sixty killed, among them a great 
number of women and children, is a record of bestial, demon-like cruelty. 
During the last few weeks, the Jewish Deputies in the Polish Parliament 
addressed a memorandum to the Premier, calling his attention to the fact “ that 
everywhere in Poland there exists organised secret effort to provoke the masses 
to attack Jews. Noless than thirteen murderous pogroms had taken place during 
March alone. General Haller's soldiers especially distinguished themselves in 
beating, torturing, and terrorising the Jews wherever they came across them in the 
streets, in the railway stations and trains. The disgraceful tearing away of 
beards, accompanied by unspeakable torments for the Jews, has become an 
everyday occurrence in Poland. All this happens in open daylight, under the 
eyes of the authorities, who look on passively.” These words of the Jewish 
spokesmen have, so far, had little effect. | 

And after the organised outrages comes the organised defamation of the 
living and the dead. The Polish apologists maintain that the Pole is a paragon 
of tolerance and justice; and tirelessly repeat that, if any Jews were killed they 
were killed not as Jews, but as 

| PROFITEERS AND BOLSHEVISTS. 

All profiteers, Jews and non-Jews alike, should be tried and punished by due 
process of law, but not by an orgy of lust and indiscriminate murder. And as 
for the convenient cry of Bolshevism, are the women outraged and children 
murdered—Bolshevists ? The pious, old-fashioned, Chassidim, whose beards 
are set fire to, or torn from the living flesh by savage soldiers—are they 
Bolshevists? Are the synagogues defiled and the cemeteries destroyed— 
Bolshevist barracks? Are the dead that are desecrated in those cemeteries—are 
they, too, Bolshevists ? 

And now we ask—Is there no balm in Gilead? Is there no physician who 
can heal the hurt of our people? The Peace Treaty secures liberty of person 
and conscience to Central African savages. Shall Polish Jews alone remain 
outside the pale of humanity? The Jewish question is to-day the “acid test” 
of the sincerity, the self-respect, and the honour of the Allics. The Allied 
peoples are indignant at the treacherous scuttling of the ships by the Germans ; 
why then is so little done when the fundamental rules of human society 
are being. scuttled? The custodians of Poland's liberty must be silent 
no longer, because their silence stimulates the repetition of these atrocities. 
We know that in the Ucraine and the Coisack country, as M. Paderewski 
reminds us, entire Jewish communities are being wiped out. But no cesponsi- 
bility can attach to Great Britain for the monstrous butcheries conducted by 
these Cossack ex-convicts. In the case of Poland, however, the Allied nations 
cannot shake off a portion of the guilt. They resurrected the Polish State. I: 
is for them to say to this wanton disregard of the elementary duties of 
government 

ONE LOUD, FINAL, IMPERATIVE, “Stop!” 
“These outrages,” a great American statesman, Justice Hughes, declares, “are 
a betrayal of the cause for which we have fought; they are a betrayal! of the 
victory that has been won. Let it be known that America had neither respec: 
nor friendship for any people, great or small, that does not put down 
the spirit of v.olence within her own gates.” Alongside this 
American opinion let me place a_ representative British one. “The 
great fact to keep in miod,” the Times editorially declared in February 
last, “is that these excesses are a reproach to ourselves, Until more 
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regular machinery to govern is set up, it is the duty of the Powers now 
assembled in Paris, to discipline the Poles and to prevent them from soiling the 
new banner of Liberty which we gave them clean.” This was in February ; 
to-day it is becoming clearer and clearer that what is wanted is an Allied 
Commission with power to call evidence and bring to justice all who are 
guilty in the participation of these outrages. This proposal I had the 
honour to place before the Foreign Office on Friday last, and every Jew hopes 
and trusts that it wilh be adopted» This Commission could impress 
upon Polish leaders'that in a free state it is not the Christian that rales the 
Jew, neither is it the Jew who rules the Christian: it is justice that. rules. 
We rightly hesita‘e about admitting an unrepentant Germany into the Society 
of Nations. Let Poland be told that it cannot enter the Society of free peoples 
unless and until it bases its commonwealth 
NOT ON CARNAGE; BUT ON RIGHT. 

Such a declaration would strengthen the hands of the Polish minority that 
stands for law and order; of those good menand true who know that righteous- 
ness alone exaltetha nation. Such a declaration would paralyse the powers 
of oppressioa and lawlessness, and exorcise murder as a method of government. 
MY? AVS P93. Tears would be wiped from off all faces, and the shame and 
reproach would vanish from Israel in that fair land which for nine centuries 
Israel has loved so faithfully and so well. 

Brethren, the time has come to aidress ourselves to the solema purpose for 
which we are assemb!ed, to recite the O°D' NPD ON prayer, to commend to 
the mercy of Goithe souls of the men, women, and children, who have been 
slain in the streets of Poland, and to pray that their death may moan the end of 
a!l strife and hatred against Israel. 

A number of telegrams and other messages of sympathy were received from, 
among others, “2,000 congregants of the Stepney Ortholjox Synagogue, and 
remiining residents of the district,” the Young Mens Mizrachi, and the 
Mitcham Meeting of the Society of Friends, whose message read: as follows: 

To our Sorrowing Jewish Friends—We hear that you will be mourning 
those members of your race who have been the victims of cruel anti-Semitism 
in Poland. Kaowing how deep will be the anguish of heart of the Hebrew 
people at this hour, we send you this token of our love, and deplore the spirit 
of inhumanity which leads to such awful persecution. We believe that all men 
are children of one Father, and that only by realising the oneness of mankind 
will such deeds becom: impossib'e. Let us unitedly, in this period:of spiritual 
darkness, seek the support which comes from the Eternal Refuge. Oa behalf 
of the Mitcham Meeting of the Society of Friends, John Marsh Pitt (Clerk).

MEETING AT THE PEOPLE'S PALACE. 

Hours before the doors were opened vast crowds assembled in front of the 
big gates of the People’s Palace. The police had the greatest difficulty ia hold- 
ing back the tremendous crowds. Waenthe gates were opened the building 
filled very rapidly, and some of those who had been announced as speakers 
experienced the utmost difficulty in gaining entrance, Numerous overflow 
meetings were held outside the Palace. 


In the hall the proceedings opened with the recital, by the Rev. A. 
Hoffman (of the Spital Square Synagogue), of various prayers, inclu ling the 
Ab Harachamim, Haskarah and Kadish. The audience wept during the 
recital of these prayers. ‘ 

Dr. GaSTER, who presided, addressed the audience. In a stirring 
speech, he recapitulated some of the horrors perpetrated by the Poles. The 
Poles, he said, in conclusion, having declared a terrible boycott against the 
Jews, a boycott of the most cruel character, the Jews could do nothing less than 
declare a moral boycott against the Poles. 

Commander Kenwoartuy, M.P., in moving a resolution of protest against 
the outrages, said that the war had been fought for rights and justice to all races, 
religions, and nationalities. They were, therefore, not going to tolerate such a 
state of things as that existing in Poland. It was in his opinion the fear of 
Bolshevism that prevented the Allies from taking strong measure against Polan. 
The Allies were being persuaded that the Jews were Bolsheviks. It was. clear 
that the policy of Polish politiciaas was to agitate the mob against the Jews in 
order to checs the stream of democracy. It was the moral duty of the Peace 
Conference to put a stop to these outrages. In conclusion, he testified to the 
loyalty and patriotism of the Jews in every country, and to thsir achievements 
in the great war. Asa Christian and as an Eoglishman he fully sympathised 
with the protest meeting. 

Mr. Iskak&t COHEN seconded, and gave an account of the scenes and 
ruins in Poland and’ Galicia. 

Dr, SCHMARYA LEvrN, in the course of a long sprech, warned the Poles 
that peoples who nourished hatred ultimately succumbed by hatred. Thechief 
reason of.the anti-Jewish feeling in Poland now was because the Jew had 
gained in self-respect—a fact which the Poles regarded as unforgivable. He 
protested against the excuses for the pogroms that were being offered in certain 
quarters. The excuses were more humiliating than the pogroms themselves: 
He also protested against alliances with murderous nations. Pepple who would 
object to having anything to do with horse thieves had no scruples in associating 
with murderers. 

Dc. Samuet Datcues said that it wag ironical that at a tim? when all 
peoples were rejoicing, the Jews should have to proclaim a day of mourning. 

Other speakers included Mr. Morris Myer and Mr. M. Shire,

MR. ZANGWILL’S ADDRESS. 


The Pavilion Theatre, too, was overcrowded, and, as was the case at the 
People's Palace, tens of thousands could not gain entrance.

and the result justifies the speech of David to Gad: “Let me fatl now into the 
hand of the Lord, but let me not fall into the hand of man.” Even the kindest 
of all these couatries has never bsen a motherland —at best a step-mothsrland, 
Aad of all these step-mother lands the one in which the Jews have been most 
at home is Poland: Here for centuries a Jewish population has lived greater 
than the population of England in the days of Elizabeth. Hither they 
poured to escape the massacres of the Crusades and to Gill the commercial 
rile open to them in a country consisting only of nobles and peasants. Lither 
in the twelfth century they carried their old German language, now ko nas 
Yiddish, and here, under the autonomy of the Kahaland the Council of the 
Four Lands, they developed their own life and calture. The history of Jewry 
may almost be said to ke the history of Polish Jewry, for the Pale of Russia 
was only the share of old Poland that fell to Russia when Poland was cut up 
into three. Thus, although their life was always shadowed by blood-accusa- 
tions and massacres, the Polish Jews developed a love of Poland, and a patriot- 
ism as keen as that of the Poriftz, the nobleman who thought Jewish blood too 
vile to be mixed with his even in battle. At all the great crises in Polisb history, 
Jews fought side by side with Poles. When the Ukrainians, aided by the Cossacks, 
overran Poland, with every Polish priest hung up at the high altar was bung a 
dog anda Jew. “Freedom shrieked when Kosciuszko fell,” says Byron. But 
when Kosciuszko fell, a regiment of Jewish Volunteers, under the famous 
Yoselevitch, covered with their bodies the road to Warsaw, ; 

In the unsuccessful rising against Russia in 1830, another Jewish regiment 
took part, called, from their long beards, The Beardlings, and in the last revolt 
against Russia in 1863, 00 Rosh Hashanah the Jews of Warsaw prayed ia 
shool for the Polish cause, and sang the Polish hymn: “It is not yet over with 
Poland.” 

The Poles at that time issued a proclamation to the Jews, saying: 

“And it shall come to pass, when, with God's help, we shall free our country 
from the tyranny of Russia, w? shall enjoy in conmon the fruits of peace. You and 
your children shall be in unrestrictedi possession of all civil rights. For the Govern- 
ment of the People will not inquire into faith and religion, but solely into the place of 
birth.” 

Now, after fifty-six years, Poland is free from the tyranny of Russia, and 
how doss she keep her word? In the New York Demoastration, an the 
motion of Justice Hughes, the resolution that was unanimously carried aad 


-cabled to President Wilson began: 


“ Whereas, a series of massacres and excesses unparalleled for brutality and 
savagery have taken place during the past seven moaths against Jews in more than 
one hundred and twenty-six cities, towns, and villages in Poland, pagrom: in which 
jewish men, women, and children in every walk and station of Ive were tortured, 
killed and buried aliva, in which thousands of Jews were wounded, scores of wonen 
and young girls ravaged, in which countless Jewish homes were pillaged, their houses 
ruined, their business and proparty destroyed, wild and daatial orgies, in whieh oot 
even the sanctuaries of the Jews were spared, and dozens of synagogues were: burned 
dowa and their worshippers, old religious Jews, were moarcilessly shot and burned, 
together with their holy scrolis; and 

W herea;, the outra yas ware con nitte!d not oaly by violent and uncontrollable 
mos, but were instigated and organised. by agencies acting opealy in face of the 
existing Polish authorities, and the Pogrom propaganda and Pogrom activities ware 
couatenanced, and in manycases directly encouraged, by representatives of the Polish 
Goveram ant, a3 for instance in Lemberg, Galicia; where the Pogram was carried out 
mainly by the Polish Legionaries, members of the Polish army, led by their officers, 
who acted in an orginised manner, and ia the course of the two days’ massacre 
‘Novem 22ad and 23ed, 1918), killed 72 Jews, wounded 443, and looted and destroyed 
property valuad at 103,009,002 crowns, or, as for example, the tragedy of Pinsk, 
Lithuania, under Polish occupation, surpassiag in horror anything that had heretofore 
happened, when a paaceful maeting of seventy Jewish citizens held ts discass the 
distribution of ‘relief supplies sant by Amorica to save the people verging on 
destruction from starvation was raided by a division of Polish soldiers uader the 
com mand of its military officer, who orderad those present at the meting to bs led to 
the pudhe square, where ome out of every tw) were summarily shot without cause or 
trial—" 

I need not follow this terrible indictment further. It has been repeated in 
mvetingsin Switzerland, France, Italy, and other countries. And mixed with 
these horrors are petty tortures of every description. As the victorious troop; 
of General Haller pass through the beflagged stations, specially good sport is 
it to pall off the Jews’ béards.

THE AMUSEMENT OF CHRISTIAN POLAND. 


The Bearded Jews formed a regiment for her when she was oppressed, and now 
that she is free she pulls off their beards. But now comes a happy surprise. 
The State Department at Washington has issued an official declaration from 
Mr. Hugh Gibsoa, the Americana Minister to Poland, that he knows nothing about 
any atrocities against the Jews in Poland, Lithuania, and Galicia, with the excep- 
tion of the affairs at Vilna and Pinsk, and even these turn out to betrifles. Whata 
blesséd relief! All these horrors have never happened, these murdered womenand 
children are still alive and happy, these outraged girls are still immaculate. Al! 
these tears, prayers, and demonstrations, have been for nothing. For months now 
I have been reading in every Jewish paper accounts of blood-baths in hundreds of 
places, andevery one of these is false. There is a wicked pro«Germin bureau 
in Copenhagea, which invents all these pogroms, and scatters them broadcast 
in the hope of damaging the new Poland, the pst creation of the Allies. And, 
knowing as we do that the spirit of lying is abroad in the world as never before 
in human history, we hope for a moment that this is the real explanation, and 
that what has flowed is not blood but ink. How, indeed, could such a noble 
people as the Poies, with their pianist-president, descend to vulgar butcheries? 
Paderewski himself denies them, and demands a commission of inquiry. But 
doults begia to creep in again—the thing is too good to betrue. We remember 
that we are not wholly dependent on the Press, that, despite the censorship, 
mouth-to-mouth news can fly through the Jews of Europe. We remember Mr. 
Israel Cohen’s masterly report of nearly 150 pogroms made after a visit to these 
very regions——a report all the more masterful for its sobriety. We temember 
Mr. Elias. Tobenkin's articles in the New York Tribune after his return 
from Pinsk: There is the personal testimony of the non-Jew, Mr. 
Braiisford, in whose presence’ the Commandant of Pinsk threatened: 
“I shall barn down’ villages and shoot one in ten of the population” ; 
and on whose mind was left the overwhelming impression that Polish intolerance 
is incurable; there are copies of the Moment and Haint, of Warsaw, with a 
description of attacks and outrages in the very city inhabited by Mr, Gibson; 
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there are accounts in the Yiddishe Volk by»eye-witnesses of the pogrom in 
Kalisch ; there is a book devoted to the Lemberg pogrom, just published in 
-Msenna, with the depositions of 3,620 families who had to face the rioting mobs, 
the names of the 72 dead, and the list of the 442 houses set on fire in a pogrom 
prepared so carefully that the water was cut off that might have put out the 
flames. There is the protest addressed to Paderewski by the nine Jewish 
members of the Polish Diet— people in a better position to: know the facts than 
the American Mr. Gibson. Indeed, Paderewski himself threatens to punish any 
recurrence of these “ regrettable incidents.” 

, The British organ that champions the view that these pogroms are all 
invented to injure Poland is the New Europe, and one of its own staff bas 
protested in its Jast number against this ingenious hypothesis :— | 

‘What are the facts? I have been at some pains to examine into them from non- 
Jewish sources, and I venture to state, without fear of. contradiction, that the recent 
pogroms exceed, both in character and extent, any outrages that have taken place in 
recent years under the Tsarist régime. The Jewish population of Poland is living in 
a state of terror and suspense, subject to perpetual insult and persecution and 
deprived of adequate protection. huedeede have been r.assacred, thousands 
rendered homeless and destitute. In some cases, as in the notorious 
instance at Pinsk, which was recently raised in the House of Commons, tht 
Polish ,authorities: were themselves responsible for the massacre; in others, they 
have connived at popular outbreaks. In the last week of April and the first few days 
of May, for instance, pogroms broke out over a wide district in Western Galicia. 
Outrages were allowed to go on unchecked so long as they were directed against the 
jews, but were put down at once by the trcops, when, after satiating their animus 
against the jews, the peasants began to direct their attention to the landowners. 

But none of these stories is so convincing as a little fact reported ina 
Philadelphia paper. In that city 40,000 Jews recently marched peacefully as a 
protest against the massacres, and next day, in a Polish quarter of that city, the 
police had to intervene to protect the Jews against the Polish mob. The stories 
of Polish brutality were a libel, they declared ; and a poor Jewish pediar now 
hes in the bospital as a proof of Polish gentleness. Even a Polish Commission 
in Galicia has admisted robbery and damage on a large scale, while

against pogroms is extraordinarily like a confession. No, much as I would like 
to believe Mr. Gibson, i am afraid I must put my faith in the Jewish deputy, 
Griinbaum, whom even the Polish paper, Saym, allows to say :— 

The sacred moments of the rejuvenation of Poland were to us the worst moments 
that we have had in recent times. We have lived to experience massacres which we 
ourselves have not believed, until recently, to be possible. Wedo not want to employ 
this moment to describe thoroughly the picture of these bloody and terrible outrages. 
What pains us.is that the Polish people have not raised one voice in protest. against 
this terrible savagery. Westate categorically that the Governments have not used 
the power that they had to crush, right at the outset, all these outrages against the 
hfe and property of the citizens. They have not even investigated and punished the 
guilty ones toa sufhcientdegree. Up tothis day there is a terrible anti-Jewish terror 
raging in this land, a terror that is being supported continually through the undis- 
turbed anarchy of the soldiers, and contributions, searches and requisitions that are 
being made exclusively in Jewish quarters. 

As if to destroy my last hopes of Mr. Gibson's accuracy, a Polish Professor 
at Cracow University, in a long letter to the Times of June 24th, to explain the 
reasons of Jewish unpopularity, commences by saying: “ As further outbreaks 
of anti-Semitism have just occurred in this town, with casualties even heavier 
than during last year's riots. . . .” In one sense, indeed, there ave been 
no pogroms; there has been one long pogrom that has never ceased. I am 
afraid that. Mr, Gibson is like the idols described by the Psalmist: “Eyes 
bave they but they see not, ears have they but they hear not.” Thereisa 
witty definition of the director of a company, as a man who knows nothing of 
the company except that he directs its affairs, and in the same way the ministers 
and ambassadors in a country are those who usually know least of it. I shall 
be surprised to hear that Mr. Gibson speaks or even understands Polish. More- 
over, we believe stories according as they are probable or not. If the Poles 
had been notable for their friendliness to the Jews, we should have been indeed 
surprised to hear of these massacres. But quite the contrary! We have been, 
alas! expecting them. Since 1912 there has been an economic boycott against 
the Jews because they would not vote for an anti-Semite at Warsaw. 

But even this was only a pretext, for, strange to say, Poland had grown 
prosperous under Kussia, which bad relieved it of the crushing hand of the old 
nobility : and the Poles were beginning to fret at the commercial success of 
their Jews, and anxious to evolve a commercial class of their own. Hence a 
bitter rivalry. Paderewski denies or belitties the pogroms, but Dmowski 
bas always gloried in the boycott. It was bis idea. So savage was the boycott 
that Russia had to interfere, not in the interests of the Jews, but to keep down 
the overweeniug Polish national spirit. The movement of Kussian Jews west- 
ward into Poland was also regarded as playing the Russian game. The war 
gave the Poles the opportunity of revenge. When the Kussians invaded 
Galicia, they denounced the Jews as pro-Germans, hostile to the conquerors. 
When the Austrians recaptured a town, they denounced the Jews as pro- 
Russians. What wonder if

These, too, were denied. Sazonoff denied them for Russia, which was still 
responsible for Poland. And they were denied by England, which considered 
itself responsible for Russia, All who tried to prove them were accused of 
being pro-Germans and inventing slanders against Russia to weaken the Allies. 
Well. do 1 remember the difficulty of telling the truth about Russia in those 
days. Russia was then a saintly Steam-Koller. Nevertheless you wil! find the 
truth about those pogroms proclaimed in my book, “ The War for the World,” 
published in the middle of the war. And now when we are told that the new 
pogroms also had no existence, we cannot help suspecting so strange a coinci- 
dence. The spirit of lying is not confined to Copenhagen. It is the policy of 
the Allies to re-establish Poland, not out of love of Poland, but out of hatred 
of Germany, and for the greater glory of France. At the Peace Conference in 
1815, Alexander I. of Russia proposed the restoration and reunion of Poland, and 
he had almost persuaded Prussia to agree with it. But France and England 
smashed up his plan. Now these countries want a Poland as large as possible, 
a Poland stretched beyond even the Fourteen Principles. It would be awkward 
for them if the most important creation of the Paris Conference—that Confer- 
ence which is to make the world safe for democracy and to protect righteous- 
ness and small peoples—if the new Poland should show itself more barbarous 
than the countries ont of which it bas been pieced together again, if it proveda 
shambles rather than a State. 


660,000 Jews, will be attached to Péland, and it will be attached to Poland and 
not to the Ukraine because of the atrécities committed by the Ukrainian troops 
during their occupation of the country. Poor Peace Conference! If the Poles 
are proved to be as barbarous as the Ukrainians, the Powers will have to find 
another reason for enlarging Poland. There is a story of a wretched man 
forcing his way to a millionaire’s room, pouring out his tale of wee, and 
reducing his listener to tears. Finally the millionaire rang for his footman and 
said: “ John, this man is breaking my heart, Turn him out.” Somewhat 
similar is the attitude of the Paris potentates to the Polish Jews, Some of 
them are really humane. But they are afraid to-hear things that would upset 
their —— And so censors and parasites can always be found to bush things 
up. uteven in the interests of high politics, civilisation dare not tbus bush 
up murder, And.

For on what 
a population have they been committed? A population already impoverished 
and broken up by years of war, hunger and disease. Eales” 

Mr. Bernard Horw ch, representative of the American Joint Distribution 
Committee in Poland, a distributor of the twenty-five million dollars collected 
by the American Jewish Relief Committee, the Central Relief Committee, and the 
People’s Relief Comm ttee, says, that of the 350,000 Jews in Warsaw one quarter 
are famishing, and 135,000 receive a mark aday. Persons die daily of under- 
feeding. Hundreds of families live on a single plate of soup from the soup 
kitchen, and sometimes the soup is exhausted before the last of the queue 's 
reached. Children of eight to ten years are so weak that they have to be carried, 
their bones growing soft. In many houses of Warsaw bed-linen is absent, having 
been used up for the corpses. Children of eight to ten may be seen running 
around the streets at midnight, having lost all their family. One boy of thirteen 
had the charge of three smaller brothers and sisters. He saw eighteen persons 
Aving ina cold and filthy hole too bad for a dog. 

The American Jewish Relief Committee published in mid-May a statement 
of Dr. Haim I. Davis, a Major in the United States Red Cross Commission to 
Poland. Hs said the younger generation of Jews was virtually wiped out :— 

“If the Jews of America could see the Jewish suffering that I have seen, they 
would never be able to sit down to another meal until they had pledged their last 
farthing they cou'd give to the relief of their fellows who are dying like flies in Warsaw, 
Pinsk, Brest-Litovsk, and other parts of the new Poland. Jews in America have 
butter on their bread, but thousands upon thousands of Polish Jews have neither seen 
or eaten bread for months. In Warsaw, I visited thegargest Jewish hospital. It had 
700 beds and was trying to care for 1,100 patients, practically without medicine or 
disinfectants of any kind. There was not even any coal to warm water for bathing the 
patients, for the Poles were fighting one of the other new nations for possession of the 
coal-fields. While I was in the hospital a Jewish baby was born. The mother of that 
baby had no food of any kind for four days. Mothers in this country can perhaps 
imagine the anguish of the Jewish mother who gave life to the child only to know it 
must starve to death. This case was not the exception but the rule. I travelled 2,000 
miles in Poland, and in every city, town and village emaciated Jewish children 
piteously cried for bread. Poland is a purgatory, not made by God but by man, and, 
in it human beings are suffering untellable tortures.” 

Miss Lowenstein, Head of the Commission of American Jews, cabled from 
Paris on May 20:b :— 

Condition of people in small towns Lithuania is desperate. People have no food 
at all and are actually starving. They are reduced to making soup from poison ivy. 
Experienced military officials who have seen the situation, cried like children when 
face to face with terrible starvation and typhus conditions in Lida, Children in public 
institutions look like skele:ons. . . . Situation in Lithuania and in the parts of 
White Russia already visited, much more terrible than had been thought possible, 


| even in the light of all previous reports. 


Such is the population upon which Polish hooligans launch their insults 
and atrocities. Nor is the situation better in the Ukraine, where women have 
been outraged, men shot in bodies, or done to death under the knout. The 
army of Petlura, in its retreat, was like a wave of massacre. On the 14th 
February, at a town in the Government of Kieff, a band of fifty young girls was 
given over to a brutal soldiery. Eighty per cent. of the population were killed 
and wounded, and their bodies thrown to the swine, who were guarded in their 
meal by an armed force. Similar pogroms occurred in other towns. 
Thousands perished. Doctors and nurses were forbidden to help under 
pain of death, And yet the Ukrainian Government is at least superior to the 
Polish, inasmuch as it has made a Ministry of Jewish Affairs, has denounced the 
massacres, and has awarded eight million roubles in compensation, though 
refusing to punish the guilty. In the Ukrainian newspapers you read that it is 


the Poles who have massacred both Ukrainians and Jews; in the Polish news- ° 


papers you read that it is the Ukrainians who have massacred both Poles and 
Jews! But it is always the Jews that are among the massacred. In Rumania 
and in Bessarabia, which the Allies have helped to restore to her, the condition 
of the Jews is described as appalling. And in Eastern Hungary the Jews stand 
horrified before the threatened Rumanian invasion. What is the pretext for 
these ubiquitous onslaughts on the Jews in East Europe? Well, many excuses 
are offered for these massacres which haven't happened. Profiteering is one, 
Bolshevism is another. As if these two accusations are not equally true of non- 
Jews! But whatever movement springs up in the world, some of our fourteen 
million Jews are sure to be in it, so that if you are to punish all Jews for the acts 
of individual Jews, you may always be sure of a stick to beat your dog with. 
At the worst there is always the Jewish refusal to accept Christ. That is not 
nowadays the reason of the Polish persecutions, it is the refusal to accept 
Polishism, the Polish Professor at Cracow assures us. During the war, he 
complains, the Jews of German Poland and Austrian Poland showed an “‘un- 
hesitating and absolute loyalty to Germany and Austria” while the Poles were 
in sullen opposition. What an

to any country that treats them even moderately well! The Professor says that 
it was because they believed Germany would win. What a monstrous 
suggestion! The Professor forgets that it is a century and a quarter since the 
last vestige of Poland disappeared from the map, and half a century since its 
very name was blotted out, The overwhelming majority of its Jews were born 
under other Governments. A free Poland can only be a faint hearsay to them. 
It is all very well for the Poles proper to keep alive this tradition and hope. 
They could hardly expect the Jews, who did not even speak Polish, to tend the 
sacred flame perpetually astheydid. The Jews had a sacred flame of their own 
to tend, the flame of their own historic memories, so much older than the most 
ancient tradition of Poland. Jt is this sense of separateness that now appears 
in them everywhere throughout Eastern Europe, and supplies their enemies 
with a handle somewhat more solid than the illogical charges we have 
hitherto considered. For they are now demanding minority rights as a 
nationality. An unheard-of insolence, say the critics: it means that you are 
opposed to Polish, Ukrainian, or Rumanian nationality, that you wish to build 
a State within a State. Even friends of Zionism, like Gustave Hervé in 
France, say that no European State would grant it. He overlooks that Austria 
was organised on this very basis. It is a strange thing that the Poles and 
Ukrainians, just released from the rule of brutal majorities that for centuries 
have tried in vain to destroy their languages, should be astounded that a 
minority within their ‘ewn bosom should desire to guard its own tongue, At 
Vilna the Jewish community has been forbidden to hold meetings unless in the 
Polish language. And many cannot speak Polish. The Poles themselves will 
have minorities ia: German Austria and in Czecho-Slovakia. How wiil they like 
it if they are forced to speak only German or Czech ? 
The problem of Jewish national rights is 


THE GREAT QUESTION OF THE MOMENT, 


It will divide Jewry more passionately even than Zionism, because the question 
is more burning and actual. I have given careful thought to it with, if any- 


thing, a prejudice against Jewish national righis, which, I felt, should be con- . 


fined to Palestine. But I have come to the conclusion that when countries 
contain considerable racial minorities, no other arrangement is reasonable 
President Wilson told the Paris Conference: “ We are here to see , 
people in the world shall choose its own masters and guide its own destinies 
not as we wish, but as it wishes.” The Jewish people have as much right to 
this protection as any other, And this right has already been acknowledged by 
Czecho-Slovakia and by the Ukraine, and Poland cannot refuse it. When the 
war began, a Polish Committee ‘sat at Paris, which had the function of 
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guaranteeing that this or that suspected person was a Pole, and not a real 
German or Austrian, to be interned as an alien enemy. When a Polish Jew came 
before this Committee for a certificate, he was turned down and the authorities 
were told not even that he was a Jew, but that he wasa German. Now when 
the Poles are taking a census in East Galicia, where they are outnumbered by 
the Ukrainians to the tune of 350,000, they are anxious to reckon the 660.000 


Jews as Poles, and indeed hundreds who have refused to register themselves as 


Poles bave been interned. But the Jews are neither Ukrainians nor Poles, and 
when the two rival races fought each other for the possession of Lemberg, 
the Jews, both justly and prudently, declared their neutrality. Hence 
the pogrom of Lemberg, when the Poles were victorious. But this 
civil war in Galicia is a complete justification of the view that the Jews 
are a nationality apart. Just think! On the other theory, if the Ukra.sians bad 
obtained Lemberg, the Jews would have been Ukrainians. As it is, they are 
Poles. And if Germany bad won, they would have been Austrians again. And 
during the days the battle was raging, and part of the city was in the bands of 
one combatant and part in the hands of another, the Jews of some streets 
would be Poles and of the other streets Ukrainians, and if you crossed the 
road or called on your cousin in another quarter, you might change your 
nationality. I have heard of a case in the war where the Jews would have thus 
changed their nationality four or five times. Surely nationality is confused 
with citizenship. The Jew must seek the peace of every city of which he is 
a citizen, but a country or a nation may embrace several nationalities in 
patriotic co-operation, Union is strength, but union need not be unity. The 
Polish jews, who have already had a Jewish national life in Poland, naturally 
expect to resume it when Poland is re-established. 

There are in Paris appealing to the Peace Conference many bodies 
of Jewish representatives—but all from every part of the world and 
of every shade of thought have joined together in a federation; 
all except one body, the British delegation representing the Anglo- 
Jewish Association and the Deputies of British Jews, It is a thousand 
pities that at this great crisis in Jewish history—the greatest since the 
fall of Palestine—all could not come with one demand: But on the question 
of Jewish national rights both parties have agreed except on one point—whether 
the Jews shall have separate representation in Parliament. I need not say it is 
the British body that stands out upon this. But upon everything else—equal 
civil, religious, and political rights, liberty of language, and of separate schools 
—both parties are atone. The case for a Jewish minority existence is thus con- 
ceded,.. For this matter of separate Jewish representation is not so important 
as it seems—it is not at all a case of a State within a State, you see: it is merely 
a matter of proportional representation. Even with absolute equality on paper, 
there are still parts of Poland where a Jew may not live. There are always 
ways in which a majority can oppress a minority, unless it is protected by its 
Parliamentary representatives, and even then! If the Jews are, as the Poles 
say, fourteen per cent., then out of five hundred Members of Parliament they 
ought to have seventy. But actually they have only nine. By jerrymandering 
the cons'ituencies and throwing in the big Jewish towns with the rural parishes, 
the Poles have almost neutralised Jewish political power. These nine deputies 
have not even been able to bring forward a resolution against the po.roms, 
because that requires fifteen signatures, and even half-a-dozen Socialists cannot 
bs found to help them. It is the Pritish view that seems to have prevailed 
atthe Paris Conference, despite Dr. Caster's fine letter tothe Times. We must 
bé grateful to the Paris Conference, which, with all its faults, has drawn up

on all save this one point, And we cannot thank sufficiently all those Jewish 
bodies which have laboured to bring about this noble result. If they have not 
yet achieved a certain triumph, for all the small nationalities are protesting 
violently at this interference with their internal affairs, it is something to have 
got the true principles of government admitted even on paper. Since, however, 
the League of Nations shares with the old Polish Diet the absurdity that dec sions 
must be unanimous, and since Poland can always get one Power on her side, I 
hardly see how these principles are to be enforced. Surely the best guarantee 
would be a large body of Jews in the House according to proportional repre- 
sentation. That only means electing by committees instead of by districis—it 
is no such great revolution. So that we are brought back to the conclusion 
that by its opposition to full national rights the British delegation has 
endangered even those rights it has secured. Without adequate political 
representation, the Charter they bave acquired may be, like the old Kumanian 
agreement, a scrap of paper. Meantime the Poles protest passionately that they 
are being treated like a set of Central African savages. It is what they 
have shown themselves, but it is not what they are treated as. For the African 
savages are not allowed a sovereignty over other tribes; they are placed under 
the guardianship of the League of Naticns till they have grown civilised. 
That is what sheuld be done with the Poles. And if the Powers are looking 
out for a civilised Power to act as guardian of the Poles, I would respecifully 
suggest the Jews. Indeed, I must confess that, looking at the bestial and 
disorganised state of the world to-day, I sometimes suspect that the Jews onght 
to have a mandate forall Europe. Butif the Poles are protesting passionately, 
the small body of Jewish assimilators—who counted only 3,000 votes at 
Warsaw out of 70,000—are still more violenily agitated. A delegation has 
hastened to Paris to demand that éven these limited national rights shall not be 
given to the Jews. The Polish Jew used to speak of the Mah-Youfes Jew, who, 
at the bidding of the Polish nobleman, would stand on one leg while repeating 
the Sabbath hymn. The breed has evidently not died out. But what is to 
prevent these gentlemen going over to Polish nationality? Even grovelling 
minorities have their rights. Or they can emigrate—for this is what the Poles 
demand of all Jews, and the three thousand who are so anxious to please the 
Poles should be the first to gratify them. That will pleaseall parties. Butthe 
three millions will not emigrate. They have no money to go with, no land to 
goto. America may be half closed, Palestine can only receive its thousands. 
Not in emigration, but in co-operation, is the solution of the Polish-Jewish 
question. Three million people cannot so easily pull up theirstakes, Besides, 
the new Poland cannot do without the Jews, Itis a problem if even with them 
it can keep its head above water. 

The Jews are abused as profiteers, but in 1914-1915, when the Russians 
invaded Galicia, and prohibited Jewish commerce there, the population nearly 
died of starvation. Were they really to emigrate, Poland would sink far lower 
than Spain. It is strange tbat a country should fail to understand that an 
industrious population is a greater treasure than gold mines. And this popula- 
tion is no less gifted artistically. Poland may have its Paderewski, but we have 


our Moiseiwitsch. Let the generousrivalry in arts and affairs be the only strife 


between the two races. Tor the Poles misunderstand if they think the Jewish 
national rights mean that the Jews wish to see Poland aod exploit the Poles. 
Just as anxious as the Poles are to go into business, so anxious are the Jews to 
get out of it, to go into the professions and into agriculture, and if they want 
their own schools, it is merely to transform and raise themselves 
to a higher moral level, to uplift thémselves and their common 
country, They are not unconscious of their faults and failings. They 
are ready to forgive and to be forgiven. The Polish Government is said to 
meditate, in the event of the Jews acquiring Palestine, putting the affairs of their 
Jews under their Foreign Office. This is like the petulant gesture of a naughty 
child. The three million Jews are not, and will not be, Palestinians, they will 
be Polish citizens of the Jewish nationality. And the sooner Poland settles 
down to realise this the better. She ought only to thank God that she is so 
miraculously restored, and not begrudge a little liberty to others. And her

aod her thanksgiving. They can understand aod make allowance for the fervour 


of patriotism in a country so miraculously new-born. They can understand the 
frenzy of a nationalism too long repressed. I can remember our friend, Dr. 
Jochelman, telling me how he once went into a shop in Warsaw and asked in 
Polish for some cigarettes. It was the only Polish word he knew. The old 
woman behind the counter beamed and produced of her best. He then asked for 
a box of matches in Russian. “No, no,” said the old woman, “you must ask 
in Polish.” “I cannot,” heconfessed. “ You can; and if you won't, I shan't 
serve you.” Dr. Jochelman went away without either cigarettes or matches, but 
in a glow of enthusiasm for Poland. “Such a people,” he thought to himself, 
“is immortal. Poland must live again.” Of all the peoples in the 
world none is in fact. more naturally apt to appreciate this heroism 
than the Jews. The fall of Poland, like the fall of Palestine, produced 
a diaspora. Everywhere the sons of Poland wandered forth, and they 
became the crusaders of liberty, fighting for. all enslaved peoples on all the 
batriers of Europe. We Jews, whose fate is similar, can only lament the blind- 
nessand madness which is now spoiling their finest moment. Even the Germans, 
when they conquered Russian Poland, revived the Jewish Kaha/l. Shall Poles 
be less magnanimous than their old oppressors? Lut if the Poles wil! not have 
our friendship, they must haveourhatred. We are notso helpless A “C.O.” 
told me that when he was in prison he heard a scuttering, and, standing on his 
stool to look out of the bars of his window, he saw there in the prison yarda 
hawk killing a sparrow. He felt so powerless to help the litt'e bird, so cut off. 
We Jews, too, have no power of interfering directly when the hawk swoops 
down on the sparrow. But alfsolutely helpless we are not. Let the Poles 
make no mistake. We are no longer the Jews whom the nobles could make 
sport of, as the Philistines made sport of the poor, blind S mson; we area 
proud people, conscious of our past and our greatness. in the language of 
President Wilson, we have the right to go our “own way of development, un- 
hindered, unthreatened, unafraid.” And history, which has shown the Tsar, 
the common oppressor of Jew and Pole, cowering in a cellar like the most 
miserable Jew in a Russian pogrom, will reserve no kinder fate to any Polish 
Pharaoh who, untaught by the lesson of three thousand years, dares to siamp 
upon the chikiren of Israel, 


Mr. J. D. Kitry, M.P., in moving a resolution of protest, said that he 
joined in the protest against the Polish cruelties and he also protested against the 
Allies for nat taking drastic measures tostop the pogroms. The Jews had shed 
not less blood in the war than had other peoples. For himself, he would do 
everything within bis power to help them. 

Dr. JOCHELMAN, in seconding the resolution, made a moving speech which 
caused general weeping. 

Mr. H. N. BrRatLsrorp related some of his personal experiences whilst in 
Poland, where he saw anti-Semiitic pamphlets being distributed in Warsaw and 
elsewhere. It was impossible for him to convey to them his sad impressions of 
the pogroms in Brest-Litovsk and Pinsk. When the Russians quetted the 
towns they burnt the Jewish quarter. The pogrom victims rotted in the damp 
cellars, When the Jewish doctor died, the Jews had no medical aid, as the 
Polish doctors refused to attend to Jews. With the arrival of the Poles n 
those cities, real hell opened for the Jews. With cold brutality be was 
informed by the commandant of Pinsk that he would destroy all Jewish houses 
and stamp out al the Jews.

Mr. SIONEY WEDB wrote 

I am sorry that my absence at Southport at the Labour Party Conference 
will prevent my taking part in your meeting on the 26th inst., in protest against 
the intolerable oppression and cruelty to which the Jewish population in various 
countries are now being subjected. I feel sure that you havethe hearty support 
of the Labour Pariy in demanding that effective action should be taken to secure 
for the Jews, as for all other minorities, not only security, but also full freedom 
of trade, religion, and education. I am glad to think that it was the British 
Labour Party that first inseried in proposals for peace a clause demanding not 
merely such elementary rights of freedom for the Jews, but also the restoration 
of Palestine. 

Col. |. C. WepGwoop, M.P., wrote: 

I am sorry I cannot get to your meeting. The Polish pogroms are part, 
an essential part, of the campaign of reaction supported everywhere by Kome 
and the Imperialists. 


Mr. J. H. Worrat, Chairman, and Mr. L. V. Hooper, Secretary of the Central 
Lodge of the Independent Order of Business Men (44, Bedford Row, 
W.C.), wrote: | 

This Association deeply sympathises with the movement to be set on foot 
at your meeting on the 26th inst. They feel that hard-working business people 
are being slaughtered in Poland in response to a devilish war-lust possessed by 
in-humans, and they join you in wishing your movement the blessing of the 
Almighty, knowing that it aims at saving industrious men and women for the 
carrying on of their peace-loving proclivities and working their destinies by their 
arduous efforts. 

Messages were also received from the Archbishop of York, Sir Donald 
Maclean, M.P,, Lord Henry Cavendish Bentinck, M-P., Mr. J. RK. Clynes, 
M.P., Professor Dicey, and others. The Secretary of the Pavilion meeting 
was Mr. A. Nunes Vaz, and of the People's Palace meeting, Mr. J. L. Fine. 


MEETING IN HYDE PAKK. 


Failing to gain admittance to Queen's Hall, the great procession, with its 
draped flags and banners, continued its march through Oxford Street to Hlyde 
Park, where an overflow protest meeting was held, and where striking scenes 
were witnessed. In the open space close to the Marble Arch were assembied 
many thousands of Jews and Jewesses. The long march from the East had 
evidently told on the strength of several of the elder men and women, for they 
could be observed resting in groups on the grass. Order reigned everywhere. 
Some of the vehicles that formed part of the procession were used as improvised 
platforms, around which thousands congregated to listen to the stirring words 
of protest uttered by the various speakers. On one platform could be seen an 
Alter Yid wearing the regulation “top bat,” pouring forth in Yiddish, with all 
the strength at his conymand, asolemn protest against the terrible atrocities on our 
people in Poland. On another platform was a baaner containing the words “ \Ve 
discharged and demobilised Jewish soldiers, who have fought for the rights of 
smaller nations, appeal to Great Britain to put a stop to the murders of the Jews 
in Poland.” Speaker followed speaker in quick succession. Their words, spoken 
straight from the heart, brought tears to many eyes. The impressive spectacle 
was marred only by the remarks of some unfriendly Christian spectators. 
“They ought all to be sent back to Jerusalem,” came from: one; whilst another 
burst forth with the words: “If they had all joined up, England would have

had a big Army.” A more orderly concourse of people, surely, nevér entered the 
precincts of the park. 


SOME EAST END IMPRESSIONS. 


An East End correspondent writes:—The scenes last Thursday were 
unprecedented in the annals ef Anglo-Jewish history. Never before has this 
metropolis witnessed such a compact body of Jews and Jewesses. From the 
People’s Palace to the Pavilion Theatre there was one huge mass of all 
sorts and conditions of Jews. One wondered where they all came from. 
One had never realised that there were so many Jews in London, The 
number of Jews participating in the monster protest demonstration is variously 


estimated at from 100,000 to 120,000. Young and old, they all flocked to 


demonstrate their sorrow and indignation, They came from every quarter, 
impelled by an inner call—ihe call of the blood. 

Shops and factories were closed, but the synagogues were open from early 
in the morning, and were filled with praying and fasting congregations of men 
In many instances the “day of mourning” was observed more 
strictly even than Yom Kippur. Certain establishments that are open on Ros/s 
Hashanah were closed last Thursday. The Yiddish dailies did not appear on 
that day, but were published the previous evening. 

The meetings (which were held simultaneously) over, the great processions 
started from the People’s Palace, the crowd in and outside the Pavilion Theatre 
falling in subsequently. 

Mr. and Mrs. Zangwill, Dr. Schmarya Levin, Dr. Victor Jacobson, Dr. 
Samuel Daiches, and Dr. Jochelman, and Madame Kalisch were amongst those 
who marched either part or the whole of the long route. 


OTHER LONDON SERVICES, 


A special service was held at the Shepherd's Bush Synagogue yesterday 
week, in the morning. The Rev. M. Brown officiated and the Revs. G. Kirsner 
delivered an address. His appeal for financial help for the sufferers imme- 
diately realised over /57. 

A special service was held at the Wellington Road Synagogue, Stoke 
Newington. At its conclusion, the congregants passed a resolution of protest 
against the atrocities and called upon the British and Allied Governments to 
take prompt measures to prevent the massacres and outrages being continued. 

At the Victoria and Chelsea (Associate) Synagogue, a special service was 
beld and was largely attended. ; 

At a meeting of the members of the Wandsworth and Balham Synagogue, 
held on Sunday, a resolution was passed strongly protesting against the pogroms 
in Poland. 

A meeting of young people was held by the Sinai League at the Philpot 
Street Great Synagogue on Tlrursday, and was attended by over a thousand 
young men and young women, and members of the general public. Mr. A. M. 
Adler, Chairman of the League, presided. Rabbi Dr. M. Jung addressed the 
meeting in Yiddish and in English, and said that “ Tchuva” was also necessary 
besides “Tefillah.” He called on the meeting to give “Zedakah” for the 
widows and orphans of the victims of the pogroms. Rabbi Harris Cohen, 
said that it was in Poland and Galicia that the bearers of the Torah lived, 
and they were to-day confronted with the danger of extermination. Mr. E. I. 
Spiers, M.A., proposed a resolution protesting against the pogroms. Mr. 
H. A. Goodman seconded, and. Rabbi M. Schwarz supported, the resolution, 
which was passed unanimously. More than /40 was raised for the relief of the 
sufferers in Poland. 


A memorial service was held at the South Hackney Talmud Torah, on 
Thursday. After the Mincha service, Mr. A. Gavourin, the headmaster, 
delivered an address to a large audience of scholars and parents. The service 
concluded with a special memorial prayer, which was recited by the scholars. 


WOOLWICH. 

On Wednesday week a public meeting of protest against the pogroms was 
held at the New Town Hall, Woolwich. Councillor C. H. Langham presided. 

The Secretary read messages expressing sympathy with the objects of the 
meeting or apologies for unavoidable absence from Lord Robert Cecil, the 
Archbishop of York, Mr. J. R. Clynes, M.P., Mr. Sidney Webb, Mr. W, 
Crooks, M.P., and the local branch of the 1,L.P. : 

The Chairman said he was there that night as a representative of the 
Labour Party, which had always fought persecution and injustice wherever it 
might be found. From the news which, be might say, filtered through the 
Press it was evident that the Jews in Poland were being murdered, tortured, and 
ill-treated in every possible way. It was nigh time that the Government were 
appealed toin order to put a stop to the pogroms, and to clear the name of Great 
Britain from the stigma of being indifferent. 

Haham Dr. Gaster said that they had met in the name of justice and 
humanity, which had been outraged in a manner unheard of, to demand that 
after all the sacrifices which had been made in order that a new era should 
dawn, there should now be no equivocation, but that the Go: ernment should. 
pay heed to those principles for which those great sacrifices had been made. 
(Applause.) They must not be deceived by smooth words or kind promises, 
They knew very well that een treaties were sometimes regarded as but “scraps 
of paper”; but. there was one “scrap of paper” which was not torn up—a 
cheque ; and he appealed to them to boycott Poland, and not to hand over 
their cheques until they had got guarantees of Polish reform. (Applause.) 

Councillor Tynemouth then moved the following resolution : . 

“This mass meeting of Woolwich inhabitants, held at the Town Hall 
Woolwich, on Wednesday, June 25, 1919, under the Chairmanship of Councillor 
Langham, profoundly moved by the continued pogroms against the Jews in 
Poland and other regions of Eastern Europe, expresses its burning indignation 
at these massacres of a population already exceptionally tried by the War. and 
demands that the Peace Conference shall immediately put a stop to them and 
insert in the Peace Treaty effective guarantees for all national minorities and 
completerespect for their civil and political rights.” Mr. M. Horsburgh seconded 
and Mr. M. Shire and the Rev. G. J. Bayley supported the resolution. 
Mr. Bayley said that he had come as one of the audience, but bad been asked 
to take a place on the platform, and felt that be could not do otherwise than 
accept the invitation. (Applause). But he would like it to be understood that 
he did so, quite definitely, as a Christian and as a priest of the Church of 
England. He had no mandate from his Church, and represented no one but 
himself, though he felt that he did, in fact, represent the Church of England 
in protesting against the great disgrace that was going on in Poland. The. 
resolution was unanimously carried, Dr. M. Barst and Mr. J. Sheppard. 
subsequently addressed the meeting. 


On Thursday, a special service was held at the Poplar Associate Synagogue, 
The special prayers, as suggested by the Chief Rabbi, were read, and the service 
lasted two hours, After the Ei Maleh Rachamim for the victims had been 
intoned, a collection was made. About £40 was obtained. 

A short service was held at the South London (Borough) Schools on Th ursday 
morning. The Rev. M. Roseabaum officiated and delivered an address, and the 
children read appropriate portions of the Prayer Book. | 

On Wednesday week a special service in connection with the “Day of 
Mourning was held for the pupils attending the Poplar Talmud Torah and,

Provincial Meetings and Services. 


MANCHESTER. 
ADDRESS BY HAHAM Dr. GASTER. 
(FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.) 


Three bodies co-operated in arranging for the observance of a day of 
mourning and protest against the pogroms in Poland—viz., the Council of 
Manchester and Salford Jews, the Zionist Central Council, and the Jewish 
National Labour Council. 

On Thursday afternoon a mass meeting was held at the Derby Hall, which 
was very crowded. 

Mr. Jerome Jacopns, who presided, said that the meeting had been called for 
afour-fold purpose—to mourn, to protest, todemand, andtohelp. 1, Tomourn 
for our murdered brethren who laid buried in the 150 cemeteries in Poland. 
2. To protest against the people who have committed such terrible atrocities. 
3. To demand that pogroms be stopped entirely and rights given to the Jews. 
4. To assist the poor ruined victims of these excesses. 

Rabbi YOrrey, in an eloquent and impressive address, moved a resolution 
expressing condemnation of the pogroms, and calling upon the British Govern- 
ment to put an end to the atrocities. He said the sacrifices which Jews had 
made during the war had inspired them with the hope that they would after- 
wards be able to live a life of freedom and peace, but instead a testimonal of 
innocent blood had been presented to them. He deplored the apathy of the 
world at large at the atrocities. 

Mr. NEVILLE J]. LASKI seconded the motion, and pointed out that the 
martyrdom of Belgium was nothing compared with the sufferings of the Jews in 
Poland. 

Other speakers were Messrs. H, Sacker, N. I. Adler, J. Locker, Gelernter, 
and Reynolds. 

A substantial collection was made. 

A HESPED. 


Rabbi Yoffey delivered a Hesped at the New Synagogue at a special service, 
after which a collection for the sufferers by the pogroms was made, resulting 
in about £180. 

A special service was held, and the synagogue, which was draped in black, 
was crowded. About two hundred pupils of the Talmud Torah were present. 
The service was conducted by the Revs. H. Newman and H. Levin, with choral 


| 


accompaniment. Rabbi Dr. B. Salomon delivered an address, in the course of 
which he said: “Great ravages, horrors of desfitution, suffering, and misery 
prevail among the Jewsin Poland. The past has created for them misfortune and 
distress. The present gives them a wild and disastrous aspect, and the futare pic- 
tures to them a dreadful and threatening image. It is man's inhumanity to man 
which has caused the blessed fields of brotherhood and humanity to be flooded by 
the sanguinary waves of animosity and religious hatred, destroying thousands of 
prosperous, hopeful lives, laying .in ruins hundreds of happy homes, in which 
now the voice of song is silenced, tears are shed, and hunger suffered. Gad calls * 
Himself the Guardian of Israel, but Jews must become, in a smaller degree, the 
guardian of their distressed brothers and sisters. The utmost must be done to 
rescue them from their pitiless foes, and to sénd a ray of sunshine into their — 
orphaned and widowed homes. For that purpose they had assembled to show 
their practical sympathy with their unfortunate brethren, that they may let the 
black clouds of hatred and violence hovering over them in the land of Poland. 
No more scathing denunciation of our vaunted progress could be found than the 
state of Europe at the present moment. Universal peace, international arbitra- 
tion, disarmament, have all been shown to be but the figments of a fantastic 
dream.” A collection followed. ° 


Mass MEETING. 


One of the largest and most enthusiastic audiences ever seen in Manchester 
was assembled on Thursday evening to hear Haham Dr. Gaster, who had 
travelled especially from London after having addressed a large gathering that 
morning. 

Mr. NATHAN LASKI, J.P., presided. 

Mr. Neville J. Laski read letters received by Dr. Gaster from Lord Henry 
Cavendish Bentinck, part of which stated: “Public opinion in England will 
demand, I am sure, that those who differ from the majority of their countrymen 
in race or religion shall receive the protection promised to them in the Peace 
Treaty, so that the new civilisation which we are all striving to build up may 
not be disgraced by acts of bigotry and intolerance repugnant to every sense of 
justice and humanity.” 

Lord Robert Cecil wrote in part: “I trust it may be possible to insert 
safeguards against the outrages and insults to which the Jewish people in 
Central and Eastern Europe have too often been subjected. If the Government 
in that part of the world desire to retain the respect and support of the Western 
democracies, they must put an end once and for all to this crying scandal,” 

Letters were also received from the Archbishop of York, Sir Donald 
Maclean, Col. Wedgwood, M.P., Mr. J. R. Clynes, M.P., Sir Arthur 
Howarth, Mr. Sidney Webb, Prof. Dicey, Major Hurst, and others. 

At the outset the CHAIRMAN expressed, on behalf of the Manchester Jewish 
Community, their thanks to Mr. Moscovich, the popular Jewish actor, far the 
great sacrifice he had made in closing his theatre that night on the occasion of 
a day of mourning. Mr. Laski went on to say that that day had been a day of 
mourning for the Jews of this great country. Their hearts were bleeding for 
their distressed brethren in Poland; men and women had been massacred, 
happy homes had been made miserable, mothers: had been taken away from 
their children, and children from their mothers. Jews must have justice and 
fair play. No country could establish a nationality in a welter of blood. They 
demanded from those countries in which Jews had been associated in the recent 
war, justice and freedom for the Jewish people. 

Haham Dr. M. GASTER, who was enthusiastically received, moved :— 

That this mass meeting of Manchester Jews expreSses its profound condemnation 
of the pogroms committed against the Jews in Poland and Galicia, and calls upon the 
British Government tc use its utmost endeavours to put an end to the atrocities and 
to insist upon the creation of safeguards for the free and peaceful development of the

Jewish le in the Polish State. Copies of this resolution to be sent to the Prime 
Minister, the Foreign Office, the Secretary of the Peace Conference, and to the 
Members of Parliament for Manchester and Salford. 


Dr. GASTER, who was received with loud applause, said: I come here 
fresh from the memorable meeting at the People’s Palace, where I presided 
over an assembly of more than 6,000 inside the building, whist at least 4,00" 
filled the open space and tens of thousands had already lined the streets ready 
to start in a procession, and they all sent you a message of brotherly greeting. 
They asked me to tell you “ Be strong and of good courage,” for strength and 
courage, as well as a stout heart, are now demanded to keep our indignation in 
proper bounds and not to allow ourselves to be carried away when the demo- 
cracy of our people, nay the united forces of Israel, have risen throughout the 
length and breadth of the country to protest against the unexampled acts of 
atrocity committed in Poland and in the neighbouring countries. It requiresa 
strong will to compass our feelings, which have been roused to the highest 
pitch of burning indignation by the continuous action of those very people who 
celebrate the dawn of their liberty by murder and pillage, by arson and torture, 
and who are now bent on covering their acts of infamy by slanders and lies, 
Let them not be mistaken! Conscious of our strength and conscious of 
the justice of our cause, our appeal goes to the conscience of the world. 
We do not come as beggars whining for charity. We come as men who have 
paid with their blood for liberty and justice. It is as a right that we demand it, 
and not asa gift. And, it is not only our voice that is heard throughout the 
land, but from all the battlefields where the manhood of the world has laid 
down its life for liberty and justice, the same voice is heard protesting against 
‘the atrocities committed against our inoffensive and innocent brethren, The 
significance of these demonstrations and protests lies in the fact that the Jews 
have found themselves asa nation ready to join forces in the defence of the 
martyrs of Poland, and those other countries over which a thicker veil has been 
drawn, so that the news of those parts of the world should not penetrate to the 
West. No fiery tongue, no poetic imagination can picture to you the scenes 
witnessed by the unfortunate inhabitants of Poland, and the tragedies 
their eyes have seen. The phenomena in nature run parallel to spiritual 
manifestations. You have often noticed after a bright day, when the 
Sun sets in the West, there appear sometimes clouds, deep red in colour, 
as if tinged in blood. To those who know the meaning of these portents they 
signify that a heavy storm will rage during the night, and from a soft breeze the 


wind rises until it becomes a storm, a howling storm. Woe unto the travelle, 


it overtakes on the road without shelter or protection. -He is carried off his 
feet, and the hovels with the thatched roofs are swept off the face of the earth 
and even the strong buildings seem to shake, and the inhabitants huddle 
together in terror, when the forked lightning splits the darkness for a while to 
leave it still darker afte?, when the peals of thunder shake heaven and earth. 
It seems as if all the demons of hell had been loosened... You hear them shriek 
through the howling storm and with fiendish mockery they laugh at frightened 
humanity, When the sun of liberty and bumanity sets, crimson clouds roll up

upon the horizon, human passions, wild, demoniac, are slowly roused, unti? 
they become howling storms of loosened bestial powers. The poor, the 
weak, the unresisting, are swept off mercilessly; the sky is lit up by 
the glare of the burning houses and it turns crimson from the blood 
that is shed, and over that wild orgy of loosened passions one can 
hear the mocking laughter of these fiends of humanity, or the rolling thunder 
of the guns with which they carry on their work of devastation, of lust, and o 
murder. But we have now risen in our masses to drive these demons back 
again to the darkness from which they have come, to call to our brethren with 
a voice stronger even than the howling storm, “ Be strong, be of good courage, 
ye shall with our breasts build a wall of protection around you; they will no 
longer be able to break through our serried ranks with impunity, we shall 
kindle again the lamp of hope to light up the darkness, and we shal! tell our 
brethren to hold on until the night is passed and the new sun of true liberty 
rises again upon the horizon. We have not come here only to mourn for the 
dead. We have also come to work for the living, to call for the punishment 
of the guilty, for the cessation of such acts of mediaval barbarism, for rights 
to be granted to our people and the full guarantees for the protection 
of minorities. In our long history we have often gone through 
severe trials, we have experienced tragedies without number, and 
on each occasion those who have dipped their hands in our blood 
have always tried to find excuses for their action, as if murder can ever 
be excused. Religion was invoked during the crusades, but on each and every 
occasion the Jew was only made the scapegoat for the crimes committed by 
others, and the nearest approach to the present outrages are those of Hmiel- 
nitzki, the Hatman of the Cossacks in ancient Poland, now the Ukraine. He 
avenged on the innocent Jews the inhuman extortions and oppressions com- 
mitted by the Polish landlords. Now other excuses are advanced intended to 
appeal to modern prejudices equally baseless and infamous as those of other 
times and other ages, Ina letter to the Times—I wonder the paper did not 
burn on which that libel was written—the English public is told that the causes 
of these murders, which are not condemned by a single word, are to be found 
in the fact that Jews are usurers. Whoever knows the life ef the Jews in 
modern Poland can bear witness to the fact that perhaps nowhere are the Jewsa 
more poverty-stricken people than in Poland ; and yet in the same breath they are 
accused of having been profiteers, I wish the reports which have reached 
us of the starvation among the Jewish population could be published in their 
entirety, for the world would then read a tale so harrowing as almost to be 
unbelievable. People are living practically on the dung of animals, the younger 
generation is being entirely exterminated by famine and starvation. Were these 
young children ruthlessly murdered profiteers and usurers? And these young 
women, stripped and flogged in the open markets, assaulted and defiled; or the 
old men whose beards bad been torn off their faces with the skin, and the eyes 
gouged out—what had the Synagogues to do with it to be burned, or the sacred 
scrolis to be torn to pieces; and what has this to do with the looting of shops 
and stealing of furniture? And as for the accusation of being Bolshevists, the 
very victims of these outrages are the most eloquent witnesses against sach 
allegations; and if these excesses were directed against so-called Bolshevists, 
what more proof is there required than tbis admission that it was pre- 
arranged by the authorities who took part in these excesses and riots, in 
this looting—the very soldiers or so-called volunteer army. And what about 
the educated classes of the Poles who instigated all these atrocities ? 
One has only to read the Polish press for some years past to find it teeming with 
the most virulent attacks and incitements against the Jews. Aye, the word of our 
wise king is coming true. “ Under three the earth trembles "—one of them is 
when a slave becomes aking. The earth is trembling under the feet in the new 
Polish republic; no stability will be possible. And if they imagine that they 
can cement the fabric of their State by human blood they are woefully mistaken, 
Blood is a slippery substance, and many a man and many a nation has come to 
fall slipping over human blood. Do you remember Lady Macbeth’s wail : “Out, 
damned spot.” Blood makes a “ damned spo.” which cannot be washed out, 
and this sign of Cain you can see on the forehead of the Polish authorities. 
Nothing will wash it off, not even the rivers of ink in their paid press will be 
able to obliterate the spot. It will only become black instead of crimson. An 
old legend tells us that Pharaoh, wishing to terrorise the Jews, and at the same 
time following an old superstitious belief by which -the walling up of a human 
being into a building gave it special strength, took the children of the Israelites 
and walled them up in his pyramids and fortresses, but this very act was the 
cause of his undoing. The walls crumbled to pieces; his power was broken, 
and the Jews gained their liberty. If the Poles imagine that they can take our 
children and our brothers and wall them up in the foundations of their new 
State, that State will crumble to pieces, that building will be haunted by the 
ghosts of the victims, for their blood is crying to Heaven. If we are to 
approach an era of Peace, it must not be the peace of the cemetery for our 
people. Those who are now dictating the Peace to the world must be held 
responsible also for these atrocities, for they began at the very time when, freed 
from the armies of Germany and Austria, Poland stood under the protection of 
the Allies. We demand the Peace of Justice and of Freedom, for otherwise 
Poland will be doomed. We are not going to be deceived by smooth words 
and kind promises which are forgotten even before they have been heard: we 
want deeds, positive guarantees for the future, and it lies within our power to 
enforce such demands; we stand united for the protection of our people, and 
me shall we work also for their redemption. |The means are in our hands,

| another in spite of their extraordinary poverty? Nowhere did the Jews have 
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@ happier life than in that very Galicia. What have the Poles made of 
it? Does any one of you remember the times of the raids, the extreme 
tension of the nerves just at nights when the moon shone most brightly 
the people watched the skies most anxiously waiting for the signal, and when 
the bombs fell, even the stoutest heart quailed until the “All Clear” was 
heard. These nights and days spent in anxious tension created a state of 
indescribable spiritual and nervous unrest and yet they were of comparatively 
short duration and small consequences. Imagine now, such a nervous terror 
seizing upon a whole population of the vast area of Galicia and Poland, when 


people lying down in the night pray that the morning may come, and in the _ 


morning that they should live to see the night, the whole population living 
with their ears to the ground, watching the face of every passer-by, listening 
anxiously to every sound, frightened at the shaking of the leaf, and you have a 
faint picture of the terror-struck population, created by the very Nation for 
whose liberation the Jews have given their life. This is the reward, these are 
the thanks received at the point of the sword or at the tip of a bloody dagger, and 
't is for us now to sound the “All Clear.” If the Poles wish peace and 
harmony, let them show by deeds and not by words, by truth and not by 
slander, by acts of righteousness, and not by murder and pillage, by arson and 
loot, which is allowed to go unpunished. Let me tell you, finally, the story of 
Rabbi Joshua Ben Levi, who one day met the prophet Elijah, and he said unto 
him, “Can you show me the Messiah?” “ Willingly,” replied the prophet. 
“He is in Rome; he sits among the beggars at the gates of the mighty City.” 
“ But how shall I recognise him?” “ Easily, for he is covered with sores and 
stripes, but be attends to them only one by one; he never loosens all the bands.” 
“And what would be the reason?” asked Rabbi Joshua. “ Recause he awaits 
every day the call of his people, and he does not wish to delay by having to tie 
up so many bands.” So Rabbi Joshua repaired to the gate of Rome, and he 
found the Messiah as described. He greeted bim, and said to him, “ Master, 
when art thou coming?” and he replied “On this very day.” The day 
passed and the Messiah did not come. The next morning he came to the 
Messiah, and he said to him, “ Master, how is it thou didst not come?” 
He replied, “Do you not understand I mean on that very day mentioned by 
Holy Writ, in which the whole of Israel with united voice will seek for 
me.” Our Messiah sits also now among the other beggars or beggarly 
nationalities at the gates of Rome-Paris. He is covered with many sores and 
stripes, and one of them, the latest one, the deep wound caused by another 
beggar, the Pole, sitting next to him, and we ask him, “‘ When art Thou coming, 
when is the day of the redemption of our people coming nigh ?” and he replies, 
“On this very day.” This very day wher the whole house of Israel will rise, 
conscious of its national unity, of its national dignity, of its national rights, and 
with one voce, as we are trying to-night, proclaim our unity and our determi- 
nation to work Out our own salvation, to stand by one another, to work for one 
another, aye, and to fight for one another—then the day of our redemption 
draws nigh. (Loud Cheering.) 

Rabbi Dr. B. SALOMON, in seconding the motion, said that it was a great 
sight to gaze oa that vast assembly and see people shoulder to shoulder. He 
earnestly hoped that thus would Jews help one another in all parts of the world. 
Let them not leave a stone unturned in their efforts to alleviate the miseries of 
the Jews in Poland and Galicia, and he earnestly hoped that assistance would 
come from those now sitting at the Paris Conference. 

The resolution was supported by the Rev. J. Rapeinow!1Tz, B.A., and Mr. 
CRAMMER, and carried with enthusiasm. 

A vote of thanks to Dr. Gaster was moved by Mr. Moscovicn (whose 
speech in Yiddish was much applauded), seconded by Mr, R. BAKROW-SICREE, 
and supported by Mr. GELERNTER. 

A collection took place, which the CHAIRMAN described as a disappointing 
one from so vast an audience, as it only realised about /130. Hestated he desired 
further effort to be made to reach /200 and that the doors would not be opened 
till this sum was forthcoming. An exciting scene immediately followed. 
From all parts of the hall sums were handed in and amounts promised from 
individuals, societies and institutions, until the Chairman announced that the 
collection amounted to £600. It was further stated that the collections at the 
various synagogues during the day realised approximately a further £900. 

Dr. GASTER, in acknowledging the vote of thanks, said that the audience 
had tendered him a double vote of thanks. They had not only agreed to the 
resolution, but shown ina practical and gratifying manner, by an excellent collec- 
tion, their desire to help tbeir suffering brethren, and that he took as a furiber 
compliment to himself. 

Mr. Levy Davis proposed, and Dr. WIGODER seconded, a vote of thanks 
to the Chairman. Mr. Laski, who was received with musical honours, 
expressed his acknowledgments. 


During the special service held at the South Manchester Synagogue, the 
Rev. I. Simon delivered a sermon appropriate to the mournful occasion. 
Memorial prayers were offered for the Jews slain in the pogroms. Donations in 
aid of the widows and orphans were announced to the amount of over /70. 


At the first quarterly meeting of the Council of Manchester and Salford 
Jews, held on Sunday, the following resolution was adopted: “That the 
Council of Manchester and Salford Jews protests against the continued and 
systematic pogroms of Jews in Poland, and calls upon the Allied Powers at the 
Conference at Paris to use their utmost endeavours to put a stop to this treat- 
ment of Jews and to compel the Polish States to grant Jews in Poland equal 
rights of citizenship, irrespective of race and creed. That a copy of this resolu- 
tion be sent to the Foreign Office, the Secretary of the Peace Conference, and 
the Board of Deputies.” 


The Rev. J. Phillips devoted his sermon on Sabbath last to the subject of 
“Jewish Persecutions.” Referring to the pogroms in Poland, he said:—*‘‘ While 
the war continued, and for a few months, during which government Was being 
stabilised, there was perhaps good reason for Allied inaction. But that time is 
passed, and it is only right to expect that the Peace Conference should now take 
such action that no nation should have the power to oppress with impunity, 
because of religious or racial differences. To the average Jew the inertiaof the 
Allied Powers is inexplicable. Their failure to promptly put an end to these 
horrors is sufficient to destroy one's faith in the goodness of humanity. The 
new Poland is necessary as a barrier State to prevent German expansion 
eastward, but it is none the less necessary that it should be under the control of 
the League of Nations until the Polish people can give satisfactory proof that 
they can be trusted to conform at least to the rudimentary requirements of 
civilisation. The Poles have shown that they are still a race of savages who 
must be kept under control to keep them from practising barbarities, and should 
be made, as the price of their restoration to nationality, to issue a ae‘ charter 
of religious liberty and civic equality to their Jewish citizens.” 


Mr. David Cohen, the President, presiding at a meeting of the newly- 
elected Board of Shechita on Sunday, feelingly referred to the position of Jewry 
in Poland. A resolution of protest against the pogroms was passed,

The protest against the Polish pogroms, initiated by the Mount Nebo 
Beacon, had been placed in the hands of Alderman L. S. Coben, J.P., and the 
Wardens of the Princes Road Synagogue, who interviewed the Lord Mayor 
with the view of arranging a town's meeting at the Town Hall. On June 19th 
a meeting of the Zionist Central Council, together with representatives of 
Synagogues and Societies, was held, when it was decided not to proceed with 
any form of protest or memorial other than assisting in the proposed town's 
meeting, unless it became clear that this meeting would either be considerably 
delayed or would not take place at all. By Saturday it was apparent that some 
hitch had arisen in the negotiations with the Lord Mayor. It is understood 
that the Lord Mayor would not grant the use of the Town Hall without rferring 
the matter to the Foreign Office. The Executive of the Zionist Central Council, 
assisted by representative members of the Community, immediately decided to 
make arrangements for a protest and service of mourning on Thursday and so 
fall into line with London and other centres all over the country. Rabbi S. J. 
Rabinowitz decreed a Fast Day for that date in all the Synagogues ag NE 
his. jurisdiction, while the committee, with the able support of the Rev. I. 
Raffalovich, put itself into communication with the masters’ associations, trade 
unions, and shopkeepers, with the result that there was practically a unanimous 
decision in all quarters to cease work and business on that date. 

The committee arranged a meeting of prayer and mourning at the Central 
Hall, Renshaw Street. The Rev. I. Freeman undertook the choral arrange- 
ments, with the co-operation of the Rev. A. Coleman. The gathering was the 
largest and most impressive ever held in the local Community. Many Christians 
were present. 

Rabbi Rabinowitz said that both British Jewry and the world Jewry had 
added a fast day to the many in the Jewish calendar because of the greatest 
cataclysm which modern Jewry had known. Sorrowful as Jewry was to-day, 
they realised that it was better to be the persecuted than the persecutors. Jewry 
prospered only by the peace and liberty bound up with the common weal, The 
Jews were full of gratitude to Britain and the Allies for their favour towards the 
establishment in Palestine of a national home for the Jewish people. 

The Rev. S. Hovsha said Jews did not ask for revenge for the massacres in 
Poland, but they pleaded with tears for the righteousness, love, and mercy for 
which they stood. No nation could be built upon Jewish blood. 

The Rev. I. Raffalovich appealed to Christianity to put an end to the 
murder, outrage, and pillage of Jews for the sake of humanity at large. The 
Jews were pot Bolsheviks. Let the Christian people of blessed and freedom- 
loving England bring about a reign of justice and righteousneés for all 
mankind. 

Telegrams were received from the Rev. S. Frampton, B.A., and Mr. Harold 
L. Cohen, Senior Warden of the Princes Road Congregation, expressing regret 
at their inability to be present, 


LEEDS. | 
TFROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.) 


In common with the Jewish commnnities throughout the country, Leeds 
Jewry observed Thursday last as a day of mourning. The religious significance 
of the day's act of mourning involved a complete cessation of work and busi- 
ness, and the consequent closing of factories and shops controlled by core- 
ligionists. During the day most of the people remained indoors, and the Jewish 
quarter, with its locked-up shops and empty streets, appeared silent and 
deserted. Large congregations attended special services at all the synagogues 
in the late afternoon. ; 

The day of mourning culminated in a crowded meeting of protest held at 
the Town Hall. The large Victoria Hall was crowded by a gathering of over 
four thousand people, over which Sir Michael Sadler, K.C.S.I., Vice- 
Chancellor of the University, presided, in place of the Lord Mayor, who was 
unavoidably absent owing to indisposition. 

The principal speaker was Mr. IskRAEL COHEN, whose narrative aroused 
profound emotion and strong indignation in an audience which included rela- 
tives and friends of several victims of the outrages. He challenged M. 
Paderewski to give the name of a single Polish official who had been tried by 
a properly constituted court for bis complicity in the outrages and had been 
punished. Jews had given their lives on every battlefield for the cause of the 
Allies, and they demanded that the atrocities should cease. 

Mr. S. P. Abrams (Hon. Secretary of the Jewish Representative Council) 
read a letter from Mr. Israel Zangwill, whowrote: “ Unless Poland mends her 
ways, she must be treated like some Central African people—denied sovereign 
rights. . . . It is for Poland to choose between our hatred and our 
friendship.” 

Replying to a questioner, Mr. COHEN said that Mr. Lloyd George had had 
a conversation with M. Paderewski, and had told him that the outrages must 
stop. (Applause.) 

Sir MICHAEL SADLER, speaking at the conclusion of Mr. Cohen's speech, 


_ said that if he were a member of the British Government he would say: “For 


what has been proved already, and admitted, I feel horror and distress, Into 
what has been alleged to have happened quite lately, I urgently demand instant 
and impartial investigation, and as a condition upon which the Western world 
can welcome Poland into the comity of nations, we ask that her statesmen and 
her people shall guarantee to every section of her community, irrespective of 
race or faith, the opportunity for honest enterprise and for free civic develop- 
ment.” He further said that not only for the artistic sensitiveness and creative 
power of the Jewish nation, not only for their marvellous insight into music, 
not only for their power of philosophical thought and their almost unexampled 
gift for political analysis, not only for their power in economic matters, and 
genius for finance, far more than for these great gifts, because of the example 
of their family affection and home life, and, above all, because of their genius 
for religion, the Jewish race was indispensable to European and American 
civilisation at this hour. (Applause.) 

Mr. ROBERT ARMITAGE, M.P. (Centra) Leeds) moveda resolution expressing 
profound ndignation at the pogroms in Poland, and calling upon the British 
Government to insist upon an immedi:te and impartial inquiry, and to demand 
constitutional safeguards for the free and peaceful developments of the Jewis’ 
people in the Polish Republic. He said that he deeply regretted the absence 
of Rabbi Abrahams from Leeds owing to illness, as it was at such a time as the 
present that the Jewish Community needed one, whose voice was always raised 
in the defence of the suffering and oppressed. 

The resolution was supported by Aldermen A. Willey and Fountain, and 
Mr. Joseph Clarke, and unanimously adopted. 

On the motion of Councillor M. Myers, seconded by Mr. Victor Light- 
man, J.P.,- thanks wereaccorded to Mr. Israel Cohen, A similar compliment 
pec moved to the Chairman by Mr. Nathan Cohen, and seconded by Mr. S, P, 

The protest meeting was the largest function ofits kind ever held here, and 
jm addition to the huge gathering that assembled in the Victoria Hall, an over- 


flow meeting for many hundreds who were unable to gain admission was held 
in the Victoria Square, outside the Town Hall. . 

The whole of the arrangements for the day and the organising of the 
protest meeting, were under the supervision of Mr. Nathan Coben (Chairman 
of the Jewish Representative Council), An important feature was his success 
in obtaining the co-operation of the Jewish employers and shopkeepers, who 
agreed to give full pay to all non-Jewish employés affected by the closing 
down of Jewish businesses. Non-Jewish workers in the English clothing factories 
expressed a desire to show their sympathy by leaving an hour earlier in the 
evening. No organised movement in this direction took place, but a letter 
from the operatives’ union was sent to every firm in the trade, each being left 
to take its own action. 

As part of the general campaign, an article written by Mr. S. P. 
Abrams on the pogroms, was printed in the Yorkshire Evening Post of 
June 20th, and a press campaign took place during the whole of the follow- 
ing week, 

The sum of £800 has already been raised to alleviate the distress, 


BELFAST. 


Yesterday week was observed as a day of fasting and mourning for the 
victims of the atrocities in Poland. Jewish business houses, offices and work- 
shops were closed from two o'clock, and several bad notices exhibited stating 
that the premises were “Closed in mourning for the thousands killed in the 
outrages on Jews in Poland.” At the Mincha service, held at four o'clock, the 
Hazkarah was recited, and Rabbi Dr. Herzog delivered an address, Oferings 
were made towards the Relief Fund for Polish Jews. 

A mass meeting of Belfast citizens to protest against the atrocities was held 
in the evening. Sir WILLIAM WuiITLA, M.P., presided. In opening the 
proceedings, he expressed regret at the unavoidable absence of the Lord Mayor, 
who sent a telegram to the meeting. Proceeding, he said that a question had 
been asked in the House of Commons that reflected upon the loyalty of the 
Russian Jews, and their leaders in Ireland, and he was glad to have that oppor- 
tunity of stating that there were few outside their own nation (the Jews) who 
knew the Jews of Belfast better than he did; and he said fearlessly that it was 
his absolute conviction—and he had many proofs of it—that the Jews from 
Russia, and fhe Children of Judah—no matter where they came from—were the 
most loyal to the rulers of the Empire and country in which they had made 
their temporary abode and home. (Applause.) He was not going to say any- 
thing about the resolutions that were going to be put before them. It was not 
the function of the chairman to forestall the galaxy of eloquent talent around 
him. He would just content himself with assuring them that these resolutions 
had his heartiest support. He had the deepest sympathy with them all in their 
sorrow. Some of them were personally interested in it and in this butchery in 
Poland, and it was cold comfort to tell them that it was one of a long series of 
persecutions of the Jews for over 3,000 years. The only comfort he could give 
them was to say that the darkest hour was the hour before the dawn, and he 
bad every faith in that dawn coming soon. (Applause.) 

Rabbi Dr. HERZOG said that they were now on the eve of peace. In a 
day or two peace would be signed, and the whole of the United Kingdom would 
ring with joy and jubilation at the termination of the war and the inauguration 
of a new era of peace, liberty, and justice. Fate bad willed it that the Jewish 
Community of the United Kingdom shou!d inaugurate the signing of the peace 
with a day of fasting and mourning. They should rejoice with the rest of His 
Majesty's subjects at the signing of the declaration of peace, but their joy 
would be mingled with tears of sadness and sorrow, for atremendous catastrophe 
was before their people, the like of which had not been seen since the darkest 
times of the middle ages. What had happened and was still happening in 
Poland made their hair stand on end. It made them despair of humanity, 
civilisation, and justice. They hoped that the,great Powers would interfere and 
arrest these pogroms. Should the world stopits ears to their cries, their cry 
would find another channel. If they did not find satisfaction here on earth, 
should justice and civilisation fail them, then they would appeal direct to God, 
and then woe to Poland. (Applause.) 

The Rev. Wyte BLve proposed the following resolution: “That this 
mass meeting of citizens of Belfast expresses its indignation and horror at the 
heartrending anti-Jewish pogroms raging in Poland, and appeals to His 
Majesty's Government to use every endeavour with the view of arresting 
immediately the revolting atrocities and inficting condign punishment upon 
their inhuman perpetrators. This mass meeting further expresses its confident 
hope that the Peace Conference will take such measures as will ensure the con- 
ferring of absolute equality of rights, civic and political, upon the Jewish 
inhabitants of the new State of Poland.” The rev. gentleman said that they 
had mourned with the Polish race in their sorrows, they had sympathised with 
their centuries long woes, and their efforts to snap the shackles of Russian 
oppression. They were glad Poland was free, but that was no reason why they 
should shut their eyes to her crimes against the Jewish people. That old 
nation, Poland, long subjected, had come into her own again, but it had not 
necessarily the highest intelligence or civilisation. The happenings in Poland 
reflected shame on Christendom, It was alow type of Christianity, but what 
had been said that night would help to dispel the darkness. He thought 
sufficient publicity had not been given to the occurrence of these pogroms. 
But the light was breaking through, and the world was becoming aware of the 
fact. Among all the peoples of the Allied nations there was no people that had 
proved more loyal to the cause than those people—their Jewish brethren. 
(Applause,) 

The Rev. Dr. Lowe, in seconding the resolution, said that he was sure 
all the people of Belfast would unite with one voice in calling upon the 
Government to take whatever step they might consider necessary to have 
those massacres brought to an end and to prevent their recurrence. 
(Applause). They had all sympathised with Poland in the past when 
she was under the heel of the oppressor. It was a poor business 
that any nation should use its new found liberty for the purpose of oppressing, 
harassing, and murdering any section of its subjects. (Applause.) 

A vote of thanks to Sir William Whitla and the other non-Jewish speakers 
was passed on the motion of Mr. B, J. Fox, B.L. | 

Mr. T. H. Burn, M.P., in a telegram expressing regret at his inability to 


be present, added: “I trust your protest wil! be most successful in ending the 
slaughter of an ancient race.” 7 


BIRMINGHAM, 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

: That the pogroms in Poland have deeply touched our Community was 
evidenced by the very large attendance at the Synagogue, and the almost 
general closing of businesses, on June 26th. The memorial service was conducted 
by the Revs. J. Fink and B. M. Alperovitz. The Rev. A, Congn, M.A., delivered 
an address, in the course of which he said:— For the first time Anglo- 
Jewry had set apart a day to mourn for the fate of the victims of 
religious and racial hatred. The sufferings of Polish Jewry were a matter 
of world importance, Mankind had passed through four-and-a-half years 
of devastating war, and now the terms of peace were settled; but 
there could be no peace for humanity so long as such barbarities were perpetrated 
unchecked, especially when they were committed by a newly-revived State. 
The Allied leaders had readily declared that Germany could not be admitted 
into the League of Nations until she had proved herself worthy of inclusion : 
but was Poland going to be admitted into the society of civilised peoples ? 
Poland, with her hands dripping with innocent Jewish blood! Of all the 
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mations who fought in the war, Poland stood to gain most; and let it not be 
forgotten that thousands of Jews had risked their lives that she might gain her 
freedom, whiist thousands of Jewish young men were now lying in their graves 
‘as part of the price for which Polish independence had been bought. The Jews 
were appealing to the conscience of the world, 

After the sermon a collection was taken to aid the sufferers, one gentle- 
man, who desired to remain anonymous, giving / 200. 

Mourning services were also held at the Beth Hamedrash in Wrottesley 
Street and the one in Holloway Head, and were attended by crowded cangrega- 
tions. At the first-named institution the Rev. I. Katz officiated, and a stirring . 
address was delivered by Rabbi Z. Hodes. The collection amounted to over 
£300. Rabbi Charney, at Holloway Head, voiced the deep ‘eelings of sorrow of 
every Jew for the sufferings of our Polish brethren, and the congregation 


’ gesponded heartily to the collection on their behalf. 


In the Birmingham Daily Post of June 27th, a pdragraph stigmatised the 
reporis of the pogroms as “ grossly exaggerated” without giving any proof in 
favour of the allegation, The Rev. A. Cohen replied in the issue of the 28th. 


BRADFORD. 

A special service was held in the Synagogue, Spring Gardens. A large 
and reverential congregation were present and assisted in the recital of the 
Memorial Service for the Dead. The Rev. A. I. Reiss officiated. 

In the evening a meeting was held, under the auspices of the Bradford 
Jewish War Victims’ Relief Fund, Mr. Maurice Conewn presided. The 
following resolution, moved by Mr. A. Maizels, and seconded by Mr. J. H. 
Baron, was carried uoanimously : “That this meeting of the Bradford Jewish 
Community expresses its deep feeling of horror at the massacres of the Jewish 
people in Poland and expresses its sympathy with the sufferers.” Copies of 
this resolution have been forwarded to the Prime Minister and the local M.P.’s. 
It was announced that £40 had already been forwarded to the relief fund in 


London, and in the course of the meeting /54 was collected and considerable 
weekly sub-criptions were promised. 


BRIGHTON, 
A large congregation attended the special service of prayer and mourning 
held in the Synagogue on Thursday evening. he Rev. A. Levinson intoned 


'Mincha and the Hazkarah for the victims of the outrages. The Rev. B. B. 


Lieberman, M.A., read Psalm 57, and delivered an address on the text, 
“ Beho'd we perish, we are undone,” from the current Sedra (Numbers 16-17). 
Mr. Lieberman said: This same agonising cry came to their lips that day as 
they thought of the martyrdom of their coreligionists in Poland. Thetime was 
passed for polite enquiries and diplomatic language. The truth must be told. 
Jews could not sit still in this country and allow these cruelties to go on un- 
checked. They must protest repeatedly and emphatically. Polish freedom 
and independence were aspirations with which Jews, the perennial martyrs for 
liberty, were in the deepest sympathy. But let Poland ponder the verdict of 
Olive Schreiner, “ that the nations which have tortured and oppressed the Jew 
have written out their own curse.” Let Poland pause, ere it writes out its own 
curse. They were hourly expecting the news that peace had been signed. 
There could be no peace while these horrors lasted. Peace couldonly be when 
justice reigned and righteousness prevailed. There could be no justice or 
righteousness while these massacres were permitted, Let them not cry, “ Peace, 
peace |” when there was no peace. For Jews it was not a day of rejoicing, but 
a day of mourning. The whole world might sing and exult, but the Jew must 
still utter his dirge. That day they wept and iuread. yet hoped and prayed 
that “the Lord God would wipe away tears from off al! faces, and remove the 
rebuke of His people from off al! the earth: for the Lord hath spoken it.” 
Mr. Lieberman concluded with the Memorial Prayer. 


BRISTOL. 

A special service was held in the synagogue, on Thursday, in memory of 
the Jewish victims of the recent atrocities in Poland, and to utter a solemn 
protest against anti-Semitic prejudice and intolerance. The Kev. J]. Polack (of 
Clifton College) delivered an address, in the course of which he said that the 
Jews of England bad been warned by the President of the Polish Community ia 
London not to make matters worse by preaching enmity to Poland. Such a 
warning was unheeded. Jews aflirmed the right of Poland to its freedom, but 
they must protest against wrong. How couldthey hold their peace? Jews lived 
in Poland over a thousand years ago. Judaism flourished in Poland before 
Christianity. Some glorious chapters of Jewish history yere written in the 
ancient kingdom of Poland, whose rulers were often noble and tolerant men. 
Why, then, should Jews desire to feel animosity against a country with such 
noble traditions ?' Their object wasto protest against wrongs committed against 
their fellow Jews; to utter a prayer for a better feeling, so that their Christian 
brethren should join in putting a stop to these atrocities; to hold out a helping 
hand to their stricken kinsmen; and to raise their hearts to Almighty God so 
that a brighter time migfit dawn upon Jewry and upon all mankind, A fund is 
-eing raised to offer help to the relatives of the victims. 


CARDIFF. 
On Thursday a special service was held at the Windsor Place Synagogue. 
Mr. Joseph King, in the course of a letter to the Rev. H. Jerevitch, 
concerning the pogroms, writes:—*'These are ‘horrors for which we are 
indirectly responsible, for they are allowed, perhaps even instigated, by Govern- 
aments which the Allies supply with money, manitions, and supplies. Our 
rulers could stop them at once. Why dothey not stopthem? Because our 
Press is so ready to pass them over, and the public is not moved to demand 
that these horrors cease.” The letter concludes: “Yours in sympathy with 
Jewry andin shame for Christian intolerance.” 


COVENTRY. 

A memorial service was held in the synagogue on Thursday. The Rev. 
®D. I. Devons conducted the service and delivered an address. Several 
Christian clergymen were present. At the conclusion of the service, Mr. 
Devons announced donations to the amount of over / 25 for the Relief Fund. 
‘Mr. M. Angel, the President, has received a reply from the local Member of | 
Parliament to the resolution of protest at a recent meeting of the congregation. 
The reply states that Mr. Manville would endeavour to draw the Government's 
attention to the massacres, by a question in the House of Commons, 


DUBLIN, 


“A memorial service was held on Thursday at the Greenville Hail. The 
fRev. 4. Gudansky, assisted by the Rev. J. Joffey and Rabbi E. Gavron, 
conducted the service. The following resolution was adopted: “That this 
mass meeting of Dublin Jewry expresses its profound indignation and horror 
at the atrocities committed against our brethren in Poland. These outrages 
are a negation of the principles of freedom and liberty for which so much blood 
and treasure have been sacrificed by the Jews in common witb other nationalities 
on the battlefields of the world. That we call upon the Governments of the 
Allied and Associated Powers, in the name of humanity and civilisation, 
to use their influence with the authorities in Eastern Europe, to put 
an end to these abominable outrages, and to insist upon full civil, religious, 
and political rights, equal to those enjoyed by the co-inhabitant national 
groups of these countries, being accorded to our coreligionists.

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the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, and to the Press.” A sermon was 
delivered by the Rev. A. Gudansky, in the course of which he said: 

Their 
representitives at the Peace Conference bear no small share of responsibility 
for the terrible massacres. They were quick enough to call into being the new 
Polish State, but they were slow enough to recognise the danger of allowing to 
play at war undisciplined and semi-civilised hordes of erstwhile slaves.

Let 
them thus prove that the fine and noble words in reference toa peace of justice 
and right, liberty and equality, for all nations, were honestly and sincerely 
spoken!” After the service an appeal for funds for the relief of the sufferers 
resulted in over £100 being subscribed.

EDINBURGH. 


There was a large congregation at the Graham Sireet Synagogue» 
on Thursday evening, when a memorial service for the Jewish 
victims of the pogroms in Poland was held amid sincere manifestations of 
sorrow and mourning. The Revs, A. Levenson and J. Teitleman officiated, 
and Mr. Levenson recited the prayer for the souls of the departed. Rabbi Dr. 
Salis Daiches delivered an irapressive address, at the conclusion of which he 
made an appeal for the Polish Jewish Relief Fund. A sum exceeding £100 
was realised. The collection is being continued during the week. 

A special service was held in the synagogue of the New Hebrew Congrega- 
tion. ‘The Rev Samuel Kibel officiated, and recited the El Maieht Rachamim., 
An address was delivered by Mr. J. Pogolovitz. A committee was appointed to 
collect contributions. A resolution was adopted protesting against the atrocities, 
and copies were cabled to the Prime Ministers.of the Allied Powers and to 
President Wilson. The synagogue was crowded by clergy and laity of the 
Jewish and Christian populations. 


GLASGOW. 


A public meeting was held on Wednesday week in St. Mungo Halls, to 
protest against the atrocities on Jews in Eastern Europe, Mr, MICHAEL 
Simons presided, and on the platform were representatives from all the local 
public bodies and men of all shades of opinion. 

Mr. Simons referred to the horrible atrocities being committed at the 
present time in Poland against the Jews, and said that the resolution which was 
to be proposed that night would be sent to the Foreign Office, 

Sir SAMUEL CHISHOLM submitted the following resolution :—" This meet- 
ing of Glasgow citizens records its solemn protest against the pogroms that are 
being perpetrated on Jews in Eastern Europe, and asks his Majesty's Govern- 
ment to take immediate steps to cause these atrocities to immediately cease.” 
Sir Samuel said be was not an enemy of Poland, and he recalled the time when 
Poland was labouring under oppression and when the whole land was being dis- 
membered by Russia. That very fact made him more vexed, more grieved, 
and more indignant that a nation, which itself had known the lash of the 
oppressor, should, when its opportunity came, become the oppressors of others. 
The atrocities were a disgrace not only to Poland, but to humanity. They 
made a tale of horrors which, if they had not been before them on indubitable 
evidence, he would not have believed could be practised by one nation on 
another without excuse or reason or motive except that the victims belonged to 
a nation whom the perpetrators of the atrocities did not like. Referring to the 
League of Nations, Sir Samiel said that just as Germany was not to be allowed 
into the League until she had made full reparation for her crimes, so should 
Poland be prohibited until she had promised not to continue these atrocities, 
had made full reparation for the outrages, and the perpetrators had been 
punished. 

Ex-Bailie ARCHIBALD CAMPBELL seconded the resolution, and said there 
could be no real peace until the Jews had been guaranteed safety. Mr. W. M, 
OATES supported the resolution, which was carried with acclamation. 

The vote of thanks to the speakers was proposed by Lieut. S. M. Lipsey, 
and seconded by Pte. JACK WHITE, V.C., 

Memorial Services were held in the synagogues and successful collections 
were made. Nearly all the Jewish shops were closed from one o'clock, and all 
Jewish workers ceased work, 


HANLEY. 


A day of mourning was observed last Thursday, and a memorial service 
was held in the Synagogue. The Rev. A. Miller conducted the service, and

HULL. 

A large audience comprising Jews and Christians (among the latter being 
ministers of religion) was held on Thursday night, at the Royal Institution. 

The SHERIFF OF HULL (who was accompanied by the Lady Sheriff) 
presided. He said that they were gathered there to speak on behalf of right, 
in the same way as the British Army took up its position at the front on behalf 
of right, to protect a small nation. (Applause.) He expressed horror and 
‘disgust at the atrocities that were being committed in Poland, and said it was 


the duty of the nation to see that at least something was done to prevent these . 


Qutrages against a noble race. He believed that the Germans were at the 
bottom of all the trouble. 

The Rev. L. G. Buchanan moved a resolution expressing resentment at the 
Polish anti-Jewish atrocities, which had been, and were still being, on 
various pretences, perpetrated against the defenceless Jewish communities, and 
requesting the Allied Governments to take steps by immediate action te compel 
the new Polish State to defend its Jewish citizens. Mr. Buchanan said that the 
atrocities were uncalled-for cruelty to an ancient race. Everybody felt a 
peculiar, unique affection for the Jewish race, and they had every reason 


to do so, from the very highest possible motives, and to have every regard fore 


all that the Jewish race had done for the progress of the world. (Hear, hear.) 
In Poland they were making a scapegoat of the Jewish section of the Com- 
munity, and, contrary to the great eternal precedent, whilst doing so they were 
not acknowledging that they were doing anything wrong. They were simply 
singling out one part of the Community for treatment like that in order to 
cover up difficulties that might arise in some other direction. These atrocities 
were a wanton outrage on humanity, and a dangerous menace to the world 
peace. (Applause.) 
The Rev. J. B. Stedeford seconded, and the Rev. T. B. Howells and 
Col. Jordan, M.B.E. (Salvation Army), supported the resolution, which was 
carried unanimously, The large audience stood in silence while the Rev. I. 
Levine intoned the Memorial Prayer. ' 

The Rev. S. Gross, B.A., in moving a vote of thanks to the speakers, said 
that all that Jews asked of Christians was that they should be true to their ideals, 
which were great and noble, and speak up, and more than speak if need be on 
behalf of a Community that was suffering. 

The Rev. H. M, Bendas seconded the motion, 


LEICESTER. 


A service was held in the synagogue on Thursday. In the course of his 
sermon, the Rev. A. Newman said, * Where were all the liberal forces of whieh 
they heard so much in the press and on the platform? Had the word injustice 
a different meaning when applied to the Jew? The supreme joy of the British 
Jew to-day, as well as that of any other country, who sees in the victory of the 
Associated Powers the inauguration of an era of complete emancipation, must 
be mingled with sadness when he contemplates the harrowing tales of murder 
and rapine enacted against his defenceless coreligionists.” At the close, 
Yigdai and Adon Olam were sung, and members were invited to contribute to 
the fund for the relief of their unfortunate coreligionists,

Special services were held in the morning and towards the evening. The

_ At a meeting of the members of the Leazes Park Road Synagogue the

They had 
assembled on that solemn occasion, he said, to beseech their Heavenly Father 
to mitigate the evils and atrocities committed against their brethren in Poland, 
who were being murdered, slain, and tortured. They had to mourn for the 
loss of life of their kith and kin who were being consumed by a deadly fire of 
hatred that was still raging and claiming more victims every day. They had 
hoped that when the suffering world had emerged from the dark night of war 
into the light of peace, some light would shed its radiance on Israel. But 
they were called upon to fast on the very eve of the Great Peace, and to mourn 
for the loss of brethren and sisters who had been massacred, slain, and brutally 
mutilated.

PROTEST BY NATIONAL PEACE CONGRESS. 


At the thirteenth National Peace Congress, held at Manchester last week: 
the following resolution was adopted:—That this Congress views with 
inexpressib'e horror the pogroms and murder cf Jews in Poland, and expresses 
its sincere sympathy with them in their hour of persecution, and its indignation 
that these atrocities should be committed in a country liberated by the Allied 
Governments and under their protection. 


PROTEST FROM LABOUR PARTY CONFERENCE, 


At the sitting of the Conference of the British Labour Party, held at 
Southport on Thursday, the following resolution, a copy of which was sent by 
telegraph to Queen's Hall gathering, was, without debate, passed unanimously: 
“ The British Labour Party assembled at Southport protest against the terrible 
atrocities perpetrated by the Poles on the Jewish population, and against the 
systematic pillage, plunder, and murder of innocent men, women, and children, 
and call upon the Powers who are the custodians of Poland's liberty to take 
steps immediately to compel the Polish Government to stop the continuance 
of such atrocities. Farther, this Conference urges the Parliamentary Labour 
Party to use every endeavour to compel the attention of the British Govern- 
ment to this question.” The resolution was moved by Mr. Tobin and seconded 
by Mr. Sharp. 


PROTEST MEETINGS IN AMERICA. 


On May 21st a remarkable demonstration, in which 40.000 Jewish men, 
women, and children participated, was held in Chicago. All work was 
suspended among the Jewish factory and clothing workers of the West Side; 
shop; were closed; children were excused from schools, and with banners and 
insiznias in English and Hebrew the people marched to the Auditorium 
Theatre. After addresses bad been delivered, the building was emptied and 


another audience just as large filed in and remained until a late hour, applaud- . 


ing as speakers in Hebrew and English gave utterance to their protest When 
an appeal was made by Bishop Fallows for funds to carry on the campaign, 
several thousand dollars in cash and cheques were thrown at the leaders on the 
platform. One old man, inthe garb of a street pedier, handed up a bag with 
100 dols. Liberty bonds, gold watches and rings, and money in every denomi- 
nation was enthusiastically contributed. Bishop S. Fallows aroused en: husiasm 
when he said: “D2 you suppose I would agree that our American boys shou'd 
fight for Poland or any other nation unless they would give others freedom ? ” 
Orher Christian clergymen and a representative of the Mayor also spoke. 

An oath taken by the audience was as follows : 

“We, the children of the Jewish race, united in sorrow and despair, swe Tf 
by our conscience and by the memory of our martyred brothers and sisters that 
we will stand and fight together against the savage brutalities perpetrated upon. 
and the wanton murder of, our brethren in Po'aod, Rumania, and elsewhere. 
We take this sacred oath not to cease our efforts until we will banish from the 
world the fearsome cruelties and stop the shedding of the innocent blood of our 
people.” 

A request that President Wilson should use his influence at the Peace 
Conference to put an immediate end to the outrages against the Jews of Poland 
was sent to him by the Chicago section of the Council of Jewish Women. 

Representatives of a hundred and fifty organisations, Jewish and general, 
at Baltimore met to arrange a monster protest meeting, which was to be held in 
one of the largest buildings in the city. Senator Joseph I. France accepted afi 
invitation to be present. It was proposed that stores, shops, and factories 
should be closed for several hours, at least, on the day of the meeting, 


THE AMERICAN JEWS’ MEMORIAL TO 
PRESIDENT WILSON. 


The American Jewish Congress has issued the full text of the memorials 
that were presented to President Wilson in Paris for the consideration of the 
Peace Conference. The memorials review the plight of Jews throughout 
Europe, tell of inequality attempted in the Kussia of the old order, cite 
example after example of injustice by the Rumanian authorities, and of the 
“ miserable existence eked out by the Jews in Galicia and Transylvania.” Pro- 
fessor Masaryk, President of the Republic of Czecho-Slovakia, is praised in the 
memorials for his firm stand against mob violence in his country. 


MOURNING IN PALESTINE. 


The ecclesiastical and lay heads of the Jews in Jerusalem, Ashkenazim and 
Sephardim, ordered that Sivan 20th (June 18th), should be observed as a da 
of mourning throughout Palestine for their brethren in Poland, 


PROTEST MEETING IN COPENHAGEN, 


A mass meeting of protest against the pogroms was held on June 25th in 
Copenhagen. Professor Simonsen presided. 


MR. ZANGWILL AND M. MAJDEWICZ. 


Tuk Daily Telegrabh on Monday printed the following letter from Mr. Zangwil 
dn reply to the one from M. Majdewicz, to which we referred in our last issue :— 
Sirx,—Ao essay of mine on ‘‘ The Jews and the War,"’ published in 1916, before 


_ Boishevism was invented, tells of 215 pogroms in Poland, and in 1912, before even 


tlre war with its opportunities of profiteering began, the Poles of Prussian Poland 
started a ruthless economic boycott against their Jews. We are, im fact,-in the 
presence of an attempt to stamp out, whether by starvation or the sword, a 
section of tle population which, since the middie of the ninth century, 
has been streaming into Poland to fill the economic gap im a social order 
consisting exclusively of mobles and peasants. With the recent evolution 
of a Polish commercia! class has begun a deadly hostility to all Jewish trading. That 
is worse than a crime-—it is a blunder, for, as M. Majdewicz pointed out in your 
columns the other day, “ Poland is on the verge of economicruin.” To destroy at 
such a moment the element notoriously most efficient in affairs is sheer suicide. The 
Poles have in their three million.-Jews an asset greater than gold mines, 
Mere Macchiavellian prudence would dictate at least waiting till Poland was financially 
Stable, not to mention the danger of outraging—ere its very frontiers are fixed— 
ihe conscience of the democracies to whose ideals its re-establishment is due. 

, Even the Russian Grand Duke, when early in the war he published that historic 
promise of autonomy for Poland, felt it hecéssary to preach tolerance to the Poles, 


“ There is but ofie thing that Russia expects of you,” he proclaimed, “ that you respect 


. the rights of those nationalities with which history has bound you.” And surely the 
Peace Conference cannot expect less of Poland. It cannot, like Frankenstein, create 
‘a Monster more savage even than the olddayssia, It cannot set a beggar on horse. 


back to trample on former fellow-sufferers, ‘The desperate efforts of the Entente 
Governments to explain away two pogroms (out of 150) are at least a welcome sign 
that their consciences are troubled. 

For M. Majdewicz to accuse us English Jews of “stirring up national hatred ” 
because We wil! not sit by in silence while a whole people is outraged and terrorised 
by his nation, which we have belped to redeem, is somewhat cool. But so far from 
cherishing any enmity to Poland, I coniributed in 1997 to the volume published by 
Sinkiewicz against the brutal German policy in Prussian Poland, and, like Brandés. 
I have always hoped to see Poland re-born. In my speech at the Pavilion Theatre, I 
told how, during Poland's last unsuccessful rising against Russia in 1863, the Jews of 
Warsaw at their solemn New Year services prayed for the Polish cause and sang the 
Polish hymn, “ Jeszcze Polska nie zgirela” (" It is not yet over with Poland”). They 
are as ready as ever to work wiih the Poles for the happiness of their common Mother- 
land. And nota few are as anxious to escape from commerce as the Poles to rush 
into it, for if Paderewski is the pride of Poland, Moiseiwitsch is the glory of the Ghetto, 


MR. ISRAEL COHEN AND M. DZIEWICKI. 


The Times of Friday printed a letter by Mr. Israel Cohen, from which the 
following are extracts : 


Sir,—-After the reiterated denials issued by the Polish Government anj/fress that 
there have been any pogroms in Poland, the letter from M. Dziewicki, slished in 
your issue of yesterday, is exceedingly welcome, as it constitutes the first candid testi- 
mony on the part of a Pole occupying a public position in Poland that “these detestable 
crimes,” as he rightly stigmatises them, have indeed taken place. The Lector of 
English at the Cracow University is to be congratulated on his moral courage in tear- 
inu aside the veil of make-believe so ingeniously spun over the anti-Jewish atrocities, 
and the Times is likewise to be congratulated on forming the medium through which 
this valuable piece of evidence is communicated to the world. But M. Dziewicki's 
diagnosis of the causes of the hostility against the Jews in Poland is, I venture to 
assert, erroneous. On the one hand, it fails to account for some of the worst features 
of the excesses, and, on the other hand, it attributes these excesses to the Jews having 
faults which are shared in at least equal measure by the Poles. As I had the privilege 
of contributing to your paper over four months ago the first report on my investigation 
of the pogroms in Poland, I trust you will be good enough to permit me a few 
observation~ upon M. Dziewicki's diagnosis. 

To attribute the outrages to hunger is to overlook the fact that in most cases the 
r oters, who are peasants, have not suffered from huneer at all, but have been thriving 
most handsomely on their produce. The rioters have also often been comfortably 
situated townsfolk, who were anything but famished, and soldiers in regular receipt of 
their cations. On the other hand, the plundering has never been confined to provision 
stores, but to Jewish shops of all kinds-—-clothiers, hardware, jewelry, furniture, 
Stationery, fancy goods, etc. It is possible that a few Polish shops have also been 
plundered, but they form a very insignificant proportion of the total rumber lootcd ia- 
the long list of towns and villages in which disorders have occurred, as the Poles took 
the precaution of putting some inscription outside thew premises for the purpose of 
securing immunity. Thus, when I was at Chrzanow on January 5, I still saw on the 
walls the legends, “ Here lives a Pole,” “ Here lives a Catholic.” But plundering ts 
on'v ove of the many forms in which anti-Jewish hostility in Poland, manifests itself; 
ih rSare Massacre .. . 

bh nally, your correspondent attempts to explain the unpopularity of the Jews in 
Poland as duc to their attachment to the Central Powers. I am afraid he is 
nota carefMl student cf contemporary history, otherwise he would kuow of the Poles 
who worked so zealously tor the policy of an enienfe with Germany. Down tothe 
outbreak of war the Poles of Galicia formed one of the strong bulwarks of the Austrian 
Government. After the signing of the Armistice the Polish Government welcomed and 
protected a German Embassy (Count Kessler and his staff) in Warsaw; and when I 
was in Vienna at the end of last December there were emissaries there from the Polish 


- Government for the purpose of raisingaloan. So niuch for the Jews being pro-Germao. 


The statement made by M. Paderewski, which you publish to-day, is likewise a 
confirmation, however tardy, of tre occurrence of pogroms in Peland. Lut, unfortu- 
nately, its value is discounted by the fact that it affords no specific and irre utable 
proof of punishment having been meted out to those mainly respoosible for the out- 


rages. . . . Ifthe Polish Government is sincerely anxious to put a stop to the anti- 


Jewish atrocities, it should not falsely accuse the Jews in the very appeal intended to 
secure them orotection, 


THE TIMES ON THE DEMONSTRATION. 


On Saturday the Times printed the following leading article : 

It is comprehensible that the Jews should manifest their indignation at the 
violence done to their people in Poland, and should use every eflort to get it stopped 
Tie observance of Thursday both here and in America as a day of mourning has made 
a deep i:npression on public opinion, and, as Lord Robert Cecil's letter to the meeting 
in the Pavilion Theatre showe@ cur Government are mindful of their duty both to 
common humatity and to the Cause of liberty for which the war was fought. Mr. 
Wilson, too, oa behalLol the United States, is equally eager to have this stain on the 
new liberties of Poland removed. The Jews, for their part, can make it easier o1 
more difficult for the Powers to discharge this duty. When they speak of these 
“ pogroms " as though they were expressions of Cnrrstian fanaticism they make it 
more difficult. They have little to do with religion, and the killing of far larger numbers 
of Christians in Russia by Bolshevists who are Jews might as well be denounced as an 
attack on the Christian religion, It is no less an outrage for Jews to kill Christians 
than for Christians to kill Jews, Weregret that Mr. Cohen, in his letter of yesterday, 
should have seemed to reject every explanation of the “pogroms” except that of 
religious fanatici:m, for that is not only an untrue ezplanation, but one that wounds 
the {celings of some of the warmest friends of Jewish liberties in this country. If the 
quarrel were really religious in its motives, Mr. Cohen must see how terribly that 
would complicate a prod! m already difficult enough, 

The causes and motives of this antagonism in Peland are partly political and 
partiy economic ; and, given good will on both sides, they are, happily, removable. 
The Allies, who have helped the Polish State on to its feet, cannot disown their 
responsibility for the use it makes of its liberty, and the Polish State that they are 
setting up exists nc t only for Poles, but for all the races within its jurisdiction, But 
some of the causes which produce Polish hostility the Jews themselves can help to 
remove. They are s tspected, wrongly in many cases, of having no sympathy with the 
new Polish State: they can, by their conduct, show that this is a libel. The new 
Poland needs Jewish co-operation, and the Jews might make it clear that they, on 
the r side, are prepared loyally to co-operate ; and that, if the Allies work for their 
liberty, they will accept loyally the ideal of Polish independence. Then the Polish 
Jews are suspected of sympathy sometimes with the Bolshevists, sometimes with 
Germany, and of that excuse, too, they have it in their power to deprive their 
opponents. If Paris is loyal to their rights and does its best to enforce them, the 
Jews, too, must be loyal to Paris and do their best to enforce its decisions by showing 
themselves in Poland good Polish cituzens, : 


VILNA RABBI DENIES A POLISH REPORT. 
Warsaw [F.0.C.] 
It will be remembered that the Polish authorities spread broadcast an 
alleged statement by Chief Rabbi Rubinstein, of Vilna, representing him to 
have admitted that some Jewish elements had been guilty of creating a pogrom 
feeling by firing and throwing hand grenades at Polish soldiers. Rabbi 
Rubinstein, on learning that the alleged statement had even been published in 
Paris, promptly issued a categorical denial of the Polish report.

m of considerab'e magnitude occurred at Zaveriche, during which 
two Jews were killed and many were wounded, The disturbances henat with « 
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demonstration of Christian unemployed, in the course of which armed resistance 

was offered by them to the police. Troops which passed through the town 

were detained to.restore order, but agitators appeared among the soldiers and 

accused the Jews of having plotted against the authorities. The troops at once 

attacked the Jewish quarter, and began to plunder shops and houses and assault 

their owners. The two Jews killed were Ephraim Mendzinsky (aged 45), and 
acob Holzman (aged 29.) The severely wounded include the “ Tsadick ” of 
rimlev and his wife. The material losses amounted to 120,000 marks. 

The Jewish Community communicated to the police a list of persons who 
had participated in the pillaging of the houses and shops. Subsequent searches 
in the residences of these people proved them to be in possession of plundered 
goods. 

Fhe funeral of the victims was attended by the whole Community. Heart- 
rending scenes were witnessed on the way to the burial ground, and people 
wept bitterly. A vessel containing blood from the wounds of the victims was 


“one of the features of the funeral procession. 


Soon after the funeral the police began to investigate the cause of the sus- 


‘pension of business by Jews on that day, and legal proceedings are said to be 


in store for many of our coreligionists for abstaining from work. In addition, 
the troops renewed their attacks on Jews. Deputy Wainziher arrived at 
Zavertche to investigate the situation. An interpellation was addressed in 
Parliament to the Government on the subject of the pogrom. 


CHELM. 


According to the statements collected by Deputy Shipper on the spot, one 
Jew, Herzberg, died from the injuries received by him during the pogrom and 
about two hundred and fifty Jews were wourded. Of the latter, a few dozen 
received serious injuries. The material losses amount to 50,000 crowns. The 
rioters were this time more anxious to injure Jews than to plunder their goods. 
The pogrom is stated to have originated through a libel spread in the town to 
the effect that the Jews had killed a soldier. Hooligans alleged that they over- 
heard a Jewess, Pese Elster, speak about the murder of the soldier. She was 
brought to the police station and beaten because she refused to admit the truth 
of the story. Many other Jews were also arrested in connection with the libel, 
and were ill-treated in prison. The Ebrlich family were compelled to stand for 
eight hours with their hands up and their faces to the wall. A Jewess from 
Opalin received twenty strokes at the police station. Moses Wilder was arrested 
because he took objection to an assault on an innocent Jew in the street. 
Leibush Mendel had his beard set on fire, and was compelled by the rioters to 
eat the burnt hair. Many women also are among the injured. One synagogue 
resisted the attack of the mob, but in another synagogue the furniture was 
broken, and aScrol! of the Law was desecrated. A Jewish funeral was attacked 
and the mourners were compelled to abandon the corpse and to fly for safety. 
When they returned, they found that the coffin bad disappeared. 

Thanks to the intervention of Deputy Shipper, the Jews and Jewesses 
arrested in connection with the libel alleging the murder of a soldier, were 
Deputy Shipper addressed a meeting of Jews at the Great Syna- 
gogue, and appealed to them not to lose courage in these difficult times. 
He then returned to Warsaw, and submitted to the Government the results of 
his inquiry at Chelm. On the way to Warsaw he witnessed many tragic 
attacks on Jews and their beards. | 

An interpellation on the pogrom was also introduced into Parliament. 


DEPUTY GRUNBAUM ASSAULTED. 

Warsaw [F.0.C] 
The Zionist leader, Deputy Griinbaum, was struck by. rioters in 

one of the streets of Warsaw for interfering with the work of the hooligans in 

beating Jews. He endeavoured to stop the mob from molesting our 

coreligionists, but the rioters replied by assaulting him too. 


POLISH. GENERAL FRATERNISES WITH JEWS. 
Warsaw [F.O.C.} 

General Listovsky, the Polish Commander at Brest-Litovsk, visited the 
townlet Zamostch, and called upon two of his Jewish friends, MM. 
Mendelson and Epstein, The former sheltered the General at Kieff, where 
they both stayed at the time of the Bolshevik revolution. The General also 
conversed with Jews in the streets in a friendly manner, and stationed strong 
patrols there to put a stop to the assaults on Jews and cutting of beardsin the 
streets. As regards the Pinsk outrage, General Listovsky remarked that the 
affair occurred without his knowledge. 


Questions in Parliament. 


In the House of Commons on Monday, Mr. HOWARD GRITTEN, 
Ind. (The Hartlepools) asked the Foreign Secretary whether, in view 
of the massacres in Poland, any orders had been sent or would be 
immediately sent to British officers on the spot, to protest,in the name 
of humanity, to the Polish military and civil authorities against these 
outrages 

Mr. C. HARMSWORTH, Under-Secretary for Foreign Affairs, C.L. 
(Luton/: His Majesty's Minister at Warsaw has already been instructed 
to make representations to the Polish Government in regard to such 
cases of ill-treatment of Jews in Poland as are known to have occurred. 
Tam confident that Mons. Paderewski and his Government are determined 
to do everything in their power to secure that Jews in Poland shall enjoy 
the same security and protection as other Polish citizens. 

In reply to Sir P. Magnus, Mr. HARMSWORTH added that he had 
received further authentic reports from Poland on the subject. 

In the House of Commons on Wednesday, Sir W. SEAGER (Cardiff E., 
C.L.), asked the Foreign Secretary if he was aware of the atrocities 
that are being perpetrated by the new Polish nation upon the Jews; and 
would he consider taking action through the proper channels to put an 
end to them. 

Mr, Ceci HARMSWORTH referred to a previous answer on the same 
subject. 

Sir Puitip MAGNus (London University, C.U.): May I ask the hon. 
gentleman whether the information he has recently received is more 
favourable or less favourable in its character ? 

Mr. HARMSWORTH; Yes, Sir. The information we have received 
in regard to the Jewish pogroms is much more favourable to the Polish 
authorities than some accounts in the press would seem to show.

HOME FOR AGED JEWS. 


ANNUAL MEETING. 


THE annual meeting was held on Sunday at the Institution, Nightingale 
Lane, Wandsworth Common. ; 

Mr. Ernest L. FRANKLIN, J.P., the President, in moving the adoption of 
the annual report, said that they must all feel happy at once again meeting in a 
peaceful atmosphere. He congratulated the staff on their splendid and heroic 
conduct during the trying period happily now ended. Many bombs had been 
dropped in the vicinity, but the inmates, both English and foreign, showed 
great bravery, and stood the nerve-racking experience with fortitude. He drew 
attention to the great increase in expenditure (41,100) as compared with 1917, 
which was not due to the increase in inmates. There was a credit balance of 
£277. The Committee owed a deep debt of gratitude to the Community 
for the interest it had taken in the Home. An appeal bad not been 
issued on that account. The Committee congratulated the Aid Society 
on a successful year's work. The sum of /633 had been handed over 
to the parent institution. Sunday cinemas had brought in £967—a very 
welceme addition to the funds. The Medica! Officer's report of the health of the 
inmates was most satisfactory. He had recommended a continuance of the 
war diet of the past few years. The services of the Secretary (Mr. Maurice 
Myers) were greatly appreciated. During his absence on active service, Miss 
F. Kelf, the Assistant Secretary, had carried on the bulk of the work with 
amazing energy and devotion. She had been ably assisted by Mrs. Hirst. Both 
Mr. and Mrs. Molen, the Master and Matron; were indefatigable in their efforts 
on behalf of the patients, and Mrs. E. Levy, who was to be congratulated on 
the completion of forty years’ service, showed a keen sense of duty and regard 
for the inmates. During the year, the Committee had to mourn the deaths of 
three valued workers—Mr. Moses Davis (one of the original Hon. Secretaries 
of the Hand-in-Hand and Widows’ Home), Col. B. J. Friend, whose 
loss was somewhat mitigated now that his son, Lieut, Charles Friend, 
had taken his father’s place—and Mr. Isaac Bloomfield, a former 
Secretary of the Institution and a faithful friend. It had become 
necessary to establish a special ward for more infirm patients, the 
cost of which was £500. The money was well spent, for the sending of such 
cases to the infirmaries would thus be obviated. Several beds had been endowed 
in memory of those who had passed away. Mr. Franklin, in conclusion, said 
that there was a hard time in front of them, because there would be litle 
reduction in the cost of the necessaries of life. The Home must be kept going, 


_ ard he hoped the Community would maintain its interest in the institution. 


Mr. MICHAEL SELBY seconded the motion, which was carried unanimously. 

Mr. Moss Harris, in moving the adoption of the financial statement, said 
that it had not been easy to get money during the year. 

The motion was seconded by Mr. Mark Mosss, J.P., and carried, 

Mr. J. ARON mentioned his intention to hold a flag day in support of the 
institution, if the Committee would agree. 

On the motion of Mr. M. Duragrc, seconded by Mr, M. Casu, Mr. Ernest 
L. Franklin was re-elected President. 

The other Honorary Officers were re-elected, with the addition of Mr. H. I, 
Sniders on the Committee. 

At the close of the meeting, the assembly repaired to the wards, in some of 
which beds were consecrated to the memory of the fallen. The Rev. E. 
Levine, M.A., read the service and delivered addresses at each bed. One bed 
was endowed by Mr. and Mrs. George Selby, in memory of their son, Pte. 
Michael George Selby, who was killed in action, September, 1918, aged twenty- 
three years. The bed adjoins that in memory of his cousin, who was also 
killed in action. Another bed, endowed by his mother, was in memory of 
Amedée Nathan Bloch, who, although not of British nationality, so loved this 
country that he joined the Red Cross.. He died from influenza while on duty. 
“In loving memory of Arthur Francis Myers, Lieut., 14th Hussars, son of 
Asher I. Myers and Bessie Myers, killed in action, March 31st, 1918, aged 22,” 
was the inscription on the tablet of the third bed that was consecrated by Mr. 
Levine, who made feeling reference to his departed young friend. The South 
London Ladies’ Lodge of the Order Achei Brith and Shield of Abraham, as aresult 
of a successful bazaar, which had realised the sum of £200, had presented this 
amount to name a bed in the institution. The bed was also consecrated on 


Sunday, and tbe tablet was unveiled by the President of the Lodge, Mrs. 
Barnard. 


AID SOCIETY. 


_ A meeting of the Aid Society was held prior to the meeting of the parent institu- 
tion. Mr. H. I. SNIDERS, who presided, moved the adoption of the balance-sheet.

About Books. 


WITH PEN AND SWORD. 


(a) “Palestine of the Jews,” by Norman Bentwich (Kegan Paul) is an 
attempt to tell the story of what has been achieved by a smal! remnant of the 
oldest nationality in the world, written by a member of the Egyptian Expedi- 
tionary Force in the summer of 1917, whilst waiting at the portals of Palestine 
to enter the Promised Land. The author would have succeeded better if he had 
been content to cover less ground, and bad not made the mistake of trying to 
take for his province all knowledge of Palestine—past, present, and future. It 
is impossible in twenty pages to give an adequate account of the place of 
Palestine in Jewish history. Twenty-eight pages cannot suffice for the history 
of the rise, progress, and present position of the modern Zionist movement. 
And unless one has a real justification for advancing some fresh point of view, 
or presenting some new aspect of accepted facts, there is no apparent utility io 
adding one more to the many existing surveys, however sympathetic, of recent 
Jewish progress on Palestine soil and the renaissance of the Hebrew language 
in the schools, 

Mr. Bentwich writes with ease, but, owing to the wide scope of his work, 
he occasionally yields to temptation, and falls a victim to telling phrases at the 
expense of fairness, For instance, when the author deals with the opposition 
to the Zionist movement, he refers, among other classes, to thote who profess 
a belief in the ultimate restoration to Palestine, but regard human effort to 
bring about that restoration as impiety, and he incindes them in his judgment 
that they look on the Jewish past without perspective, on its present without a 
policy, and on its future without faith (p. 40). This verdict may be a fine illus- 
tration of neat phrasing, but a point of view consistently held by many pious 
Jews of the best type cannot be dismissed in such a curt and almost flippant 
manner. 

Religious Zionism persisted for centuries before Political Zionism had its 
birth. One ought to be able to respect, even when one differs from the earnest 


faith of pure souls, who believe in the literal interpretation of prophecy that 


Israel will not be restored by ,political alliance with or dependence upon any 
particular Power, but that Israel will be redeemed without money (Isaiah, 52, 3), 
and not by might, nor by an army, but by the spirit of the Lord of Hosts 
(Zechariah, 4, 6). This attitude may be looking on the future with fco much 
faith, but Mr. Bentwich has no right to describe it as looking on the future 
without faith. 

Again, Mr. Zangwill may be right or wrong in the views he takes upon 
Jewish problems, but his services to the Jewish cause deserve something more 
serious than a facetious reference to the “ scintillating speeches from the erratic 
Ito leader ” (p. 39). 

Mr. Bentwich would have done infinitely better if he had solely written as 
a soldier of the Jewish faith, recording his impressions while a member of the 
army whose deeds were crowned with victory in the land of our fathers. The 
Appendix, “ The Redemption of Judaa,” centains a series of sketches on the 
British Advance to Jerusalem. These sketches are admirable in tone. Here 
the author is at his very best. One wishes that be had given us more of these 
intimate, personal, and individual impressions, This portion of the book 
deserves unstinted praise, which may be given without any reserve. 

Of course, there may be readers who have not laboriously waded through 
the literature of Zionism, and have not become wearied in their search for 
something really fresh. Such happy people will naturally not restrict their 
praise to the Appendix, but will be inclined to extend their cordial appreciation 
to the whole work. 

(b) “Macedonian Musings,” by V. J]. Seligman (Allen and l'nwin), gives a 
vivid account of events on the Balkan Front by an officer of the Army Service 
Corps, and includes sketches of life and character, mostly from a humorous 
point of view, of those with whom tbe author came into contact, from M, 
Venizelos down to the Greek labourer. These impressions are written with 
such intimacy of. knowledge and depth of understanding that they will be 
grateful reading to all those who love to enter into the soul of students in 
arms. Mr. Seligman does not hide himself from his people, and, with a 
whimsical touch, describes how once, when hay was badly needed, a wou'd-be 
seller stuck firmly to his exorbitant price. “I suddenly had an inspiration. 
Noting his Biblical name, I mentioned casually that I also was a Jew. He 
thawed as if by magic, and I bad no difficulty, a few minutes later, in obtaining 
the bay at a reasonable price” (p. 78). 

On another occasion, Mr. Seligman had sixty men working under him at 
his Dump on the Struma Front. Trouble was brewing among the men, and 
there was a starmy feeling in the air, which eventually terminated in a free 
fight. When the author had to try the case, he bound over both parties to 
keep the peace, dismissed the suit, and ordered aconcert (p. 124). Theconcert 
had a very salutary effect on the moral of the men. There were no more 
quarrels, and the men worked very much harder. “ Thinking the matter over, 
] am not sure that the ‘ King's Regulations’ or ‘The Manua! of Military Law" 
would have approved of my action in the matter. But I am convinccs that my 
noble ancestor, King Solomon, would have adopted this solution of the 
problem” (p.131). 

In spite of Mr. Seligman’s protest against any reference to his youth as an 
insult (p. 112), one is bound to say that the book is a remarkable production tor 
one who celebrated his twenty-first birthday at the front (p. 140). The author 
is fully entitled to a high place among those who wield the pen as well as wear 
the sword. | 

(c) “Out of Chaos,” by Moysheh Oyved (Minerva Co.), is a translation 
from the Yiddish. A prefatory note would have been very helpful to those 
readers who have never heard of the original. Judging from the Enghsh 
version, the work is designed to express the thoughts and feelings of a Jewish 
soldier in one of the armies in the Great War. Grim strife bas not dulled his 
soul, but has quickened his sense of the need of the divine. Through the 
ordeal of blood, nations will learn to set fire no more to God's palace of justice. 

Israel's enemies have themselves been sated with hatred, aud the oppressors of 
Judah have been themselves oppressed. 

Their way was a dark one, and they stumbled and trod on the weaker ones. _ 

But I will take them all under My wings, endow them with My understandiog, 
permeate them with My spirit, illumine them with My light. 

Till all nations shall serve ove God, speak one language, and sing one song. 

The song of justice, beauty and love, the song of God, (p. 57). 

This passage seems to {furnish the key to the meaning of the whole reverie, 
half prose and half poetry. But this interpretation is only tentatively advanced, 
in the absence of any information as to the purpose of the Yiddish original. 

(d) “God and Tommy Atkins,” by Alexander Irvine (Hutchinson), is a 
collection of breezy addresses to soldiers at the front. The preacher was him- 
self once a soldier, and he thus shows a rare understanding for and sympathy 
with the British soldier, and the perplexities that confront him in his daily life 
and in his outlook on things spiritual. The book is dedicated to “The Men 
of the Red Triangle with whom I worked in the 5th Army area during those 
trying days of March, 1918.” 

(ec) In “Private Peat,” by H. R. Peat (Hutchinson), the author, who was 
in the Third Battalion, First Canadian Contingent, teils the story of his experi- 
ences in the trenches during the grim days of 1914 to 1916, and of the great 
battle of St. Julien. He gives a whimsical description of his efforts to enlist 
after his first rejection, and pokes genial fun at his own personal appearance. 
“Tam short and slight. I'm dark and curly-baired. I can pass for a French- 
man, an American, a Belgian; or at a pincha Jew.” (p. 9). S.L. 
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Music and Drama. 


It was pleasing to find that the pupils of Mr. Isador Epstein, who gave a 
concert at the Wigmore Hall on Tuesday, had a greater variety of programme 
to offer their audience than had they at their concerts last year. Mr. Epstein 
is a great artist, whom we should like to hear more often on the concert plat- 
form, but it is a consolation te know that in his seclusion he is raising a monwu- 
mentum ccre perennius in the fame of a school which will be looked back on in 
future years as the origin of more than one great artist. The outstanding 
feature of his pupils is the happy medium which they attain between the 
expression of true emotion in their playing and the academic dignity which, 
when carried too far, produces an unpleasant and almost hostile coldness. Mr. 
Epstein succeeds in making his pupils play intelligently and this consecutive- 
ness of thought, so rare in the student, is, perhaps, the surest indication of a 
sound master, Mr. Bernard Crook, whose playing of Débussy’s “Clair de 
Lune” was really very beautiful, promises to become a great pianist in the 
future, but he must be content with the piano as a medium for expressing bis 
sentiment and must remember that undue movement of the body while playing, 
oe er spontaneous a result of inner emotion, is not pleasing to the eyes of an 
audience, 


Mile. Zoia Rosowsky gave another recital at the Zolian Hall. Among a 
number of French and Russian songs, well suited to her peculiar style of 


delivery, must be mentioned the “ Chinoiserie,” by De Falla, and Ravel's “ Air 


de Concepcion.” Mr. George Ferguson, who gave a song recital the same day, 
possesses a rich baritone voice, and with more experience in the art of choosing 
his pitch, he will, we feel sure, gather appreciative audiences. 

Two students’ recitals took place of noteworthy interest—that of the Royal 
Academy of Music, and of the Guildhall School of Music. At the former, an 
excellent violinist was heard in Mr. Paul Beard, and a singer who should have 
a great future before her in Miss Thelma Howarth, That the art of composi- 
tion is being zealously cultivated was shown by the performance of a well-written 
symphonic poem, “ The Seekers,” by Mr, Paul Kerby, and “ A Fantastic Waltz,” 
by Miss Eva Pain. Evidences of good steady work were shown by the Guild- 
hall students, exceptionally good quality and talent being evinced hy Miss 
Antoinette Trydell and Miss K. B. McQuitty in their playing of Saint-Saéns’ 
Scherzo for two pianos. 

Miss Lydia Kyasht gives her third matmée dansant at the AZolian Hall 
this afternoon, and we sincerely hope that this will not be-the last of these 
charming entertainments. The poetry of Miss Kyasht's dancing and her perfect 
expressiveness of movement are already too well-known to need criticism. At 
her last concert, perhaps her most perfect performance (if preference can be made) 
was in the Chopin Mazurka, whilein Saint-Saens’ “ Le Cygne,” although her 
movements were full of pathos and frightened despair, somehow Miss Kyasht's 
superb and healthy human form suits ill with the idea of death, if it be only the 


death of aswan. Some very charming violin solos were given by Mr. Sascha

Lasserson, and Miss Gwladys Hay-Dillon contributed some delightful songs. 

On Tuesday week, at Queen's Hall, a successful concert was given as a 
Girls’ Club Peace Celebration. Among the clubs which took part were the 
* Beatrice” and “ West Central.” The singing, which was very enjoyable, was 
under the conductorship of Mr. Harvey Grace. A feature of the concert was 
the fine violin playing of Miss Maude Gold, a young debutante, who displayed 
much skill in the various items she contributed. Several numbers were well 
rendered by the Queen Alexandra and House Orchestra, under the baton of Mr. 
Thomas F. Dunhill, and the vocal solos were contributed by Mr. Gervase 
Elwes. Much of the success was due to the work of Mrs. Herbert Lousada 
(the Hon. Secretary), who, on being presented with a handsome bouquet, 
received an ovation. 

Lovers of Shakespeare among North London Jewry will be interested to 
learn that the Stamford Hill and Stoke Newington Branch of the British Empire 
Shakespeare Society, which was founded in the Tercentenary Year by a 
coreligionist, Miss A, E. Meyerheim, gave their first public recital last 


‘week, at the Library Hall, Church Street. Mr. M. G. Liverman addressed 


the audience, in the unavoidable absence of the President of the branch, 
Alderman H. J. Ormond, The programme consisted of scenes, speeches, and 
songs from the plays, and was much enjoyed. The Hon. Secretary, Miss A. E. 
Meyerheim, 32, Oldhill Street, N. 16, will be pleased to give those interested 
full particulars of the society. 

It is always good to find real native talent, and Mr. Peter Upcher, who 
gave a recital at the Wigmore Hall of his own compositions, written on active 
service, deserves much commendation. His programme on Thursday week 
showed him to be a song-writer of melodious ideas and endowed with a gift for 
expressive writing. Noteworthy items were “ A Song of Love and Friendship” 
and “In Fountain Court.” In addition to the Shapiro Symphony Orchestra 
for his concerted works, the composer had the assistance of Miss Phyllis Lett, 
Miss Viola Tree, Mme. D'Auvergne Upcher, and Mr. Hubert Ejisdell. 

A promising young pianist was heard on Tuesday week at the Wigmore 
Hall, in Miss Rosaline Movshon. She possesses a sdund technique which 
enables her (o produce a good volume of tone. Further experience will bring 
more mobility and grasp of sympathetic expression. 

Another capable pianist was found in Miss Rachel Owen, who gave a 
recital at the same Hall in the evening. A large audience assembled and 
evidently enjoyed the excellent programme, which included works of Bach, 
Scarlatti and Schumann, and the modern school of Debussy, Palmgren and 
Turina. Miss Owen played with a refreshing surety and elasticity that made 
her readings always thoroughly enjoyable. 

A new singer, hailing from far-distant Burma, was heard in Miss Denee 
Dantra, who gave a recital at the A‘olian Hall on Thursday evening. She 
created a very favourable impression by her rendering of French, Italian, and 
English songs. 

Two clever violinists appeared at the Wigmore Hall on Wednesday week, 
Miss Marjorie Gunn in the afternon, and Miss Edith Abraham in the evening.

Rights of Travellers at Hotels. 


In the Court of Session, Edinburgh, Lord Anderson decided the action by 
Mr. Henry Rothfield, a money-lender, against the North British Railway Com- 
pany, for a declaration that he was entitled to be received as a gue t at the 
company’s Station Hotel, Edinburgh. 

In granting the decree, Lord Anderson said the hotel was a common inn and 
the company were bound to supply travellers with refreshment and accommo- 
dation. The company were not entitled to exclude Rothfield as a Jew, and the 
position would have been the same if he had been a German Jew, which he was 
not. Nor were they entitled to exclude him asa money-lender. A money-lender's 
was a lawful occupation, and he was entitled to the privileges of the State.

The accounts for the past financial half-year were adopted. 

It was reported that the question of the sealing of poultry was still engaging 
the attention of the Executive. 

The PRESIDENT stated that arrangements had been made whereby certain 
unauthorised Shochetim would become officials of the Board. 

The appointment of Mr. J. Levitta as Rosh Hashochetim was approved. 


PROFITEERING, 


A letter was read from the Ministry of Food stating that it had come to the 
notice of the Ministry that excessive prices were being charged by certain 
Jewish butchers, and asking that the matter should be taken up by the Board. 
A reply had been sent to the efiect that the Board would give everv assistance 
in suppressing the practice complained of. 

It was reported that a butcher named Linder, whore licence had been 
revoked, had had his licence restored to him, the ecclesiastical authorities 
having received certain explanations and an expression of regret for the 
circumstances that led to the revocation of the licenee. 

The PRESIDENT made a statement concerning the salaries of certain 
officials of the Board which were the subject of negotiations some time ago. 
The matter was still under discussion.

From Bristol there comes a criticism of my recent suggestion that marriages 
between Jew and Gentile seldom turn out happily.

_ rejoicing evidently in a tranquil married life, observes, “I have been married 


22 years and my brothers-in-law and any of a large family—all well- 
known people—will tell you that my marriage with a Jewish lady has been 
very happy and successful,” (The italics are those of my correspondent).

So I just turn up the Jewish references, merely out of 
curiosity, for I attach no importance to dreams, realities being my major pre- 
occupation. Says the oracle: “To dream of having dealings with a Jew 
signifies losses and bad luck; to dream that you become a Jew, poverty.” 
Worse and worse! And should some unlucky wight dream of a fair daughter 
of our race, it is “asign of anger and vexation.” But there! One mustn't

Now, the time is coming when that family will settle farther afield, and it 
seems almost certain that the boy will attend “ Tedesco” Hebrew classes, the 
father's professional duties rendering it impossible to devote adequate time to 
the purpose of tuition, A Barmitzvah ceremony in an Ashkenazi synagogue is 
a contingency that by no means appeals to this Sephardi father. He would 
consider himself (smile if you must!) in the light of a meshummad, so ingrained 
in him is the Sephardi tradition. What do my readers think of it all ?

HAYES SCHOOL. 


‘Tue annual prize distribution (interrupted by the War) was resumed oa 
Sunday last. Dr. A. H. Norris, M.C., H.M. Chief Inspector of Reformatory 
and Industrial Schools, presided. 

Prior to the presentation of the prizes, those present were entertained by 
an exhibition of physical drill, wrestling, and boxing by some of the boys. The 
display testified to the excelletit'training they had received. 

Mr. MEYER A, SPIELMAN said that, on behalf of the Managers, he bad 
great pleasure in welcoming Dr. Norris, who had been kind enough to give 


. up an afternoon of rest to come there and he!p them in their function that day. 


He was very pleased also to welcome their good friend Sir John Dickinson. It 
was due largely and mainly tq Sir John that that School had betn established 
eighteen years ago. During the past few years the School did as well as 
possible in the circumstances. It was the future which claimed the Managers’ 
special attention, and they were prepared to face that future with courage 
and with, he hoped, the right progressive spirit. As those present were 
aware, the School lost its Vice-President, Mr. Louis Davidson, about a 
year ago. He was succeeded, Mr. Spielman was glad to say, on the 
managerial staff by his son, Captain N, Davidson. Sir Marcus Samuel had 
become a Vice-President. During the year they welcomed Mr. J]. Joseph, whe 
had come to their assistance in several emergencies. A very charming and 
useful lady had joined the managers in the person of Miss Mayer, L.C.C, 
They bad lost the services of their good Secretary, Mr. E. P, Ornstien, during 
the war, but be was now demobilised and they welcomed him back to the 
School. The secretarial duties were undertaken during his absence by 
Mrs. Ellis, which, like whatever else she did, she did well. They had, 
as had been seen that afternoon, a very strong addition to the staff, 
Sergt. Driver had become their instructor in physical exercises. Sergt. Driver 
did splendid work during the war. and when he (Mr. Spielman) added that 
Sergt. Driver was an old Hayes boy, they could imagine the pleasure 
the School felt in baving him back as instructor. A hundred and 
thirty-nine old boys enlisted during the war, a large proportion of them 
joining up voluntarily in the early days. The alien was often spoken of 
disparagingly, but most of their b@ys were of alien origin and their 
war record should be placed to the credit side of the aliens’ account. 
There were not a few casualties, and the Hayes School old boys could claima 
fair share of distinctions. There were at present a hundred and thirty boys in 
the school—four over the certified number, The school buildings were some- 
what cramped. They wanted a synagogue, and Mr. A. S. Hyman had offered 
them £1,000 towards building one. (Loud applause.) Mr. Spielman thanked 
his colleagues for their great assistance throughout the war, and, above all, he 
thanked their good Superintendent, Mr. Ellis. 

The boys having sung a school song, the awards were handed to 
the pupils by Dr. Norris. The boys then sang a part song, after which Dr. 
Norris addressed the gathering. In the course of his. speech, he said that it. 
was a matter for congratulation for the Managers of Hayes Industrial School, 
with their usual foresight and promptness, although peace had been signed only 
the previous day, to have already held a prize-giving since the end of the war. 
(Laughter.) He wished the boys to realise that their School was a very good 
one. At the Home Office that School was regarded as being one of the very 
best. The School received a deputation the other day which had been sent by 
the Viceroy Of India to inspect schools. He (Dr. Norris) was asked what 
school they should go to, and he said : “ Send them to Hayes Industria! School.” 
The visitors were very pleased with all they saw there, and were going back to 
try in India to start similar schools. The Certified Schools were standing in a 
very difficult position at the present time. A Bill had been passed in Parlia- 
ment which called for higher education and training in every way. _ He had no 
doubt whatever that Hayes would go ahead and keep up with the other schools 
of the country. In the excellent workshops, the School carried out the 
suggestion which appeared in the Government Bill, that there should be 
practical work associated with the schoolroom work. By so doing the 
students were gaining those qualities of perseverance and _ steadfast- 
which were so characteristic’ of their race. He impressed 
upon the boys that the Managers and the Staff wanted their help 
and their sympathy. Mr. Spielman had rendered him most generous 
assistance in the inspection of other schools. Mr. Eliis bad spent many leisure days 
at the Home Office on a committee which, it was hoped, was going to lead to good 
resulls in the future. He (Dr. Norris) bad heard the other day a testimonial of 
Hayes School, Some young ladies at the Montefiore House for Girls told him 
that the Hayes boys had entertained {hem and were very kind boys. He hoped 
that in after life they would always maintain that character, and be kind and 
good to women, In conclusion, Dr. Norris expressed his ple#Sure at seeing the 
old boys present at a function of that kind. He wished@@'e School the con- 
tinued success that it bad enjoyed in the past. (Applay®.) 

After the boys had sung “God Save the King,” @e conmtpany adjourned to 
the grounds to witness a gymnastic display. T)#school troop of Boy Scouts 
gave an exhibition of tent pitching and tripoe dking.

girls, .f¢ congratulated all those connected with the school on the success they 
baddttained. They had realised that that was the only Talmud Torah in that 
saict of London, and they had had to meet the prejudice of many a 
For the atmosphere prevailing in the West and the wind blowing from 
the North-West were in some respects sharper and faster; they tended to thin 
the air for religious breathing and to reduce the beating of the Jewish heart. 
Jews had adopted from their neighbours the wrong translation of Torah by “law,” 
and some of their brethren were seized with a cold on hearing of Jewish law. 
Undoubtedly, the most important part of the Torah were the laws for regulating 
their relation to God and their religious and moral conduct. But the whole 
first book of the Pentateuch described the lives of the patriarchs, Abraham, 
Isaac, Jacob, and Joseph. Genesis 18 and 19 gives this still unequalled rule of 
life: “I bave chosen Abraham,” says God, “in order that he shall command 
his children and his family after him, that they shall keep the way of the Lord 
by doing justice and judgment.” In these few words this verse contained the 
ideal morality, taught by the Torah, to which no nation in the world had yet 
attained, It was true that Jews were not .vited to love their enemies, for daily 
life and the experiences during the last fi.. years bad sufficiently proved such 
sentiment to be outside the range of realisation. The Torah was the law of life, 
to be realised in life, open and definite in its demand, and it surpassed the 
noblest aspirations of humanity, They must show their fellow-Jews that thos 
words were idevtical with the Ten Commandments, which had been (cn paper 
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accepted as the fandame tal cgde of laws by all civilised nations, and were being 
taught in the Talmud Torah as.the only guide of moral life. As religious 
practice and observance were inculcated by laws, moral and religious conduct 
was imparted by living examples of history. In the hands of a well-trained, 
properly-instructed teacher, the Life of Joseph becamea text book of exemplary 
moral conduct. In that spirit should Torah be taught in all schools, whether 
Synagogue Classes or Talmud Torahs. They at that school had the 
special advantage of devoting a considerable portion of their time to 
the study of the Hebrew language, for by translation alone it was im- 
possible to enter into the spirit and full meaning of the Bible. 
But unlike other languages taught in schools, mere Hebrew vocabulary would 
not impart the weighty thought of the verse; nor could the Bible be taught 
like the multiplication table. Everything depended upon the spirit in which 
the teacher approached the text, his reverence, earnestness, and love. The 
Jewish teacheravho had a class of Jewish pupils before him, in his hand the 
Hebrew Bible and the Hebrew Prayer-Book, and in him the genuine desire to 
bring up Jews and Jewesses, would teach them from every page of the two books

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accepted as the fandame stal cgde of laws by all civilised nations, and were being 
taught in the Talmud Torah as.the only guide of moral life. As religious 
practice and observance were inculcated by laws, moral and religious conduct 
was imparted by living examples of history. In the hands of a well-trained, 
properly-instructed teacher, the Life of Joseph becamea text book of exemplary 
moral conduct. In that spirit should Torah be taught in all schools, whether 
Synagogue Classes or Talmud Torahs, They at that school had the 
special advantage of devoting a considerable portion of their time to 
the study of the Hebrew language, for by translation alone it was im- 
possible to enter into the spirit and full meaning of the Bible. 
But unlike other languages taught in schools, mere Hebrew vocabulary would 
not impart the weighty thought of the verse; nor could the Bible be taught 
like the multiplication table. Everything depended upon the spirit in which 
the teacher approached the text, his reverence, earnestness, and love. The 
Jewish teacheravho had a class of Jewish pupils before him, in his hand the 
Hebrew Bible and the Hebrew Prayer-Book, and in him the genuine desire to 
bring up Jews and Jewesses, would teach them from every page of the two books 
the fear of God and the love of man. Dr. Biichler then addressed the pupils. 

Mr. Josern PrRAG, J].P., thanked Dr. and Mrs. Biichler for presiding and 
distributing the prizes. He said that they had listened to an illuminating 
address. It was imperative that greater attention should be paid to the Jewish 
religious education of boys and girls. Now thatin the next few years the influx 
of foreign Jews would be stopped, there would not be that vivifying flow from 
the East which had hitherto kept Judaism alive in this country, It was 
for institutions such as theirs to keep alight the torch of learning. It was 
thirteen years since they had inaugurated the Talmud Torah in that district, 
and they had prospered beyond the dreams of the founders. He thanked Dr. 
Biichler also for having recently conducted a careful and extensive examination 
of the classes. 

The motion was seconded by the Rev. A. H. EISENBERG. 

The Rev. A. A. GREEN associated himself with the motion, and said that 
he would like to assure Dr. Biichler that the wind of the North-West was not 
altogether so chilly as he imagined. He said that the work of the Talmud 
Torah had his most earnest approval, and that he wished to emphasise the fact 


that no opposition to-it obtained from other agencies in the work of religious 


instruction. He hoped that they would go on and prosper. Mr. Green pro- 
ceeded to examine the difficulties with, which teachers of religion were con- 
fronted in the district. The children were splendid, and so were the teachers. 
It was the parents who left much to be desired. It was the parents who set 
the bad example of Mechaliel Shabbat. And although many had but 
recently come from a land wherein they would not dare to be seen shopping 
on Sabbath, they proceeded immediately they reached this land of freedom to 
throw off the tenets of their faith. 

Dr. Bichler acknowledged the vote of thanks. Thanks to the teachers 
were accorded by the Rev. W. Stoloff. Mr. Tessel, Headmasier of the Talmud 
Torab, replied in Hebrew. 


BETHNAL GREEN TALMUD TORAH. 


THE annual distribution of prizes was held on Sunday at the Synagogue 
Chambers, 13, Bethnal Green Road. Mr. L. E1sen, the President, was in the 
Chair. The proceedings opened with a Psalm in Hebrew, rendered by the 
choir of the Talmad Torah, under the direction of the Principal, the Rev, J, K. 
Goldbloom. 

Mr. L. Eisen, in the course of a short address, said that he was glad to 
see such a large gathering that afternoon. It certainly gave him a great deal 
of pleasure to witness the results of the efforts of all who worked for the 
classes. That the parents were anxious that their children should be taught 
the meaning of Judaism was beyond donbt. There was no fear that the 
children were not interested in the work in which they were being instructed, 
There were many instances of pupils, young in years, who, of their own free 
will, studied advanced subjects in their homes, in addition to regularly attending 
the classes. Mr. Eisen mentioned that the greater number of the prizes had 
been presented by a very loyal supporter of the institution, Mr. S. Mitchel, in 
memory of his late son. 

A recitation was given in Hebrew by Master B. Levy. Master M. Moser 
sang a Hebrew melody. 

Rabbi BERNSTEIN having delivered a discourse, Mrs. Eisen, wife of the 
President, distributed awards to over seventy pupils. 

Mr. L. SENDAK, the Vice-President of the Institution, proposed a vote of 
thanks to Mrs. Eisen, and associated the name of Mr. Eisen in the vote, as they 
would all agree that Mrs. and Mr. Eisen had contributed equally to the success 
of the gathering. 

Mr. A. HARRIS, in seconding the vote of thanks, testified to the excellent 
services Mr. and Mrs, Eisen were rendering the institution. 

A vote of thanks to the teaching staff was proposed by Mr. M. ROSENBERG. 

The annua! meeag followed the prize distribution. 

Mr. L. EISEN 94:0 spat there was a balance at the bank of £226. From 
comparative poverty, thé gtitution had risen to, in business parlance, “a pay- 
ing concern.” They must mber, however, that their expenses were very 
heavy, and should there be a deficiency in the regular income, the bank 
balance would not keep them “ai water” very long. 

The Secretary, Mr. S. L. Lips read the report, and mentioned that 


there were nearly 700 regular contri to the funds, and that nearly 300 
pupils regularly attended the Classes.

OUR DEBATE. 


I can see already that the debate which 
was initiated last week is going to arouse 
general interest. It is too early yet for me 
to have received many communications, 
but my post tag contains one letter which 
will serve to keep the ball rolling till next 
week. It is, unfortunately, anonymous. I 
must say that I do not like anonymous 
letters because I prefer to know, and prefer 
my readers to know, with whom we are 
dealing.

A PROVINCIAL VIEW, 


My correspondent says he was specially 
interested in the subject of our debate 
because it comes home very near to him. 
In London, be writes, and other large 
Jewish centres, it should be much easier 
to keep the Sabbath than in small provin- 
cial towns, where there are few Jewish 
employers and where competition is much 
keener, so that itis more difficult to k 
closed on Saturday, The real point of the 
debate. he rightly points out, is the conflict 
between what boys and girls are taught at 
religion classes and what actually occurs at 
home, and he said it is very bad and sad 
when children have to git in judgment on 
their parents, 


MANY DIFFICULTIES. 


“In my own case,” he says, “I have ho 
trouble in arriving at a verdict. of.acquittal, 
because I know that it is impossible for my 
father to earn a living here if he does not 
work on Saturday, and hedoes have prayers 


at home in the afternoon when he is free, 
so that the Sabbath atmosphere is not 
altogether lost.” But he goes on to say 
that among his young friends he knows 
cases where the sacrifice of the Sabbath 
means the sacrifice of religion in the home 
altogether, and the children wonder why 
they are taught things that they neither see 
nor observe. “ Don't you thin«, Auntie,” 
he asks, “that this is a tragedy?” His
